Ims^ine to yourselves, 
then, gentlemen, what must be onr 
disappointment and mortificatioa 
when, after the lapse of so many 
months, we find that not even one 
vessel is yet in the least ready for sea. 
From the moment the arnmgfr* 
ment was concluded, and we had 
given directions for the appropriation 
of the necessary ftinds, tlie affair 
was taken entirely out of our hands^ 
We were not constiltcd, or even in- 
formed, of the measures taken for 
fulfillhig it. Instead of purchasing 
vessels according lo the terms of the 
agreement, orders, as we afterwards 
learned, were given for buildipg 
them, and, strange to say, one en- 
gineer alone was employed to pre- 
pare all the steam-engines and raa^ 
chinery. In vain have we applied 
and appealed to you on the subject. 
Our interference has been regarded 
as improper, oV we have been refer* 
red to Messrs. Ricardo, who have 
told us that the matter rested en- 
tirely with Mr. Galloway, the 'Engi- 
neer, whilst the latter gentleman 
scarcely rceogrnzes us as interested 
parties, and has more than once hesi- 
tated to satisfy our inquiries. What, 
then, arci^eto do?' IsthejmoAe^

Will it be credited 
that it was left to one engineer to 
prepare the engines and machinery 
tor six vessels^ which were to be got 
readv for sea widiin two months and 
a half, and that the engineer charged 
with this service on b^alf of Greece 
should be one who is employed by, 
and hat for a long time past had a son 
0t AlexandrUi in fhe pty of the Pacha 
efEgjfpt? We have w>ne all in our 
power to obtain for Greece the in)por- 
vttai aid which Lord Cochrane's en- 
terprise and skill would have sup- 
plied. We have again and a^in soli- 
cited your attention to the anair, and 
urged upon you the dreadful conse- 
quences of delay; and now once 
more ^e call upon you, as you re- 
gard the cause of our country, to 
Uke the best and most efficient 
means for furnishing the succour of 
which she stands in so great need. 
Let two or three individuals, who are 
thoroughly conversant with vessels 
of this description, be immediately 
appointed to examine the several 
steam^vessels, and to state within 
what time they can be got ready, 
and what means must be employed 
for the purpose. Two of them, be- 
sides -tne Perseverance, which is 
now (after having been ordered more 
than fifteen months ago by Mr. £1- 
bca^ and which was to have been 



hm been appropriated to, tliis ready, according to th^^g^^tltl^Q^^i 
Iwr to our country? asstirance, last August,) near^<^th^ 

pleted, might, we conceive, be ^fi- 
nished within ten days, but not/if 
only three or four men are to be'e();i-* 
ployed upon each vessel, as wa^ tl^a 
case last week. If ihey cai^^^ i^ 
speedily cx)mpleted, — well; if libt* 
let them be abaifidoned, and ^Id: 
let the parties who have "rtot fbltilled 
their engagements be made to re« 
turn the money they have received. 
Let what now remains and what can 
be so obtained be employed in the 
purchase of other steam-vessels ready 
at once to put to sea. 

In conclusion, we beg to assure 
you that we do not mean to call in 
question the intention with which 
you entered into this affair, or to re- 
proach you in any manner; but )ve 
cannot do otherwise than express 
our deep regret that an undertaking, 
which was to have ensured the free- 
dom of- Greece, should have taken 
such a turn that wiihout energetic 
and early steps it will, by! depnving 
our country of assistance, be condu- 
cive to her fall. We trust then, gen- 
tlemen, that you will by immediate 
efforts prevent the possibility of £tlU 
more afflicting events.

H €rentlem«n, — After having been 
>eiiabled tlirough your kind inter- 
ference (o make arraugeme&ts with 
Lord Cochrane, from which we con- 
fidently anticipated vhat our country- 
men would ere this have derived the 
most important aid, we cannot but 
tlecply deplore the necessity we are 
now under of soliciting your atten- 
tion to ihe very peculiar state of dif- 
ficidty and responsibility in which 
we find ourselves placed by reason 
of those arrangements not having 
even yet been carried into effect. 

It will be in "your recollection, that 
our ftgreen^ent with lord Cochrane 
bears date the 16th of August last, 
and that it stipulates that five steam- 
boats should be ready to be placed 
under his command within two 
months?, or at most two montlis and 
a half, from that time. 

During the last three months, the 
Greek government has been anxi- 
ously looking for the arrival of this 
flotilla in the Archipelago, anxl we 
are exposed to the reproach of having 
neglected to supply the means which 
might, and wc feel convinced would, 
give freedom and independence to 
our country. 

From a letter we had the honour 
to receive from Lord Cochrane, dated 
the 28th ult., as also from verbal 
communication?, v^^e have the satis- 
faction to find that his Lordship is, 
still ready to lend his assistance to 
the Greek cause— that he is confi- 
dent of success — and that he himself 
is not lcs8 chagrined than we are at 
the delay which has occurred in the 
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we are convinced, from the earne&t 
and anxjous desire you have on all 
occasions manifested to promote, the 
cause of Greece, that you will now 
assist us in the measures nece^sajry 
to secure to our countrvmen the ad- 
vantages of his Lordship's great 
talent and intrepidity. 

You are aware that in the orders 
given for the steam-boats we were 
not consulted, and we have notthere- 
fore sufficient authority- to address 
the parties with whom this unex- 
peictedand lamentable delay has ori- 
ginated. Messrs. Ricardo, to whom 
we recently spoke, on the subject, 
replied that it did not depend on themf 
but they believed that Sir F, Burdeti 
had written concerning it. 

We think, therefore, gentlemen, 
that you alone can remove the ob- 
stacles which present themselves, 
and accelerate this roost .important 
work, which without your inter- 
ference will never, we fear, be com- 
pleted ; if, at least, wc may judge 
from the first steam-boat (the Per- 
severance), which was ordered by Mr. 
Eliice more than a twelvemonth a^o, 
upon the distinct understanding tl^at 
it should be ready for sea in the 
month of August last, and which, as 
we said above, we believe is only, just 
completed. We have even been in- 
formed (with what degree of truth 
we know not) that the work is pur- 
posely protracted until the return of 
Mr. Galloway's son from Alexan- 
dria, a return the period of which 
must be regarded as uncertain.

Gentlemen, — We beg to enclose a 
letter, which, as Mr. Luriottis men- 
tioned to Mr. Hob^KMso yestercUy, 
we had written, but were prevented 
from sending to you, on Saturday. 
We are now called upon to notice, 
and request your attention to two 
other letters, one from Lord Coch- 
rane, the other, from Mr. Hobbousc, 
and both of which were handed to us 
yesterday by the latter gentleman. 
By the letter from Lord Cochrane, 
we regret to perceive, that his Lord- 
ship's views are somewhat altered 
since the month of Mardi last, when 
Mn Sutton informed us^ that he^was 
ready to proceed to Greece with the 
schooner and Perseverance alone, pro- 
vided arrangements cmUd be made for 
the departure of the two other large 
vessels wit /tin a few weeks aftir wards. 
He now appears to consider the 
equipment of the three small vessels 
as essential to the success of the expe^ 
ditionrf and, from this circumstance,:, 
as well as Irom the general tenor of 
his letter, we are reluctantly induced 
to conclude^ that his Lordship will 
not proceed to Greece without the- 
whole of the flotilla, which it was- 
undsfstoodi when ibe arrai^gement 
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was^iSa^^, *WM he ^lao«d irtwkr 
hw,k^0djWi^. Xhp disasters thai 
have recently befallen Greece, may 
}\9i^iit2LSi6fik6. this change in his 
Ijon\ihx^\y\cf^^i aod we can AiUy 
appreciate the feeling which prompts 
hini' not to put in hazard the high 
repisla^ion he has acquireil, by un- 
dertaking to oppose himself to the 
enemi^ of our cmmtry with an in- 
adequate force. But you will judge, 
geptlemen, what luust be our asto- 
nishment, and our mortificalionv 
when the very same hand that deli- 
vered this communication from Lord 
Cochrane, also left with us a letter, 
informing us, that, " at a meeting 
" with Mr. Ellice and Mr. Ricardo 
" ou Saturday last, it was determined 
" to apprise Lord Cochrane, that 
« neither time, nor the funds in Mr. 
** Hicardo's hands, would permit the 
** three smaller boats being com- 
" pkted, and that a letter had been 
" wHtten to Lord Cochrone to that 
" efectj* 

Vrom these two letters, therefore, 
we must conclude, that all our hopes, 
and all the expectations of our coim- 
trymen, so far as they depended upon 
this expedition, arc at an end. Truly, 
gentiemen, our situation is as novel 
as it is distressing. We gav^ to 
Mr. Ellice 10,000/., and set apart 
150,000/ more for the purpose of 
fitting out a flotilla of six steam- 
vessels, in order to complete the ar- 
rangements enlercd into through 
your medium with Lord Cochrane ; 
but, from the moment we parted with 
the money, tee have been unable to 
obtain any sai'mfacloryiinteHigence of 
the steps taken, or the progress made 
towards the accomplishment of this 
pr<at object. Without our knowledge, 
and contrary to the original inten- 
6on, orders were given for the build- 
ing of t^e vessels. By whom they were 
given, and who was to be considered 
responsible for their execution, we 
could not tdl, and the letter we re- 
ceived from you, on the '25th inst., 
left that point still in a state of un- 
" certainty. What monies had been 
paid for the Perseverance, we could 



not learn. Mr. l^lfce^ aithaughiwi^e 
have mad« repealed applioatsiosv hiili 
hitherto neglected to furnish any «* ' 
count whatever^ arjd Messrs. Ricajrdo 
have declined to give us any detailed 
information about that veisel without 
a previous communication tvith Mr, 
Ellice ; and, by way of closing this 
painful scene, we are now told that 
It has been determined by Messrs. 
Hobhouse, Ellice, and Ricardo, that 
there are lio funds to complete the 
three smaller vessels. 
• We desire to know in what man- 
ner the 150,000/. have been applied, 
as we have never been privy to tfac 
administration of that sum. Is it 
possible that it can all have been 
absorbed in the building and equip- 
ping oi' the five vessels, which are not, 
as yet^ half finished 1 We entered 
into the arrangement upon the raest 
distinct understand'mg, that the mo- 
ney we agreed to appropriate for the 
purpose would be amply sufficient 
If It was iiot sufficient, we were 
greatly deceived ; if it was, the mo- 
ney must have been grossly misap- 
plied. 

Under these circumstances, we re- 
quest you to favour us with your ad- 
vice as to the measures to |;>e adopted 
with regard to the thVee smaller ves- 
sels, without which Lord Cochrane 
will not go to Greece, and the whole 
affair will be at an end. You must 
be aware, that our countrymen have 
fixed their hopes on hb lordship, aod- 
that his presence in Greece has now 
become ujore necessary than ever. 
It is therefore requi^iite to hasten.the> 
immediate com|rletion of the two 
larger vessels, and that the smaller 
should be finished immcdiaitely aftefr 
wards. If his lordship will leave 
England witli the former, ihe coh- 
fidence of the Public will be restonod 
in favour of Greece, and we shall 
then be enabled to find those means 
which arc now wanting^ This,, bow- 
ever, without his lordship's depar- 
ture, is impossible. We therefore 
take leave to request, that you will 
write to Lord Cochrane, and engage 
him to cpnsent to the above arrange- 
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ment, under a promise that the three Yihh Ufti letter C|f the tQ#PHtic;9,,)i;jz^ 
smaller vessels shall most decidedly I 
follow him.

SUMMARY OF POLITICS 



Boxing.— The public attention 
having been called to a recent, 
an extraordinary, and somewhat 
alarming decision of a Coroner's 
Jary, upon a case wbereifi death 
was the conseqtience of a boxing 
match, I cannot, consistently with 
the opinions I have always enter* 
tained and frequently expressed 
upon the subject, omit, upon thi$ 
occasion, to submit to my readers, 
some few of those reflections that 
press upop my mind.

oppression, or foreign hostility, is 
to be resisted, I submit as a ques- 
tion to th^ doctors in the school of 
modem philanthropy ; but, unless 
those passions can be extirpated, 
and until that great work be com- 
•pletedy I think, that every one who 
listeas to reason in preference to 
an outcry, and who is attached to 
the substance and not the mere 
sounds of humanity and gentle- 
ness, will readily agree, that, to 
attempt the extirpation of the 
practice of boxing is to make an 
attempt, which, if successful, 
would lead to the frequent com- 
mission, of all those sanguinary 
and horrible acts, \y which the 
common people of but too many 
other countries are disgraced, and 
wbieh, amongst the people of 
England, have, till of late, been 
almost unknown. In support of 
this opinion, I may, as to an ar- 
gument of experience, surely ap- 
peal to the law, recently passed, 
and the preamble of which I bare 
chosen for my Mof to ; and, that 
such a law should have become 
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necesskr^,. I am «ure tbe reader, 
if^lk^ailr an.!Ehigiish heart in his 
Bbaotti, ^fll reflect \Sth sorrow 
and with shame. What is now 
become of those manners whi<ih 
authorised the honest exultation 
of so many of our eminent writers, 
ihat, from the generous spirit of 
Englishmen, acts of cruelty were 
rendered so rare in their country ? 
bur travellers must now hold 
their tongues; for the world is 
told, and that too, by the legisla- 
ture itself, who have placed the 
disgraceful truth upon the records 
of parliament, that the laws and 
statutes of the land, heretofore in 
force, are no longer sufficient to 
prevent us from committing *' cruel 
" and barbarous outrages, with 
*^ intent to murder, maim, dis- 
** figure, or disable, one another." 
It is not till "of late," certainly, 
that such a law has been neces- 
sary, and, it is not till of late, 
that such a general desire to sup- 
press the practice of boxing has 
jwrevailed. The mere coTexist- 
ence of this desire (and of the 
measures proceeding from it) with 
the frequency of the commission 
of cruel and barbarous acts, may 
not, indeed, be regarded as a con- 
clusive argument in favour of the 
practice of boxing; but, no one 
can deny, that it strongly corro- 
borates the conclusion, wJiich rea-

son, ifrithout &e aid of expefience, 
has taught us to draw ; and, if this 
conclusion, thus fortified, be kgi- ' 
timate, it follows, of course, that 
we must either have cuttings and 
stabbings, or boxing; .the former 
of which, as being petiectly com* 
patible with ^* a godly conversa^ 
tioii" and with the cant of hu- 
manity, it is more than probaUe 
that the Saints and Philanthropists 
would not hesitate to prefer.— 

But, It is the political view of this 
subject which appears to me to 
be most worthy of attention; the 
view of the effect which may, by 
the contemplated change of man- 
ners^ be produced upon the peo- 
ple, considered as the members 
of a state, always opposed to some 
other state ; for, much as I abhor 
cuttings and stabbings, I have, as 
I hope most others of my country-, 
naen have, a slill greater abhor- 
rence of submission to a foreign 
yoke. — Commerce, Opulence, 
Luxury, Effeminacy, Cowardice, 
Slavery : these are the stages of 
national degradation. We are in 
the fourth; and,! beg the reader 
to consider, to look into history^ 
to trace states in their fkll, and 
then say how rapid is the iatter 
part 0^ the progress! Of thd 
symptoms of effeminacy none is 
so certain as a change from ath* 
letic and hardy sports/or exer« 
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ciifts, to &oae requiriiig le«8/4ind playing at cxicket,by, day? 
bodily strength, and ex|)D8ing the The Feaaon is> not tjiat JPelcher 



pevsons eni^ed in them to less 
l)odily ^iiifoYing ; and^ when this 
change takes place^ be assured 
that national eowarxlice is at no 
gceat distance, the 'general admi- 
roCion of deeds of hardihtMl 
Mying already been considerably 
lessened. Bravery, as, indeed, the 
<word imports, consists not in a 
Teadiness and A capacity to kill 
tar to hurt, but in a readin€«s and 
a Gi^>acity to venture, and to bear 
the consequences. As sports or 
exercises approach nearer and 
itearer to real combats, the greater, 
in spite of all we can say, is our 
admiration of those who therein 
«xcel. Belcher has, by the sons 
of cant, in every class of life, 
been held up to us as a monster, a 
perfect ruffian 3 yet, there are 
very few persons who would not 



vrhom marks of admiration have 
not, at some time, been extorted 
by his -combats ; and scarcely a 
female Saint, perhaps, who would 
not, in her way to the conventicle,- 
4>v even during the snuffling there 
to be heard, take a fee^ at him 
from beneath her hood. Can as 
j»iu^ be said by any one of those 
noblemen and gentlem^i who 
•have been spending the best years 
of <their lives in dancing by night 



strikes hard ; not that he is sfropg; 
not that he -is an adej^t at his art ; 
but> that he exposes himself vo- 
luntarily to so much danger, and 
that he bears so many heavy 
blows. We are apt to laugh at 
the preference which women open- 
ly give to soldiers (Including, of 
course, all men of the military 
profession), a preference which is 
always found, too, to be given by 
young persons of both sexes. But, 
if we take time to consider, we 
shall find this partiality to be no 
fit subject for ridicule or blame. 
It is a partiality naturally arising 
from the strongest of all feeling, 
the love of life. The profession 
of arms is always the most ho- 
nourable. All kings and princes 
are soldiers. Renowned soldiers 
£^re never forgotten. We all talk 



wish to see Belcher; few from of Alexander the Great and of 



Julius Csesar ; but very few of us 
ev6r heard, or ever thought of in- 
quiring, who were the statesmen 
of those days. There is not, per- 
haps, a plottghraan in England, 
who has not a hundred times re- 
peated the names of Drake and 
of Marlborough; and of the hun- 
dreds of thousands of them, there 
is not one, perhaps, who ever 
heard, or ever will hear, pro- 
nounced, the name of Cecil or of

possessor. The discriminating 
few, the criticisers of character, 
will, indeed, take' jlhese into ac- 
count; but^ with the people in 
general^ and particularly those of 
the nation to which the renowned 
soldiei^ belongs, bis deeds of va- 
lour only are remembered.

ootts beasts. Every thing calcu- 
lated to keep aliTe the admiration, 
4uid eyen the idea, of hardihood, 
«eera8 to have become offieBsive 
and odious in the sight of bnt too 
many of those, whose dutyJt is to 
endeavour to arrest, and not to 
accderate, the fataf progress of 
^feroinacy. That many of the 
persons so zealously engaged- 
in supporting the system of ef-' 
fenunacy (for such it may pro- 
perly be called), are actuated by 
motives of tenderness for the -com- 
mon people there can be no doubt ; 
but, while I must think, that such 
persons act without due reflection^ 
1 hesitate not to declare my b^ief, 
tty;^t. those with whom the system

But, boxing matches give rise 4o 
assemblages of the people ; ihty 
tend to make the people bold j Uiey 
produce a communication of hoh 
tions of hardihood*: they 8erve4o 
remind men of the impoplanceof 
bodily strength ; 4hey, each in its 
sphere, occasion a tnansieut re- 
laxation from labour ; they tend, 
in shorty to keep ^lii^e, even 
amongst the lowest of the peo- 
ple, some idea of independence : 
whereas, amongst cutters and^ 
8tabber8 ami poisoners (for the 
law above - mentioned includes 
EngUsh poisoners) there is neces- 
sarily . a rivalship for quietness 
and secrecy ; they generally peiw 
form their work single handed; 
their operations have nothing of 
riot or commotion in them ; aa to 
labour, they lose little of the time 
for that, seeing that^ their mnde of 
.seeking satisfaction is with the 
greatest chance of sucoess pursued 
in the durk ; and there is not the 
least fear, that their practices wiU 
ever render tliein polilieidly tur- 
bulent, or bold, in fact, the sys- 
tem of effeminacy as it has.goown 
outof^ so it is perfectly adapted 
to, the Fkt aysiem of. internal 
politics, which, by making, in a 
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^aHr or "less d^piee, almost 
ereiy nian^> who has pfoperty^ a 
8orl of pfisc&ier, or, at leasts an

ruling the nation by its base, in- complete subjection to jourviH; 



stead of its honovrable feelings. 
On the selfishiless of the common 
people, particnlariy the labounng 
part of thea^the Pitt system of 
finaiiee and taxation has, directly 
at least; no hold ; and, therefore, 
it required the aid of the system 
of effeminacy^ which includes the 
suppression of mirth as well as of 
hardy exercises, and, indeed, of 
e^ry thing that tends to produce 
relaxations from labour and a 
CMiunnnication of ideas of inde- 
pendence amongst the common 
people. Systems better calcu- 
lated for preventing internal op- 
position to the government never 
were invented ; but, this is not all 
that a wise statesman and one 
that loves his country will look to. 
SMch a state^nan will perceive, 
tftiat if he destroy the feelings, 
firom the operation of which the 
govertiment might occasionally 
have something to apprehend, he 
Aereby destroys tlie means, by 
which alone the governmeot can 
be permanently preserved . Ren- 
der the whole nation effeminate; 
MoSer fno relaxation from labour 
or from care; shut all the paupers 
up in work-houses, and those that 
are not so shut up, work in gangs, 



each with its driver: this/dnv Mid 
it is evident that yon will have no 
internal commotion ; it is eridenti 
that you will hold the' people fn 



but, then, reeollect, that th^ will 
be like the ass in the fable, that 
they will stir neither hand nor 
foot to prevent a transfer of their 
subjection to another master. 
Ihank God, we are yet at a great 
distance from a state so fuH of 
wretchedness and of Jntamy, and, 
1 trust, that we shall long be so 
preserved. In speaking of the 
system of effeminacy, as adapted 
to a co-operation wkh the Pitt 
system of internal policy, 1 by no 
means would be understood as 
supposing, that it has been con- 
trived^ pr at all encouraged^ at 
least wilfully, by Mr. Pitt, or by 
a;ny other minister. It Is, indeed, 
one of the many evils that have 
naturally grown out of the Pitt 
system ; but, whatever other faults 
I may impute to Mr. Pitt, as a 
minister, justice to him obliges me 
to confess, that I have never heard 
of,iis directly favouring the en- 
deavpurs of those weak, meddlings 
and, in many instances, fanatical 
persons^ who are the chief instru- 
ments in the persecution of all 
manly and mirthful exercises; 
and, I confidently hope, that, if 
any further attempts are made at 
legislative innovation upon these 
subjects, he wHI be ibund amongst 
their determined opponents.

Unerpool, Sept. 29.'^There was a middltng attendance of dealers ^nt 
TuesdaVs market. For old Wheat there was a feir demand for shipmefat 
to Scotland, as wdl as to the trade, and good qualities brought aboiit the 
uMtiouft week's prices^ while any thing of an inferior sort was rather lower. 
In-new Irish Wheat there was not much done. Of Oats, both old and 
new, the samples were not plentiful, and for which there was a freesde,- 
at former prices. There was little done in Barley, Beans, Pease, ^nd Oat- 
ineal, and no alteration in prices. Inctiaa Corn was in very slack demand,' 
and without submitting to lower 'prices, no progress could be made in saies* 

Sept. 29. — ^There was scarcely a sale of any thing at to-day's market, 
and therefore the quotations of Tuesday may be repeated. The Wakefield 
market yesterday was very dull, accompanied by a decline of 4s, to 6*. per 
quarter on Wheat, and very large supplies. 

Derbi/y Sept. 28. — ^This being our great Cheese Fair, the Com Market 
seemedquite neglected, and but few buyers. We had a few samples of 
Kew Wheat and Barley, which were rather damp; fine dry samples fdimd 
a good sale, at last week's prices; other sorts were almost unsaleable. 

Hamcastlt, Sept. 29. — Our Com Market continues to be exceeding dull; 
prices lower. — Wheat, 42s, to 49s.; Barley, 28«. to 32*.; Oats, 20*. to 245.; 
t^ase, 42s, to 45s, ; Beans, new, 40s. to 45s, ; ditto, old, dOs.; and |lye^ 
from 26«. to 30s. per quarter. 

Ipswich, Sept. 29, — We had a good supplvof Grain, and prices M'ere ge 
nerally rather lower, as follow : — Wheat, from 50s. to 59s. ; Barley, sJ8s, 
to 82s. ; Beans, 40s. to 43s. ; and Pease, 40s. to 42s, per quarter. ' 

Manchesfer, Sept. 29. — Our supplies of Wheat are large, consisting of 
New from Yorkshire and Ireland, and Foreign Old. The greatest part of 
the New comes to hand in a rough, damj) state, for which there, is only a 
limited demand, but such samples as are in good condition are ready sale. 
The best parcels of Foreign continue in good demand^ and fully support 
last week's rates. The demand for Barley is not extensive, but what sales 
are made are at the prices of last week. There has been a steady demand 
for Oats, and fine parcels of Old have improved id. to Ic?. per 45 lbs., 
whilst the best qualities of New are id. to Id. per 45 lbs. lower. Fine par- 
cels of Malt are ready sale ; inferior is dull sale, and rather lower. There 
is a apod demand for fine Old Flour; the New does not answer the ex- 
pectations of our bakers: the price of the latter has declined Is. per sadc 
of 280 lbs. In Beans and Pease no alteration. 

Newcastle-vpori'Ti/ne, Sept. 29.— We had a large supply of Wheat from 
the farmers, all of the new crop, but the qualit^r and condition do not im- 
prove, and the millers complain much of the yield in Flour — it sold at all 
the various prices from S6s. to 58s. per qr., but perhaps not more than two 
or three samples reached the latter price.

So, here is waf ; open war be- 
tweeti the Sow and the Pigs. 
This war has been going on like 
a fire underground for aorae time

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past. By my remarks upon the 
^ Bank Circular/' published last 
spring, rpirepared my readers for 
ibis struggle; and I said then, as 
I say now, that it must work for 
tbe good of the country. It will 
Be necessatry, howev^, to recur a 
little to past transactions, in order 
that ^e may clearly see the 
grounds of this quarrel, and be 
efh&bled to form some judgment 
a& to its result. 

First of all, ray readers should 
be informed, that there is a Com- 
niittee, representing the Country 
Bankers, and I believe the Town 
Bankers too, sitting, or about to 
^t^ in Lombard-street, which, as 
people in general very well know, 
is the heart of the paper- money 
world. This Committee has sent 
forth, and is sending forth, its 
rescripts or letters of instructions 
to the various Bankers throughout 
the kingdom. Hie object of this 
combination is, to compel the 
Bimk in Threadneedle-street to 
delist from her obvious eflPorts to 
deirtroy tfa^m, which she is endea- 
vouring td do; and which, if Jet 



alone, she certainly will do by the 
means of her Branch Banks. 

The project contained in the 
'' BANK CIRCULAR ' was, to 
make the Country Banks merely 
her agents^ the circulators of her 
notes, and, in time, thus to binder- 
mine them, and to get rid of them 
altogether. I believe that there 
are very fpvr persons now so 
wretchedly stupid as not to per- 
ceive, that there must be a Bank 
restriction, or a i;nost dreadful 
panic, including a sweeping away 
of farmers, of tradesmen, and ma- 
nufacturers, compared with which^ 
all that we have hitherto seen in 
this way is mere child's sport. Of 
this all the world is convinced : I 
may really say, all the world; 
for there is no piece of earth 
which has any thing worthy of a 
Government, where the Register 
is not read, and that toOi by per^ 
sons composing the Government. 
All the world, I say, is convinced 
of the fact that there must be a com- 
plete blowing up, or Bank restno" 
tion. This being the case, the Gfo- 
v^rnment pulls vrith the Bank, i 

E 2 
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this work of destroying the Country 
Bankers. It. must pull with the 
Bank ; for, this time it would no^ 
4o to restrict the Bank of England 
alone. The Country Bankers 
must be protected afso^ and this 
would be pretty work. They were 
not protected , before, until the year 
1811, and then the protection only 
extended to enable them to make 
tender of Bank of England notes, 
and to stay actual arrest by that 
means. Even that would not do 
now ; so that, they must be pro- 
tected in the same manner as the 
Bank herself: sauce for the sow is 
sauce for the pigs^ or the paper 
kites would fly as thick as the 
flakes of snow in the inonths of 
November and March. The vaga- 
bond Quakers would exhaust the 
rags of the whole world: they 
would actually come and tear the 
shirts from our backs, and would, 
with one of their soft and devil- 
like simpers, say to every woman 
they met, ''My dear, does not 
*^ thee thinks that thy white skin 
/* will be better if disencumbered 
** oftbat smock with which Mee hast 



" enveloped it !" And then he 
would proceed to the '* deskalnl* 
lement" with all imaginable dis- 
patch. Soldiers generally sleep 
witho^t shirts, to save washing* 
The night time would be favour* 
able to the Quakers ; if they got 
scent of a regiment of shirts, it 
would require something more 
than bullets and bayonets to keep 
them out of the barrack doors. In 
short, we should be a shirtless and 
smockless nation in a month ; 
and, as I have no fancy to have 
my skin rubbed by my waistcoat, 
I am against this measure, at all 
events. 

This would be too manifest an 
act of self-destruction, even for 
our Government to adopt : yet, if 
it do not protect the country Bank- 
ers as well as the Bank in Thread- 
needlie-street, an universal mn 
upon them takes place at once, 
and then we shall be much nearer 
to barter than Huskisson's forty'' 
eight houn. Therefore, to get 
rid of the Country Banks ; %o get 
rid of their power of issuing notes ; 
to get rid of their capacity to 
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plange Uie country into confu- 
sion^ js the only thing that can 
tend to prolong the system even 
for a short time beyond the enact* 
ment of a Bank restriction. This 
was the object of the Branch 
Banks, and of the further mcfa- 
sares proposed in the " Bank 
Circular," which, it is notorious, 
was written by one of the Bank 
directors, and which was mani- 
festly circulated by the joint 
sanction of the Bank and the 
Groyemment. 

If the whole of the paper- 
money came forth from the one 
shop in London* the Tery wise 
gentlemen at Whitehall, Messrs. 
Pbospbbitt, Hbbbibs, and Co. 
(by the bye, this Henries appears 
to be *' truly u proiptrong mauj'* 
for they say he is worth 200,000/. 
already ! what will he be worth 
before he become a Lord 1) : these 
wise persons think, that if they 
can get Bank of England notes 
only in circubUion, their protec- 
tion of the old Mother would be a 
Tery simple affair ; but, then,there 
would consequences arise which 



would not be so very simple, an 
these are, what these wise, star- 
ing fellows do not see. This, 
however, is the plan they have 
adopted ; the adoption has begun 
to twinge the Quakers ; this half- 
jew, half-devily race, do not like 
to be pinched, and they are begin- 
ning, in spite of their hypocriticid 
pretences, " to Buffer in the quick 
for the Lordi $ake/' to *' enter 
the field," as old Anna's corre- 
spondent terms it, and to assault 
their enemies with all their might. 
These Coi^otry Bankers are, 
afler aU, really a most ungrateful 
crew : they have been living in 
the style of lords, at the public 
expense, for many years: they 
have been enabled to do this, 
solely by the aid and protection 
given them by their own mother:: 
pigs they are to be sure ; but, let 
them be reasonable pigs : they are 
not to suck the old sow for ever : 
the process of weaning must come 
at some time or other, or else it is 
strange. The Government acted 
as a pretty tolerably skilful pig 
feeder ; gave them at first a little

panie came, the abuse poured out 
upon '* pretty piggy >^ in a letter 
from JUterpool and Bobikson, 
to the Bank Directors, was pretty 
nearly as great as was ever heard 
in Billingsgate. They were called 
by almost every epithet and term 
calculated to impose evil ta^sa* 
Itoa as well as evil deed; and the 
money they issued^ was by this 
very LoedOodbrioh, then Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, called 
" WORTHLESS RAGS.'' 
Nor ha» the old sow herself 
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always escaped treatment pMI^ 
nearly timtaasouat tothe&mer'a 
kick and curse, and the . dairyw 
maid's broom. In W19, wbesi 
P&bl's wise BBl was passed, the 
Bank Dweolprs nsamastnaed, not 
however for the sake ef the Bank 
concern, they said, (but for the 
eaie ^ the cemmirif.. That pro- 
found and lofty statesman Lomm 
Gii£NviM«s» in pavticular, was 
''mdipumi'' at Ais; bade the 
Bank Directors be ao kind as le 
leave the good of the country la 
be considered by his Majesty'a 
ftUnistecs and the twa Houses rf 
Parliament Li vaapooi. spfike of 

them in very contemp^ueus terms ; 
and, in ^toiher: piaoe Rnc^aaa 
was cheered^ he had loud and 
general and lastii^ cheers; while 
he represented the Bank Direeton 
''as men who did not understand 
their business," as fools and 
dreamers. 

But, NOW, when the wise men 
who passed Pbbl's BjU do nol 
know which way to turn tbessr 
selves, and when it is noterioes, 
that had it not been for the Bank 
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issuing fBiUtons of accommodatioii 
paper, during the late panic^ the 
whole concern wonld have been 
in a state of chaos; NOW it is 
**^ pretty piggj !" " fine sow 'ant 
^ she ! has had a score or tvfo of 
*>liEurrow8, has brought us up a 
*^ matter of a thousand pigs. ** 
NOW the old sow is scratched 
vpon the back and about her pole ; 
while the poor devils of pigs, who 
are out of fashion, who can pick 
«p nothing for themselves about 
the lanes and on the commons^ 
and who want to come back to the 
milk and the' meal, are to be 
kicked and cuffed about, and, 
finally, according tb appearances, 
lEftanred to death ; or, as old Anna 
Brodib's correspondent sa^s, 
"ARE TO PERISH BY FA- 
MINE." 

To " perish/' however, they 
seem not at all inclined. A friend 
of mine and I used to talk very 
frequently about the relative ca- 
pacity of Jews and Quakers to 
lire in a state of difficulty and de- 
privation ; th&t is to say; in a course 
of sttifsring fer their n^ery. I 



remember that we amused our- 
selves with the idea (in a leisure

My readers .will, doubtless,

The famous Philhellenes, Bur- 
dett, Hobhouse and EHice, must 
therefore excuse me for thiff next 
week. They must have patrence' 
to wait seven day^ longer than 
I intended ; and, if they should 
not be able to wait with any degree x 
of composure^ I beg leave to sug* 
gest to them that they might stliy.

Mr. Galloway, 
the Eqgineer, has for many years 
given, very independent support to 
Sir F. Burdett in his public charad 
ter, and has acted. as Steward at the 
anniversary dinners of the Electors 
of Westminster. This being an tm- 
pardomtble offence in the eyes of Mr, 
Cohhett, the latter has, as usual, put 
the most unfair construction possible 
upon admitted facts, and added all 
the insinuations which the hostility 
of the Deputies or his own malice 
could invent In the first place, the 
attack upon^ir F. Burdett, Messrs. 
Hobtiouse and Ellice, grounded upon 
their alleged employment of Mr. 
Galloway from interested motives, 
ts easily disposed tjf^ since those gen- 
tlemen had no more to do with the 



employment qf Mr. G, than Mr, Coh» 
bett himself had. The othr charges 
and insinuations are qf a piece ^ with 
this.

It is true 
that Mr. G. has received die sum 
stated, birt it is' equally true that 
nearly 16,000/. were paid him for 
things wholly unconnected with the 
contract. As to the base insinuation 
regarding Mr. Galloway's son being 
employed by the Pacha of Egypt^ 
and the treachery (for it would be 
such) imputed to the father, we thought 
that imputation had been disposed 
of long ago in a manner to render its 
repetition too disgraceful even for 
Cobbett*s Register. The engage-

edly were Burdett, Hobhouse, 
and Mice. 



The statement respecting a son 
of Galloway's being in the service 
of the Pacha of Egypt, which 
statement, the Tom Tit says, im- 
putes treachery to the father, is 
said (ias the Tom Tit says) to have 
been, as Tom Tft thought, cfts- 
posed of long ago. This b a 
short way of **^ disposing *' of 
things, at any rate ; and f shall 
not sufi^r this thing to be " dis- 
posed" of in such a way. The 
Tit says that the engagement of 
Galloway's son with the Turks 
was of a nature entirely tincon* 
nected with warlike operations^ 
and was perfectly well hnown 
when the father was employed to 
construct the machinery for the 
Greeks.

operations, it is ail uneqaivocal 
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falsehood ; there being no em- 
ployment for him by the Turk 
expept for purposes connected 
with war. But, has the Chee-wee 
never seen the copy of a letter 
written by a son of Galloway « who 
is or who wa^ in London, to the 
other son who is or who was in the 
service of the Turk ! If he have 
not seen such letter, I have; and 
|ie must have seen it too, or he 
does not read the New Times, the 
Globe and Traveller^ or Courier, 
in all which papers the letter

Dispose of that, Tom Tit ; make 
any one but an idiot believe, and 
make any one but Burdett, Hob- 
house and EUice pretend to be* 
lieve that the son in London wrote 
this letter to the son in Egypt with* 
out the father's knowledge and ap« 
probation ; or, allowing this know- 
ledge aud approbation to have 
existed, make.MijoD^.but Daddy 
Burdett himself pretend to believe, 
that "father's" heart and soul were 
in the Greek cause, and that be 
had no desire whatsoever that suc« 
cess and stability should attend 
that Government from which he 
was thus soliciting a firman, that 
being an appointment of honour 
and emolumient !

get rid of all responsibility , by 
saying that it was understood tie- 
tween, the parses, that circum- 
stances m^fbt arise which would 
interfere with pnaoluality ? 
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And, wiN> were these parties t 
BurdetC HeUKnite» EHice and 
Bicardo : this is as clear as day- 
light $ aiuj the Tom Tit says that 
Galloway exerted himself to the 
attdstaction of hi$ emph^en. It 
ia very likely that he has ; hot it 
is not the less true that he has 
taken four years to do that which 
he engaged to do in four months ; 
and that he has not done it yet. 

The Tom Tit appeals to cba.

Greneroua 
enough, to be sure, to decline 
saying more; and, wue in the 
extreme ; for, a defence like this 
never was before attempted by 
mortal man. I have asserted,

facts. Still they may be false; 
but, if true, the being thrown into 
aehest, helter«skelter^ neck and 
he^ and there steamed, by oae 
of Galloway's own boilers, wom]4 
not be a punishment too severe for 
meanness^ insincerity, duplicity, 
and perfidy saeb as is alleged 
against some of these parties. 

When the Tom Tit has xe^ 
cruited himself with a meal of 
insects' eggs, I trust he will renew 
fa» efforts in the detence of these 
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tvol*thie6 ; but, m fb'e meanwhile, 
he may be assured that^ unless he 
succeed better the next time than 
this, he will only dry on and harden 
the black instead of supplying its 
place by white. I say, that the 
law must have redress of some 
^rt for the injured bondholders ; 
and, if no other man will go into 
Court to demand it, I will do it, 
if I possibly can : if the law opens 
any door for me, I will enter it in 
person, to endeavour to wipe this 
disgrace from my country.

HAMMERSMITH BRIDGE. 



TfliiJ Bridge, which, with one 
span^ is supported by chains 
across the Thames, at' Hammer- 
smith, is one of the few under- 
takings of Joint-Stock Companies, 
which has been accomplished 
with any degree of punctuality, 
and which is of unequivocal utility. 
It is, at once, an ornament and a 
benefit to its environs; and the 
whole concern reflects great credit 
on those who have had the ma- 
nagement of it. As an object to 
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behold, it is worth the gcdngof 
many miles 3 and it cannot fail to 
give pleasure to the public in 
general, that it is likely to be pro- 
fitable to the owners. The Bridge 
gates Were opened for passengers 
on Saturday last, when the Diiike 
of Sussex was expected to attend, 
but did not, a circumstance which 
is said to have gWeii great dffente 
to some part of the people assem* 
bled ; but, my readers will, I am 
sure, think that the proprietors^ or 
managers, will be little grieved at 
this, when it is known, that these 
dissatisfied fools bad the baseness 
to blame the Bridge-Committet^ 
and noi the Royal Duke, for the 
non-attendance of the latter ! it 
is next to impossible that the Com- 
mittee could have been to blame: 
they must have wislted for the at- 
tendance, &nd the fashionable ser* 
vility of the day, pervading all 
ranks and degrees, forbida us to 
believe, that they showed towards 
this Duke any want of respect 
In short, the Committee must 
have been amongst the most dis-^ 
appointed; an4 yet tbey were 
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by these fpols^ blamed for what 
must bare arisen from illness^ from 
some other accident, or from that 
sort of sadden cfiange of mindy 
which, though not unbecoming, 1 
suppose^ in Rojal Personages, 
trould^ in common men, be deem- 
ed capnce. The only blame, im- 
putable to the Committee was, 
tfuxi they appHed to the Duke for 
.this purpose! They had com- 
pleted their great undertaking : it 
was a bridge to carry us safely 
over that we wanted^ and not a 
show, the mummery of which 
(jould have added nothing to the 
strength or the beauty' of this 
^ipst curJQUS, pieQ$ of amphibious 
architecture : royal names may 
dtptivate stupid starers, and at- 
tract load huzzas ; .but the Bridge 
Company Committee, having, 
doubtless, the prosperity of the 
Company principally in view, 
will, I dare say, not fail to recol- 
lect that royi^nitmes afford little 
protection to people's property, 
and that thousands of unhappy 
tradesmen hare lingered in jail 
for debtj while the royal amis de- 



corated the fronts .of their shops. 
If a royal' name could cleair. a 
tradesman's books, or get rid of 
his stock for him ; if it could, in 
short, turn the halfpence taken in 
the Bridge tolls into half crowns, 
or even into pennies, then indeed 
the Company might lament thif 
absence of the royal personage in 
quesyon ; but the- thing being as 
it is, I repeat that the subject of 
regret with me, if I were a Bridge 
Proprietor, would be, that some 
ground has been given for even 
sensible people, at a distance, to 
fear that this undertaking stood 
in need of a miserable piece of 
puffery, to g^ve it that reputation, 
to which every one that sees the 
Bridge will agree it is fairly en- 
titled by its own intrinsic merits. 
All that this Bridge wants is, for 
its existence and its merits to he 
generally hnown throughout the 
country : whatever tends to pro- 
duce this knowledge, must be ad- 
vantageous to the Proprietors; 
and, I do verily believe, from the 
bottom of my soul, that this little 
article of mine will be of infinitely 
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ipore usct ifUl tend. much moFe 
f9 promote the Bolid iateresti. of 
Ae Bridge Company, than would 
the opening of thje Bridge bj the 
whole of the Rojal, Family in 
persoD) the King himself incladed. 
People know that I am a judge of 
auch matters: even stupid crea- 
f|ires^ who, whether from interest 
ifp from ibijjr 0^ , from fiEMhion, 
Ibink it necessary to speak dis- 
paragingly of me, know that 1 
am a man of great experience 
^nd of. sound judgment: they 
know that I have no interest what- 
ever in the success of this Bridge: 
diey know there must be some- 
^hii:^ particularly praiseworthy in 
any thin^ of this kind, that J> 
would condescend to notice in 
t)iis manner. Therefore, these

Sib, — I am confident there ia 
no man whose bosom is ennoUed 
by the gaiuine feelings of an 
Englishman, who can have read 
your observations on the practice 
of boxing without admitting^^ t» 
the main^ the justice of your eb- 
servations, and glorying in the 
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spiiit fhat they 6Xf>re8s. But 
n&any, I should think, would be 
desiroirt of knowiDg to what 
bi^fth 3^0' would carrj 4he piin* 
qijgje^. . It \Yopld seem tha,t you 
are^ or'were, am advocate of pf ize*^ 
fi|;bting. A single question will 
throw more light on the sohject 
than a tollune'of rhetoric. Had 
those whot fought at Greasy and 
Agincourt ever seen a prize-fight ! 
or had they erer been in the habit 
6f deciding their quarrels By box- 
ing t . Admitting that, even the 
latter is a thing of moore modern 
origin^ I rejoice that it has been 
introduced) and that it has long 
bcseome a custom of England'. 1 
admit the soundness of whatiyou 
have said of it, and that it ought to 
be eQcoaraged. Of which 1 know 
not a 'Stronger proof than this, 
that^ in the University of Oxford, 
where all quarrels among the stU- 
deiits are decided by the fist, 
quarrels ara very rare, -more rare 
than in any other equally large 
body of young men, and the use 
of deadly weapons quite unknown 
whHe in altfdrnga Universities* 
vindictive ieuds and sanguinary 
combats are very common; 

But, the base, blackguard^ and 
mercenary practice of training 
men like dogs and cocks, to figh 
for money, wherewith they may 
enrich their abettors, and make 



themselves drunken beasts for the 
next fortnight, is quite another 
thing. 1 defy all^ the jails in 
Europe, or in the whole world, to 
produce a set of men. more worthy 
of the gallows, than the members 
and supporters of the boxing ring,* 
as it exists at the present day. 
As to any sort of principle, or 
honoarable bravery, their indiffe* 
rence to every sentiment but the 
love of gain, their varieil modes of 
selling fights, and their murders 
by fbnV play, are too notorious to 
admit of an argument* In iact> if. 
the sentiments of the present fre- 
quenters oT fights could become 
universal, they would comnsrt this 
country into A Nursery of selfish 
gamUers, and utterly, extinguish 
all true courage atid honour. I 
cannot think that we have had the 
whole of your opinions on this 
matter; To give you my name 
would be to give you no infor*- 
mation, but 1 am one of your 
warmest and most faithful dis- 
ciples.

The Wheat 
trade remains very dull, but no dif- 
ference in prices for fine samples. 
New Barley is nearly unsaleable. 
Boiling Pease are still looking up- 
ward. Grey Pease are unaltered. 
Beans remain as last quoted. Oats 
find few buyers, and unless for prime 



samples, they may be considered ra- • 
ther lower. The Flour trade is un- , 
varied. 

Monday, Oct. 8.— The past week's ' 
report of arrivals was considerable. 
This morning the fresh supplies con- 
sist chiefly of a moderate quantity of ' 
samples of Wheat, Barley, Beans, 
and Pease, from Essex, Kent, and 
Suffolk, and some vessels with new 
Oats from Lincolnshire. The quan» 
tity of. Wheat left oMer firom last 
week, added to the fresh supply of 
this morning, constituted a good 
show of samples, and the sale was 
slack at last week's quotations, even 
for the best qualities, and other de- 
scriptions may again be reported It*, 
to %$, per quarter lower, with mai\y 
parcels left unsold. Rye is *2s, per 
quarter cheaper. 

The Maltsters are still unsettled 
as to iheir future proceeditigs, they, 
therefore, make very few purchases; 
and new Barley is consequently 
heavy of sale at a further decline of 
U. per quarter. Ok) Beans are very 
scarce, and obtain hi^h prices. New 
Beans are less plentiful than of late, 
but those only which are dty main- 
tain last quotations. Boiling Pease 
are declined 2«. per quarter. Grey 
Pease unaltered.

grounded on long experience atid 
observation^ that riches, espe- 
cially great riches, prodaee misery 



in ten cases, where they produce 
happiness in one ? What has the 
King or any king to bestow npon 
such a man ! 1 think much of the 
office of the King ; I think much 
of my DUTY towards him ; 1 have 
always inculcated due obedience 
to his authority : but favours front 
him i want none ; I set less valu^ 
upon them, and infinitely les^ 
value than upon a single plant of 
five beds of sassafras trees whidk 
I now have growing in my garden 
at Kensington. 

I will talk to Stanley when 
f ^ave him face to face : I will 
^^xi ask hjm how he came by his 
office^ and will explain to you the 
nature of that office; but I cannot 
refrain, even for the present, from 
observing to you, that in that very 
post in which Stanley nowis^. 
I MIGHT HAVE been twen- 
ty-one YEAR8 AGO ; Rud that too, 
observe, in time of war, when the 
office Is about a hundred times of 
as much importance as it now is» 
The office was offered to me by 
the late.MR. WiNDHA^, in the 
month of February, 1806. 
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is yery well known to several 
pef^ons to whom Mb. Windham 
Liaiself told it And, indeed, every 
one who was well informed of the 
state of thijogs at that time, knew 
the fact perfectly well. Am 1 
sorry that 1 did not accept of the 
office? NO) indeed; but congra- 
tulate myself that I did not ; for 
1 should have been an underling 
of those Boroughmongers, to op- 
pose whom, to the utmost of my 
power, was and is my duty. 1 
might have been a lord by this 
time; for Charles Long and 
Vansittart are Lords, and 
Herries will, I dare say, be a 
lord in a year or two, if the con- 
cern should be thrifty. Nay, I 
should not wonder if young Oi- 
TiW£i« Wood were to be htdf- 
peered^ at least. But, the name of 
William Cobbett would have been 
sunk; I should have been a poor 
thing compared to what I am^ 
and have been, like Canning, for- 
gotten before I was rotten* Now 
1 «hall be remembered for many 
an age to come ; I shall give de- 
light and information to genera- 



tions not yet born; and; which Is 
a great deal more important in 
my eyes^. shall end my days wMi 
knowing that I have been a great 
benefactor to my country ; and 
tbajt, if I should not lire to see a 
restoration to liberty and /happi- 
ness completed, I have sown the 
seeds, widely and thickly sown 
the seeds of such restoration. 

So much for myself and my 
duty : now for you and your duty. 
You know very well that the far 
greater part of you do not re- 
ceive a quarter part of the due 
ctompensati^n for your labour: 
you know very well that you lead 
miserable lives, for the want of 
such compensation : you know 
that in the heart of that Old Eng- 
land, that was famed throughout 
the world for good living/ good 
dress, and good bedding, you 
hardly ever taste meat, seldom 
taste wheaten breads live upon 
wretched potatoes and oats, are 
dressed in the most ragged raiin-^^ 
ner^ and sleep in places and with 
covering, so painful to behold;

ThuR close do I spii\the thread ; 
but, though 1 buy no beer, I nwst 
have beer; and to have beer, 1 
Diu^ have malt. And to have 
malt I- must pay the malt-tax, or 
run risks wbich I do not choose to 
run. Now, for the sake of ex- 
planation, to show you how you 
are affected by the weight of other 
people's taxes, take my case. My 
inalti:K)mes to Bhoniseventy pounds 
a-y^t tmore than the hlilf of this 
expense is caused by the taxes. 
In the days of ** popery and slo' 
very" Englishmen would have 
exterminated the ipan that should 
have dared to propose to prevent 
people from making their own 
malt. But, in these dhySf these 
*» enlightened days" of liberty of 
the press, and of absence of po- 
pery and of slavery/* ruin falls 
upon the man who should dare to 



make his own malt. In the days 
of our " ignorant '^ forefathers,' 
who, God. rest their souls, never 
had a dream about excise lows/ 
nor about any of those polite and 
sublime arts and mysteries which 
the infernal Scotch " inidligence " 
has introduced into England, there 
used, indeed, to be maltsters by 
trade; and the statute book con- 
tains several acts relative to these 
maltsters; but, the sole purpose 
of the acts was to cause them 
to sell " good maU/' and to 
punish them for sellj^, bad ; and 
it appears to me, that English- 
men in the days of *' popery 
and slavery'* would have chosen 
a hanging by the neck for an hour 
ortwo^ rather than be driven to 
drink water. In those days of 
*' superstitious, darkness/' it was , 
the general practice for people in' 
the country parts, not to buy their 
malt of the maltsters, but send bar* 
leyto the raahatefs to be malted ; 
and for ages Ae custom was^ for' 
every bu^l of barley to bring 
back abushel of malt, the payment 
of the maltster being the increase 
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in the bulk ; and thus no mon$^ \ lieved in the Pope and the Cardi* 
passed between ^tbe patties, j^nd 
none was nece§t|aryi Now, if 
there were no tiaation upon i^alt, 
I should pay at this time about 
three shillings and nine pence a 
bushel for my mialt, and I do pay 
nine shillings. You will say that 
Ijoughtto pay but seven and six- 
pence ; but, recollect, the maltster

has to pay for his licence ; he has 
to pay . taxes on the windows of 
his house ; he has to ipay taxes on 
all he and his family consumes ; a 
tax on the- land where his house 
stands ; a tax on the deed or the 
leas6 of hispreifiises ,* a tax on the 
sale or purchase of erery thing, 
or else he is insecure for wftiit

of a Uamp ; a thumping tax on 
any legacy which he may hare 
left him ; a tlEix on the horse which 
he rides to mariiet ; a tax on the 
iron and leather iised on his carts ; 
a tax even upon his dog that 
guards his malt-house against 
pious Protestant thieves ; none of 
wlttch things were ever so much 
as thought of in the days of our 
•* benighted forefather/' who be- 



nals most sincerely, but who re- 
m£^ned, nevertheless, most in- 
flexibly attached to a tub of good 
beer. Faith ! the " light *' of .^ 
Protestantism, together with.^the 
^^ march of mind,'* seems to have 
turned the beer into w^ter. 

The maltster has, then, eighteen 
pence a bushel of me^ in the-way 
of repayment to him, of my share 
of the taxes which he pays. It 
follows of cotirse, that, if we had 
the misery of being still in the 
" dark ages," I should have to 
pay for my year's malt twenty-six

have to pay, if I were to rec^n 
my own taxes as a farmer ; for in

REAL books^ has Miller and 
Evelyn; and they, arid their

• tlieir books, which is, however, 
far from being always the case, 
they must have read quite enough 
about the great virtues of the Lo- 
cust tree, tp make them know, 
that this, above all others, was tte

I bought my copy in Eng- 
land. Besides^ have we not Royal 
Societies ; have we not Institutes, 
God knows how nmny in number; 
have we not Royal Libraries ; 
have we not a British Museum 
that lias deducted from our din- 
nerSy npon^ the whole, to the 
amount of half a million of our 
money; 'have we not Commis- 
sioners of Dock Yards ; have we 
tiot a board, n^t of borough- 
mongers, perhaps, but certainly 
of extremely expensive Commis- 
ffloneps of Woods and Forests? 
Surely some of these possess, or 
ought to possess, MicHAtx^ Ame- 
ricarr Syhra. ' If they do possess 
it, most certaialy they never have 
Tead it; if they ha\'e, however, 
they are destitute of public spirit, 
^and, some of them, of all sense 



calls tor the indighafion ef the 
people 5 for, if they have read 
this book^ they will have seen, 
that the Black WALKtv (t&yng 
its name from the cde^r of ^ its 
wood, rather than from any other 
circumstance), and which i^ a most 
noble and quick-growing tr^ is 
not a ^or^ brittle, and peribh* 
ing thing, like our walnut tree ; 
but one that famishes phLnk 
very little inferior t^'t^t^of 
mahogany, fit for taUesi ^^sts 
of drawers, and oAer arCieles 
of furniture; and n iMd for 
those purposes in Amei^, wh^re 
mahogany can be bad at "very lit- 
tle expense; they vwmldhave 
known,1faat the feflbsof this tree 
furnish a very -great part ef the 
KNEES ibr the shfps built in 
America; that the wood is very 
valuable^ that the tree'|pK)W» to 
4HI immente size; Aatitgrews 
<very^£ist, and tbat speciitMh& of 
it are>lo4»9 steir mfn jgramitt^ at 
Kew, where (foy-fte4iye} it-has 
been regarded as MicMkr* ' 

'If they had :read M^imivx- 
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u-ith attention, they. would have 
known thai the AMERICAN 
WILD CHERRY is one of the 
loiUest and finest trees in the 
forests there; that its timber is 
hard and durable ; that it grows 
sufiicientlj fast, is beautifully or- 
namental, and that, for stair- 
cases, buffets, tables, floors ; and, 
indeed, for every thing about a 
house, it is a very fine and useful 
wood, the colour being a pale red, 
and the wood admitting of the 
highest polish. I have a chest of 
diis wood, the sides of which, in 
one single board, are more than 
two feet in diameter ; all this 
would have been known (except 
my having the chest indeed) to 
those who ought to have read the 
book of MicHAux ; and if only a 
ttousandik part of the public mo* 
ney, which our Government has 
expended in the senseless, thd 
wild; the mad expeditioiis to the 
North JPoie^ had been expended 
in using the means to cause the 
country to be planted in part with 
Ameriean trees, what an advan^ 
tage, what a pleasure, would that 



Government already have derived, 
from the sight of plantations of 
even this cherry tree! 

It is impossible to believe, that 
if these people had read Michaux, 
with regard to the several ASH 
TREES OF AMERICA; with 
regard to the CEDARS, the 
DECIDUOUS CYPRESS, the 
PBRSIMON, and many others ; 
it is impossible to believe, that it 
would not have been suggested 
to the Government to take mea- 
sures for furnishing ]Bngland with 
these trees ; and it is impossible 
to believe, that any Government, 
even if one could suppose a Qo< 
vemment constituted . of b^e 
boroughmongers and their crea- 
tures, would be. so destitute 
of all love of country, as to 
disregard the suggestion. In 
nature ; amongst the prod^ies 
which it has pleased Providence 
to suffer to exist, there may be 
such unfeeling monsters as to.be 
wholly unsusceptible of all im- 
pressions of this sort ; but the 
thing is surely next to impossible ; 
aod| therefore, we must conclude, 
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th&t the several learned societies 
and scientific boards before men- 
tioned, have had their time so 
much engrossed by the reading 
and analyzing of the contents of 
the circuiting libraries, that they 
have not yet come to the perusal 

of MiCHAUX. 

If the persons in question had 
read and attended to the Ameri- 
can Sylva, and of course had seen 
HiCHAux's description of the 
ELMS in America, is it possible, 
that they could have remained 
silent, or even that tbey could 
have remained inactive upon the 
subject ? Let them read my cor- 
respondent's description (publish- 
ed last year) of an Elm from 
"which he got the seed, which he 
sent me, seventy feet high before 
it began to ramify ; let them think 
of frees like that, or any thing ap- 
proaching that, without so much 
a8 a stub or a lump on any part 
of the trunk, with the branches 
hanging pendulous from the 
height, sometimes, of a hundred 
feet ; and with leaves of consider- 
able length and elegantly shaped ; 



let them think of trapes like timt, 
compared with our knotty ugly 
things, which at best amount to a 
great mass of dull-looking leaves 
wjth trunks, which are parOy 
rotten befoYe the tree attains any 
great height, and a large part of 
the wood of every one of which is 
really fit for nothing but fuel. 

The fact is, and must be, there« 
fore, that men buy books, but do 
not read them^ and that they 
think much more about the opera- 
tions of the book-binder, than 
about those of the author. Upon 
this subject, I have now read a 
great deal ; and, as in every other 
case, where I have been enabled 
to act, I have endeavoured to turn 
my knowledge to some utility. I 
did not bring out my work called 
the "Woodlands," last year, 
because the truth was, that I felt 
that I still wanted a good deal of 
experience in the rearing the 
trees from the seed. I had read 
Miller with great attention ; but, 
there are several of- these trees 
and shrubs, which, in Miller's 
time, were wholly unknown in 
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England i and. as to the manner 
of arearing tbeoit and even of 
several of our own tre68> fixmi the 
seed, MiLhwt knew yery little. 
In aeT^rad inttancesv hw instruc- 
tioita hai^ failed me« - 1 took the 
gardens at. Bam Elm, wfakb are 
walled iO| and which are very 
warm, and which afford skixde as 
wdl Bk die best of Sim heat, in 
order to hate an o|)portaBity of 
making all the experiments^ which 
were necesBsry to me in the bnst^ 
ne^ of raising trees ffen» the 
seed ; I resided in ike. gardens 
diviiig th« greater part of the 
summer; and if Anna Baodib 
conld hate seen me/ the many 
sceses of times that she might 
haareseenme, laying down upon 
the ground with my e;;ie&^ or rather 
my spectacle^ almost toaching 
the . earthy to see if my seeds 
ware coming up, she would bare 
faadi I hope, some compassion 
for . that « PAUNCH,*' of whith 
she ^talked in her beastly paper, 
whicb seeks tat patronage and 
support from AeweU-dressed vul- 
gac and the stupid ^f every de- 



scription. During ihese expert, 
ments, I forty times wished that 
Ou) MiLLEB would cone up 
again, that I might show him, how 
widely he, with all his pams and 
indu^y, and all his real skill and 
talent into the bargain, had missed 
the maik. He well knew th6 niU 
tnre and character of the AME- 
RICAN BIRCHES, for instance. 
He extolled them above the £ng« 
l»h Birch ; he urged his readers 
to get the seed and to rear the 
trees. I had got the seed, and I 
sowed great quantities of it ac- 
cording to his directions : this I 
bad done for four years succes* 
sively at Kensington, and I re- 
peated it at Barn. Elm Grardens; 
but th6 result was pretty nearly 
the same as before. By means of 
extraordinary pains, 1 got a few 
plants ; but not one plant> I am 
certain, for every hundred thou- 
sand seeds.

This, however, brought me 
towards the lat(er part of the sum« 
mer. The little things cannot be

and thea they will make fine

Wiulel was in a state of never- 
ceasing anxiety about these 
BiacHBS, whicb I bad sown after 
the manner of Miller 5 while I 
waa looknig at my beds, and see- 
ing only here and there, oneein 
a yard, a single plant where there 
oi^t to ha?e been a thousand or 
ten thousand, the earth having 
be«i sifted to receive the seed,^ 
and then sifted apen the seed, And 
wUIe every precaution had been 
taken as to shading and watering -, 
just in one of these moramits, 
when even^ patience and perse- 
yerance like mine are ready to 
give way, a messenger armed 
from Fleet^Street, and brought 
out to me, amongst other things^ an 
Irish newspaper, and, seeing an 
ink mark in it, I turned mysek* 
round from the Birch bed, locdied 
into the paper, and saw a brace 
of neVer*ending speeches from 
those two great rivals in talk.

This is true, so . help 
me God ; for which reason I would 
have thrown the famous Ency- 
clopedia Britanxica into the 
fire at Kensington, had it not 
been for one of my sons^ who 
prevailed upon "me to sell it, and 
it was sold at Fleet*Street for 
twenty pounds ; not, however, till 
I had declared my opinion that 
it was not worth more than one 
of Walter Scott's novels, be- 
ing a piece of Scotch imposture, 
from the beginning to the end 
of it.

the justice to state my belief, that 
I have the merit of originality, 
with regard to three of my shrubs : 
with regard to two, at any rate^ 
and with regard to the third per- 
jfecily original as a tree for any 
thing like general planting. This 
tree is the SASSAFRAS, which 
affords the bark used by druggists, 
and ordered by physicians, of 



ia my last Register, one in the 
gardens at Kew, "and one at a^ 
bouse now occupied by Stewart 
WoRTLBY, iat a place on tl^* 
Banks of the Thames inlhe parish 
of Fulham, called Heath Hous^. 
There are, doubtless, others ; but'I 
believe there is scarcely any body 
in Eng^nd that has any know* 
ledge of the tree. Now, in the 
first place, there must be many 
thousands of pounds every year 
sent out of the kingdom for the ' 
procuring this bark, which may 
be grown here in any quantity. 
The tree itself is a very beaatifOl 
tree of the third size downwards, 
attaining sometimes the height 
of forty feet, but generally under 
that height. The leaf is singu* 
larly beautiful ; in substance artd 
colour it resembles that of the 
laurel; but in shape, the leaf 
varies on each and almost on every 
branch.

Each blossbm. is rather 
insignificant in itself j but, as they 
come in|;feat bunches, and as the 
tree is covered all over with them, 
and as they come kmg before any 
other blossofnsy jexcept thafc of the 
Coji^NUB VuiMiDA, they are justly 
regarded as the great beauty of 
the country. When once they 
tak£ root, and spread their roots 
ab(^ a little, you have nothing 



mos^ careful niannw, re«planted 
with every possible care ; and 
though I have had thent throw 
out leaf, and even little shoots^ in 
the summer, I have never been 
able to make one strike at the 
root. I have ^ed artifidal heat ; 
there is nothing that X have not 
tried, that I have any knowledge 
of, being extremely ansuous to 
make this tree commofi in Eng; 
land.. I at last reverted to the 
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seed*, wkidi^aie obtained with 
the greatest powible diflfcidty, 
sefidg that thqr, unfortunately, 
hi^pen 4o be siM* iavorites with 
the birds, that the«e latter, come 
and take &em dl away before 
they are lipe. However, pewe- 
yerance will generaHy triumph at 
last ; and I have persevered with 
iheie things till 1 have got better 
than a thousand of them now 
growing at Kenwngton. These 
plants are very precious things -, 
but I have another great lot of 
seeds, gathered only la»t month, in 
lAmg Isltmdf and which are now 
safdy deported in the ground of 
partof thisBarn-EknFann ; and if 
these produce any thing of a crop, I 
may say that this tree will be- 
come common in England. These 
eeedliogs will, if taken common 
care of, be sure tc^ grow and to 
thrive ; for, they have numerous 
^ItreSf of which Ae suckers never 
have any. I shall keep a part of 
the trees till next year. The rest 
I shall sell at the price placed 
against them in the following 
list* 



Hie two shrub*, with regard 
to which I say I have the merit of 
OTiginality, are, the Gordonia. 
PuBESCBNS, to which Bart^ AM, 
who was the King's botanist in 
America, and who discovered the 
shrub, gave the name of Faank« 
LiNKA ; and the othar is Georgia. 
Bark, to which the elder Mi- 
CHAUX, who was the discovereti 
gave the name of Pivcknrta 
PuBENs. Now, if any nursery- 
man^ or any other person in Eng* 
land, will show me pne of either 
of these plants, I will make him a 
present of twenty of mine. Mi« 
CHAUX says of the Georgia 
Bark, that it is very nearly equal 
as a medicine to the Jesuits' 
Bark, and that it is used instead 
of it^ in many cases, in Florida, 
Georgia, Carolina, and Virgi- 
nia. These two shrubs are, be- 
sides^ amongst the most beautiful 
in the creation, as well in flower 
as in leaf. I have them in great 
abundance ; that is to say, I have 
two or three thousand plants of 
each^ which I have obtained in 
consequence of pains which I 

O 2 
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could with difficulty describe. 
Till they came up, I am sure 1 
looked at the ground where they 
were sown, more than once an 
hour on an average, from four 
o'clock in the morning to eight or 
nine at night; and after th^y 
came we had to guard them 
against slugs, wood lice, centi- 
pedes and other reptiles^ and we 
did guard them with a great deal 
more care, than a lazy woman, 
that turns off her child to a wet 
nurse, ever guarded her child. 
There are little devils under 
ground too^ that bite off the point 
of the root; and, at one time^ 1 
thought they would have made me 
crazy ; for every time I went to 
the beds, I saw by the drop]f>ing 
of the heads of the plants, new 
proofs of the spoliation of these 
vermin, not one of which could we 
ever catch. These plants must 
stand where they are till next 
year. I am afraid to move them, 
and must see them stouter plants 
before I think of it. I have also, 
which I had forgotten to this mo- 
ment, what I expect will turn 



out to be a very great acquisition 
to our flower gardens mid shrub- 
beries ; namely, a ROSE, which ' 
I am pretty sure was never seen 
in England before. My corre- 
spondent gathered the seeds from 
a hedge near Savanna£[ in Geor- 
GiA ; a hedge described by him, 
as presenting the most magnifi- 
cent mass of flowers, that he had 
ever seen in his life. He de- 
scribes the Roses as being very 
lai^e ; and the pods which he sent 
to me, containing the seeds, were, 
each of them, a good deal bigger 
than a damson plum. I think I 
have more than a thousand of 
them ; but they are too small to 
be sold this year. This is called 
the Chbrok£e Rose, from hav- 
ing been discovered, I suppose^ 
in the flower gardens of those re- 
fined people, the Cherokee In- 
dians, who are apt to saw a 
white man*s head off, if thiey hap- 
pen to come across it. However, 
let them saw away, as long as we 
get their Roses. 

I now proceed to insert my 
list, placing against each tree and 
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shrub tke numl^rs.that correspond 
with lay catalogue, which I am 
compelled to adhere to, to prevent 
confusion.- In the list that I pub- 
lished last, week, I iuserted all 
the sorts, that I bad any coasider- 
able number of; but I shall leave 
out of this list ail those sorts which 
- are too small to be. remored this 
year, amoogst whieh are the 
Cedars, Hemlock, Spruce, Larch, 
Red Bay add some others. The 
Ia)ci7st Trees I divide, as I did 
last year, into five classes: the first 
three of which are fit to be put 
into plantations iqimiediatelj, the 
first dass being pretty neai'ly five 
' feet high on an ari^ri^e; The rest 
of the trees are, in each sort, al) 
about the same size and height. 
The Black Walnuts, the Wild 
Cherries, the two sorts of Ashss, 
the Catalpas> the Honey Lo- 
ctJSTs, are fit to go into plantations 
immediately: The Deciduous 
Ctpress, one of which is growing 
here at Bam Elm, exhibiting all 
the beautiful appearances^ which 
MicHAux gives to the tree, and 
proving that it will grow in Eng- 



land as well as it will grow ja 
America: these would be better 
to be put into litUe rows in som^ 
rich kitchen .gardeii> to stand tt^ere 
for one year, and then planted 
out The Beeches, also, might 
be better to be one year in the 
nursery. The N?ttle wood may 
be planted out immediately, and 
the Hickory, though short, may 
be planted out imm^iately. The 
AsuRs move so well, that it may 
be as people please, to plant 
them out immediately, or put them 
in the kitchen garden for a year. 
Before I give the list I must make 
this one observation; namely, 
that when 1 hear of trees dying, 
I always pronounce it is not a na- 
tural death; I t^k^, in the spring, 
the very refuse, that have been 
pulled andkickedabout, wiihas lit- 
tie ceremony as formers treat their 
dogs widi, during wet weather in 
har?^t; and yet, wh^ 1 stick th^ 
into the ground again they grow ; 
but then, / see Mem put into ike 
ground, or the •* operatipes" know, 
that 1 shall see them very soon • 
afterwards. A very goodrulojs, 
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to go lo'liUIe trees just, after tbejr 
' are transplanted, and give them 
' a gentle tug jast at their tip : if 
fliat tug i7i(nwtheni^ you detect th^ 
negligenee; and if the tree be 
sot firtnly ^xed in the ground, be 
assured that ft will not grow, or, 
at least, that it will not thrive. 
The Ash, the Locust, and some 
Mfew others, will grow even if put 
in in a slovenly manner ; but 
they will not thrive nearly so well 
as if duly planted. When I hear 
* of a young Locust tree, sent 
ih>m my garden, packed up with 
straw in abundance, and that 
gtraw safely covered with a mat 
well sewed on; when I hear of 
' such tr6e dying, though it may 
have been a month out of the 
ground, I long to be master of the 
' mto WU>1iaB had the unpacking 
and fte planting of it. I have 
before related,ihat I took up many

being sure that a war would blow 
up^their whole system ; and, there* 
lore, as. th^ covered or endea- 
voured to cover the exposure of 
their feebleness by affecting a 
neutrality while France was taking

Captain i'ellitwes executed the ffiK 
allotted to lilm perfectly, and with 
the able assistance of his htile bit( 
brave detachment, saved the Syrei^ 
Irom being burnt by the fire vessels. 
And the Cambrian, Gl^gpw, and 
Talbot, Ibllowing the fine example uf 
Captain Uugun, of the Annide, ,wl^ 
was opposed to the leading frigate of 
that line, effccuially destroyed their 
opponents, and also silenced thcbnl- 
teries. This bluwly and desbucbve 
battle was continued wiili unabat^ 
fury for four hours, and the scene ,tif 
wreck and devastation which pr&< 
sented itself at its termination was 
such as has been seldom before wit- 
nessed. As each ship of our oppo- 
nents became eftectually ^isaJtled, 
such of her crew as could escape from 
her endeavoured to set her on fire, 
and it Is wonderful how we avoided 
the etiects of their successive and 
awful explosions. 

It is impossible for me to say too 
much for the able and zealous assist- 
ance which J derived . from Captun 
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GtwidH/thtoughouft this long and 
ardtlolis contest ; nor can t say more 
iltatt it 4t^tr^S'ior the conduct of 
(D^mfilnder Baynes an<i the Officers 
atftd'tr^wof the Asia, for the perfec- 
ti6h with Vhich the fire of their guns 
Wft^ dirtected ; each vessel in turn, in 
ndikh hef broadside was directed, 
became a complete wreck. His lloyal 
Highness will be aware that so com- 
l^etfe a victory by a few, however 
jjerfectj against an excessive nimiber, 
nowever individually inferior, cannot 
be acquired but at a considerable sa- 
e^rificte of life ; accordingly I have to 
lament the life of Captain Bathurst, 
of the Genor, whose example on this 
occa^lotl is well worthy of the imita- 
tioi^ of his survivors. Captain Bell, 
dOfhmanfdmg the Royal Marines of 
ttoe Asia, an excellent officer, was 
killed early in the action, in the 
Steady performance of his duty ; and 
1 have to mourn the death of Mr. 
Williinl Smith, the Master, admired 
fw the zeal and ability with which he 
executed his duty, and beloved by all 
for his private qualities as a man. 
Mr. H: 9. Dyer, my Secretary, hav- 
ihg received a severe contusion from 
fli splinter, I am deprived temporarily 
df his valuable assistance in collect' 
ingand keeping, up the general re- 
turns and communications of the 
squadrons; I shall therefore retain 
hi my office Mr. E. J. T. White, his 
first Clerk, whom I have nominated 
t(V Succeed the Purser of the Brisk. 
' I feet tiiuch personal obligation to the 
Honburitble Lieut.-Col. Craddock, 
for hi^ readiriess, during the heat of

ing list, obtained from the Sebretary 
of die Capiteina Bey, which includci 
that of two out of the three ships t6 
which the English division was bp- 
posed. Captain Curion having pre-

count In^estre, who, besides having 
had a brilliant share in the actibn, is

nating than before, putting women 
and children to the sword, burning 
the habitations, and tearing up trees 
by the roots, in order to complete 
the devastation of the country ;

6l)ipswer« anchored ofi the pass of 
Ancyro, and a joint' letter from my- 
self and the llnssian Captain was 
despatched to the Turkish- Com- 
mander, a copy of which I enclose ; 
the Russian and English Officers, 
the bearers of it, were not allowed to 
proceed to head- quarters, nor have 
we yet received any answer. In the 
afternoon we, the two Captains^ went 
on shore to the Greek quarters, and 
"wem received with the greatest en« 
tbosiasiirT* The distress of the inha- 
bitants driven from the plain is shock- 
ing! Women and children dying 
every looment of absolute starvetion, 
and hardlv any having better food 
thaniboiied grass ! I have promised 
to send a^mal) quantity of bread to 
the caves in the mountains, where 
these unfortunate wretches have 
taken refuge. 

It is supposed that if Ibrahim re- 
. mained in Greece, more than a third 
of its inhabitants would die of abso- 
lute starvation.

One thing must be very strik- 
ing, I shojuld think, to every man 
of sense; and that is, that none of 
these schemers ever seem to have 
turned their> minds towards the 
mqans of doing loithout the paper 
altogether. It is .acknowle(jged 
on all hands, that this paper 
system causes ruin enormous; 
that it causes fluctuation in prices; 
that it causes a violation of 
contracts; that it renders all 
pecuniary affairs quite uncertain ; 
that it breaks up families by the 
thousand ; thai it produces panics ; 
that it brings us within forty-eight 
hours of barter ; that it takes a 
man*s money or goods from him 
and gives him worthless rags in 
their stead. Many other evils 
might be ascribed to it, such as 
want of employment, increase 
of crime, inability to go to war^ 
and numerous others ; and yet 
no minister, no member of parlia- 
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ment, no schemer, no state 
doctor of any degree or descrip- 
tion, ever proposes to get rid of 
the paper system. All those wlio 
issue paper money pretend that 
they« have property equal in va- 
lue to the amount th^t the paper 
money represents ; and yet they 
pretend, that without this paper 
money, there would be no capital, 
as they call it, wherewith to carry 
on business. This is a strange 
circumstance. The trulli is, that 
this paper money is, as our pre- 
sent renowned Prime Minister 
CiBilIed it, ** worthless rags "; but 
it enables the issuers of it to get 
real money or goods in exchange 
for it ; and it is they who are the 
chief talkers upon the subject ; it 
never enters into their heads to 
propose its destruction. Its de- 
struction, however, is enacted ; 
for the five pound notes will not 
circulate long without the ones 
and the twos. 

It is to get rid of this enactment 
that all the new schemes have a 
tendency, or, at least, for which 
they are intended; and for the 

hundredth time I say, that this 
act must go into full force, or that 
there must be another Bank- Re- 
striction ; and the schemers may 
go on scheming to the last mo- 
ment, the arrival of which thev 



will not retard by x)ne single 
swing of the pendulum. 

I have thought it right to insert 
this new scheme at full length, in 
order that we may have it on re- 
cord. There is the old veteran 
TiERNEY, with his 3000/. a year, 
at the head of the Mint. He was 
the real father of Peel's Bill, 
though he palmed it upon that 
young and sublime statesman 
from Oxford. Not, however, 
without claiming the child as the 
fruit of his own prolific hrains ; a 
thing not uncommon in* the phy- 
sical world, for we frequently see 
meii fasten their children upon 
others, to feed and to clothe, and 
at the same time> in order to do 
justice to their own powers, tale 
care to let the world know that 
they are the sires. Peel's Bill, 
that stupendous work of the " col- 
lective wisdom," is now re-enacted, 
and has again to be carried into 
full effect, and therefore Paper 
Tiernby will have his share in 
the providing for his own off- 
spring. There is Loan Pros- 
perity, who has had a share, and 
a great share, in the whole of the 
measures relating to this paper 
money, and particularly relating 
to Peel's Bill. There is the 
Marquis of Lan8Down, who 
was one of the Committee 
of the Lords that reported in fa- 
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vour of Mr. PeeFs Bill ; and who 
said, at the time, that there was no 
difficulty in carrying it into effect. 
As to LoRi> DuDLKY and Ward, 
I know not what he might have 
said upon the subject ; but there 
is the whole Parliament thatToted 
Peel's Bill unanimously, that have 
now re-enacted it with the same 
degree of unanimity, and that will 
now repeal it, I dare say, without 
at all perceiving that the repeal 
will imply any thing that ought to 
make them repeal the law, by 
which they baiiish us for life for 
uttering anything tending to bring 
them into contempt. 

In the mean while, where is the 
fool ; where is the fool, so very 
much the fool, as to leave his pro- 
perty, if he can avoid it, within 
the reacb of such hands ! No man 
is to be pitied who thus leaves his 
property ; and one consolation is , 
that when men are ruined in this 
way, they deserve it. For my 
part, 1 laugh at the beggars that 
have beenr made beggars from 
such causes. It is their own base- 
nesjB that has made them beg- 
gars ; and let them take the re- 
ward of their baseness. 



NATIONAL BANK. 

1. To give a solid provincial cur- 
rency to the country, of such an 
unquestionable nature as shall leave 



no pretence for the interference of 
the Bank of England; to afford the 
country banks such just and reason* 
able assistance on emergencies, as is 
afforded by the Bank of England to 
the London bankers, — are the objects 
of the proposed establishment; firmly 
discouragmg every species of specit* 
lation, overlradingf and unnatural iS" 
sues; and j^uiding its operations solely 
by the legitimate wants of the coun- 
try, and the prudence and solidity of 
the parties with whom it deals. 

2. It is well known that, at the 
period of the panic in 1825, whilst 
some of the great capitalists had 
every possible assistance afforded 
them by the Bank of England, not 
hierely for their own wants, 6m/ such 
as enabled them to take advantage of 
the wants of others, the very best bills 
and most unquestionable securities 
were rejected, coming from inferior 
parties (many of whom were thus 
mvolved in ruin), in consequence of 
the Bank having by its loans to 
Government, and its injudicious ad' 
vances on morlgagCy so iar exceeded 
its ordinary issues, as to endanger its 
axon existence^ Facts to prove this 
might be multiplied without num- 
ber. 

3. Since this period, not less than 
two or three millions sterling, here- 
tofore lodged in the hands of the 
private bankers, have been trans- 
ferred to the coffers of the Bank of 
England, who alone have profited by 
the unjust and unfounded clamours 
raised against their opponents, 

4. The loss of this floating capital 
to the bankers and to the public, who 
profited by it whilst in their hands, 
the establishment.by theBankof Eng- 
land, of branch banks in the principal 
towns, and trheir avowed intentioa 
of paying the public dividends at 
these branches, leave no doubt of 
their ultimate intentions. The eyes 
of the banking interest are, at length, 
opened to the danger of their situ- 
ation. 

6. For the purpose, tlierefore, of 
protecting the mutual interests of the 
London and country bankers from 
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further -cfitroachinents, as T^ell as to 

Jive a sound currency to the country, 
ovmdtd on the present metallic stan- 
dbirdy it is proposed 'to establish a 
NATfOtJAr Bank, with a capital of 
fiVe millions' sterling, 10,000 shares 
of 560^. each, to be termed National 
Fank Stock; to be under the ma- 
nagement of 24 directors — viz., nine 
Lbndon and nine country bankers, 
and six managing directors (to be 
nominated by the 18), whose whole 
time shall be devoted to the esta- 
blishment. 

The entire annual expense will not 
exceed 80,000/. 

6. Tlie proposed bank, if generally 
supported 01/ the banking interest, will 
abstain from doing any description 
of business injurious to the interests 
of the existing town and country 
bknkers ; not purposing to receive 
deposits or diviaends, but intending 
strictly to confine itself to the ob- 
jects for which it is to be esta- 
blished. 

7. As the whole of tlie issues will 
emanate from the National Bank, 
which will be responsible for them 
to the public, the failure of any indi- 
vidual^ bank will not attach the slight- 
est discredit to the circulation in ge- 
rierafh The security required of the 
country banker will be of a descrip- 
tion convenient to him to part with, 
without tmnecessarily cramping his 
concern, or lessening the protection 
dite to the bank or the public. 

* 8. In order to deprive the oppo- 
nents of this nieasure of all pretext 
for misrepresenting the views of its 
£topporters, it is explicitly declared, 
that the object js neither to cramp 
nor to increase the circulating me- 
dium, but simply to place it on a 
basis of such solidity and steadiness, 
as shall tend to check those violent 
fluctuations of prices and property, 
produced by alternate issues and con- 
ti^tions of the circulation, the most 
pernicious mode possible of tamper- 
ing wiih the currency of the coun- 
try. It is further proposed, that the 
amount of outstanding notes shall 
be pnbiished monthly. 



9. The country banker wuit <b6 ■ 
aware that, in the attack now made^ . 
upon him by the Bank of England, ' 
the public will naturdly side iriti* • 
the strongest, and •on^equeHtly pre-^ 
fcr a note which they have been ac- 
customed to consider national, totlikt' 
of any private - bank^ howcvsr re- 
spectable. . Is it not, therefore, im- 
perative on him to place his notes on 
an equal, if not superior, footing? 
To effect this, even at the expense of 
a temporary sacrifice, would be pre- 
ferable, if, by so doing, he preserved 
his business ; but, by the proposed, 
measure, no sacrifice at all need be 
made, it is fair to presume that a 
national bank of unlimited credit 
and power, to avail itself of all fair 
advantages arising from political and 
financial circumstances, will make 
some profit by its business ; witness 
the example of the Scotch and Irish 
Banks. The present state of the 
Bank of Ireland at once sets the 
question at rest. The Bank was es- 
tablished in the year 1783, with a 
capital of only 600,000/.; it is now 
increased to three millions, after pay- 
ing the original subscribers 12§ per 
cent, for their money, whilst it gives 
them at the present moment 1,250/. 
for every 437/. 10s. money actually * 
subscribed. The annexed official 
document proves this fact. 

10. Now, presuming that 500 
country banks would each take only 
10 shares, or 5,000/. stocky it wooW 
at once produce half the capital re- 
quired ; but it is so evidently their 
interest to keep the whokm their 
own hands, that it i» not unlikely 
the whole will be taken. If, never- 
theless, the whole should not be sub- 
scribed for within a stated .period, 
the public (who have already made 
numerous applications for thefitock) 
will be entitled to that benefit which 
is wished to be confined exclusively 
to the bankers*: and in that case it 
might materially ^ alter the 'iikole na» 
tare of the establishment, 

11. No one can reflect on the- va- 
rious means now afloat for the ex- 
tension of the circulating mediun)> 
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w^out;beH)g; convinced of the lie* 
c^ssity of- some hmit being assigned 
to ifc; who can be astonished at the 
enorcnbus amount of unemployed 
floating capital, ivhen he considers 
that four steam-engines (for such 
they may be termed), are at work, 
Jbr its stiU further extensioTn^ viz. — 

1. The Bank of England ; 

2. The Joint Stock Banks ; 

S. The Country Bankers, and 

4. The Branch Banks of the Bank 
of England. 

Who can contemplate the probable 
effect of all this without shudder- 
ing? Is there not an absolute ne- 
cessity for the immediate adoption 
©r measures to check this dreadful 
evil ? Is not the country yet aware 
of the important trutb^ that every at- 
tempt to convert property into a cir- 
culating mediwn, on an extended scale, 
as was endeavoured to be done dur- 
ing the panic, must produce a vio- 
lent convulsion ? — Must, iri fact, 
drive the Bank of England notes to a 
par with the French assignats, 

12. So deeply are the propos^rjs of 
the present measure impressed with 
a sense of the great danger to be ap- 
prehended in the prosecution of any 
plan by which the currency of the 
country may be affected, and so fully 
are they convinced of the great 
prudence to be exercised in its lexe- 
cution, that they Conceive no notes of 
the intended National Bank ought to 
he'isme4i^ but in lieu of others actually 
withirawn JromxiT'Culatisn. 

13. However disposed they may 
feel to do every justice to the private 
and personal characters of tire 2^4 

fentlemen composing the Bank of 
•nglaud direction, who can forbear 
being struck with the strange ano- 
maly that, out of their whole num- 
ber, not one has been educated to the 
banking business ? One-third are 
junior partners in commercial houses, 
another portion are almost superan- 
nuated, and the remainder^ not dis- 
tinguished for a knowledge of the 
common. priiiei^les:. of pobtioftl eco- 



nomy ; and yet these are ,the man, . 
taking upon themselves to regulate 
the financial system of the British 
Empire. Ought the pqblic, then, 
to feel sfstonisned at the p^nic creat- 
ed in 1825? Or, that during that 
eventful period, when it was oj? the 
eve (as acknowledged by one of the 
Ministers,) of being reduced to a 
mere state of barter, the inexperience 
of such men should have led them 
to refuse the best paper and discount 
the worst ? — to encourage and sup- 
port the overgrown speculator, and 
refuse aid to the prudent and indus- 
trious, who were ruined for no crime 
of their own, but purely because the 
rules, renulatianSy and incapacity of 
the Bank Directors forbade their 
interference ! Surely it is high time 
some counteracting power should be 
raised to save us frcim the conse- 
quences of a similar catastrophe. 

14. To prevent its recurrence is 
the object of the proposed establish- 
ment. The public are driven to its 
adoption by a regard for their own 
security^ and to protect themselves 
against the fatal consequences of 
the increasing mass of Bank of 
England issues, which renders 
no distinction perceptible between 
the man of property, and the maa^^ 
without property ; the capital of the 
farmer being rendered, by such 
measures, nearly unavailable for 
purposes of income. 

15. One of the most important 
and striking features in the proposed 
undertaking is, the opportunity now 
afforded of effecting **J[/i entire union 
of the London and Country Bankers 
in one common interest,^* to coun* 
teract the unjust and tyranrrical mo-- 
nopoly of the Bank of England t 
whilst it will furnish to the country 
banker using the national notes, a 
currency muck cheaper than his own 
(probably costing him not more then 
1§ per cent., including stamps, pa^ 
per, and printing)^ .with these de- 
cided advantages, << that he will be 
under no necessity of keeping a 
supply of ready cash to meet his 
notes either in towa or country/' 
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Tliat he will be exempt from the 
possibility of all runs to affect his 
litdgments {the certain consequence of 
a run vpon his notes), and finally, be 
secure from all Xheforgeries incident 
to his present circulation. His bu- 
siness may thus become to him a 
source of pleasure as well as profit, 

16. Should this plan, however, not 
meet the approbation of the country 
bankers, another is prepared on the 
principle of r^ctainin^ the circulation 
as it now s/a/z/i^^y ancl merely substi- 
tuting the national for the Bank of 
England notes in the drawers of the 
country bank^s. As the principal 
merit of this plan consists in the 
gratification it may afford the coun- 
try banker, of still continuing the 
power of making his own notes, 
without remedying the supposed de- 

rfect in the circulation, by controlling 
his issues, or affording the public 
that security they have a right to ex- 
pect, would it be wise to oppose the 
prejudices of the people, the Go- 
vernment, and the press, when, by 
the adoption of the measure now 

> proposed, all the points so ardently 
desired by the nation can be accom- 
plished ? Would it not be liable to 
the interpretation, that the bankers 
were locking solely to their own in- 

jjlerest ? 



1. One million sterling will be 
^ lodged at the place of establishment 

(out of the five millions subscribed), 
to be increased as the Court of Di- 
rectors may deena necessary. 

2. Tlie amount of circulation ap- 
portioned to each country banker will 
De determined by the Court of Di- 
rectors, who will endeavour to regu- 
late it as much as possible by his 
present issues, contracting or ex- 
panding it according to the legitimate 
wants and solidity of the party. 

3. The national notes will be made 
'payable only at the place of issue, 

but they may and toill be paid by any 
banker in London favouring the 
establishment, amongst whom they 



will, probably, pass current like the 
notes of the Bank of England. 

4. *' Method of Exchanging the 
Circulation/* — CJpon a credit oeing 
lodged in London by a country 
banker on account of the National 
Bank, the outstanding notes of such 
country banker will be paid (to the 
amount of such credit) either at the 
establishment or London, or ex- 
changed for national notes, as may 
be desired. , 

6. During this o}>eration of the 
exchange, credit will be given to 
each country bank, to the foil 
amount of National Bank stock it 
may hold ; beyond this, remittances 
must be made to the establish ment, 
or the London agents, to ensure a 
further supply. 



SUMxMARY. 

Now there are four parties whose 
interests will be increased^ by the 
proposed undertaking, viz. — 

. 1. The. Country Banker, 

2. The London Banker, 

3. The Public, and 

4. The Government, 

I. The Country Backer, who 
will be under no necessity of keeping 
funds in his drawer, or in the hands 
of his London bankers. 

1. He will be free from the loss 
occasioned by forgeries, whkh some- 
times compel him to call in the tchoie 
of his circulation. 

2. He will no longer be Uablie to 
the formidable rivalship of Joint Stock 
Banks. 

3. Nor will the Bank of England 
have the slightest plea for the conti- 
nuance of its branch banks. 

4. lie will save the commission on 
his notes paid in London, as well as 
his annual licence. 

5. He will participate in the wrofit 
of the whole aniouot he circulates, 
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He advantage having A tMer^o accrued 
to him from his use of Bank of £ng- 
laiid notes. 

6. He will be furnished with the 
same amount of issues he now has 
and on the same description of secu- 
ritles that he has himself advanced 
upon, at half per cent, less on the 
amount of his circulation than he now 
pays. 

7. He will be enabled to get his 
bills discounted at the market rate of 
interest by the National Bank, which 
will afford him, on emergencies, 
every needful protection. 

8. He will be free from runs and 
alarms, which, it is well known, com- 
mence with his notes, and end with 
his deposits. . 

II. The London Banker. - 

1. A most important source of 
profit will certainly accrue to the 
London banker using the National 
Bank notes (if a proprietor of its 
stf^ck), aware, as he must be, that he 
is a silent participator of the profit 
derived from every note in his pos* 
session. 



the man 'of limited income will be 
enabled, from the general steadiness 
of prices, to apportion his expenses 
accordingly, 

IV. The Government will at 
length have the satisfaction of set- 
ting the currency question at rest, 
which the further extension of Joint 
Stock Banks would render more dif* 
ficult and dangerous than ever, from 
their unlimited powers of issue, 
whilst it would share with the people 
all the advantages to be derived from 
the rivals hip of two powerful esta- 
blishments.

III. ,Tlie Public will have a sound 
and healthy circulating ^nedium, free 
from every species of tampering, by 
the publicity given to the issues of 
the National Bank, as well as from 
the high character of the Directors ;

will be free from those ruinous fluc- 
tuations in property to which they

One Ibing J luiow, heii^ever | ami 
that is^ fkat it 'i» by^ho'«mett»ft 
safe for me to publish wvftboiiit a 
stamp, under these new intei^Feta^ 
tions'of the law. I am oompeHed 
to believe that the interpt etation i« 
wholly new; for if it were the 
obvious interpretation, if 4he' 
board always regarded this us the 
law, how came they to naifer so 
many of us to violate the law 
without interruption for so many 
years ! 

However, it is useless to talk at 
present any more about the mat'^ 
ter. When 1 have been to the 
Court, and find out what it is that 
1 have done, I shall know what I 
have to do with regard to the stamp. 
I verily believe, that tbe Stamp 
Office never had so little trouble 
with any of its numerous cus* 
tomers, as it has had with me : 
I never have been a defaulter 
in a single penny: I never 
have bad trust from the of- 
fice for an hour, while others 
(without any blame to anybody) 
have had trust to a great amount : 
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lum^t'hexe^ ekomed the office 
^utofthetaK' of a single adver* 
ti86i»ent; and^ ki short, if aU their 
customers bad been like me, an 
oM woQum to light the fire, a bo^ 
to oipen the door, and a stout fel- 
ktw^ to reeeire the money, would 
have been enough. 1 cannot 
make the arrangements neces- 
sary to all alterations necessary 
in the manner of publicattou, be- 
fore the first of January, which 
i/rill end tl^ twenty-sixth year of 
the age of the Register, or, in 
other words, the twenty-sixth year 
oi'my reign over all the political 
iivriter^ in England^ and, I believe, 
in the world, i should like to 
start &ir in the next year^ which 
-will be, if I am not much mistaken, 
a year of greater importance 
than any that this country 
bas bad to pass through fur 
this kst hundred years; but no- 
thing can I do, if my articles are 
not to contain that which may be 
called ^'pttblic news^ intelligence, 
or occurrences," Take» for in- 
Btance, my account of my own 
ti^nsactions relative to the one- 
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horse carts oh the It^hai^igioft* 
Road ; relative tb my traHStnifciroir^ 
in Kent before' the Magistrates^ 
on complaints against ih^e toU-6ol-- 
lectors of that county : and, more 
recently, my account of the Way 
in which 1 checked the. extortions' 
of the toll -collectors on the Surrey 
side of the Thames. If tbese ac- 
counts be called, " public news„ 
intelligence, or occurrences," then 
it is clear that the act of 1819, re- 
gulating the price and size of po- 
litical pamphlets, was a perfectly 
nonsensical thing, seeing that the 
old act, which had been in exist- 

ence for between twenty and 
thirty years, was quite sufficiefnfr 
to stifle all such pamphlets at 
once. , Neither of the acts ever 
contemplated any such thing* ' 
They meant to prevent newspa- 
pers from being publisthed witlwnt 
a stamp: never were they in- i 
tended to prevent the insertion of 
articles as the subject of commen- 
tary ; and in no other way do I 
ever insert articles of any sort, 
that can possibly be called ^' news 
or intelligence."

HIM. 



TO THE EDITOR OF THE SPHTKX. 

i. Sir,— Being informed by a 
friend, a few days ago, of a work, 
published by Mr. Carlile, in which 
niy name was used in a very exlraor- 
dinary manner, I immediately called 
upon Mr. Carlile, who, for lhe//«/ 
time, I saw on Saturday last, 

2. On inquiry, I Teamed from 
him, that he hud been entirely miiin- 
firrmed on the sulject of that pubUca- 
tioii, so far as it' concerned myself; 
and when I informed him that the 
facts which I had been told were con- 
tained in it were, in all respects, the 
reverse of the truth, he expressed, the 
greatest regret^ and offered to make 
every reparation in his powef, 

3.' I left him to consider what 
ought to be done ; I palled upon him 
again yesterday afternoon, and ob- 
tained copies of the publication in 
which my name had been so unwar- 
rantably med, and for the first time 
I read them last night. 



4. They are of such a nature, that 
I deem it necessary to say, that I 
had not the slightest knowledge of 
their publication, and that the facts 
are precisely the opposite of the parti^ 
culurs stated: and, after considera- 
tion, I consider it a duty publicly to 
state, that the simple facts are these: 

5. I went to the continent of 
Europe to place my sons at school, 
with Mr. Fellenberg, at Hofwyl, in 
Switzerland, 'and to communicate 
generally with the most enlightened 
statesmen, philanthropists, and men 
of science in Trance, Switzerland, 
and Germany, upon the best means 
to remedy the growing evils of so- 
ciety, arising from the daily intro- 
duction of new powers, which, mis- 
directed, threatened to involve the 
mass of the popul^ition of all coun- 
tries in misery; but* the subject al- 
luded to by Mr. CarlHe was not, in 
a single instance, mentioned by any 
one of the parlies. 

6. During my stay in France and 
Switzerland, I w as in constant inter- 
course with the leading minds ia 
both countries ; and as I have never 
had time to learn the French Ian* 
guage, I had always an interpreter 
with mf, and this was the celebrated 
Professor Pictet, of Geneva, who, 
with the still more celebrated Cuvier, 
accompanied me from London, and 
the former from Paris to Switzerland, 
where we spent our time always 
together, or in the society of men 
engaged in measures intended to 

benefit their fellow-creatures. 
I 
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-J^ The^subject alluded to by Mr. 
CarfilQ I have no other knowledge 
of than hearing it mentioned in a 
general conversation afler my return 
from the Contineuty when the senti- 
meats advocated by Mr, Malihis, on 
the gubject of population, zoere under 
di8cit»$ion, 

8. To the poli'-ical economists^ who 
adbpi the opinions put forth by Mr. 
Malthtis, the subject has appeared 
one of deep intereH ; but I have always 
considered that a natural increase of 
population might be made most benefi- 
cial , to every country ^ by adding to 
their effective strength, by increas- 
ing their wealtli, and by rendering it 
unnecessary to require so much indi- 
vidual labotlr from each producer. 
And that this state of constant im- 
provement would proceed until pvcry 
part of the earth shall be well culti- 
vated, all I have seen in all countries, 
up to^the present period, still more 
stronjily impresses me with the truth 
of this conclusion. 

9. It is upon this point only^ I be- 
lieve, that Mr. Malihus and myself 
are obliged to view the subject of 
population, differently. He thinks, 
that if population be allowed to in- 
Ciease, according to its natural ten- 
dency j vice and misery must, of ne- 
cessit^r, continually fullow m its 
train; while, on the contrary, the 
conviction on my mind is, that, 
under an enlighleJied orguriization if 
society, founded on the known laws 
of our nature, population may be per- 
mitted to increase, according to its 
natural tendency and every addition 



to its iqcrease wiU l>ring wttiiilt Ui« 
means to acquire more leisure for 
all, more wealth, more knowledge, 
and to multiply happiness in propor- 
tion to the numbers biouglit into 
existence, until the whole earth shaH 
have been so well ci|ltivatcd, that'no 
greater product can be obtained 
from it, and then, and then only, a 
stop must be put to any further in- 
crease of mankind. 

10. The cause of this difference of 
opinion between individuals, consci- 
entiously desirous of discovering the 
truth, I have endeavoured to ascer- 
tain. It seems to me that Mr. Mal- 
ihus views man in his former state j. 
unaided by science and a knowledge 
of himself; while I draw my conclu- 
sions frctm man as he now is> over- 
whelmed with artificial means tf pro* 
dttction, derived from scientific im- 
provements, still capable of unlimited 
increase, and also in possession of a 
knowledge of his nature, derived 
from an accurate attention to fact?, 
by which he has become competent 
to train his progeny to attain a very 
superior character, so as indeed to 
become beings of a higher order^ 
But upon thi?, and other subjects of 
great national and general interest, 
1 will, in due time, develop my s^n» 
timents fully to the public; for, with 
the means now at the control of all 
governments, the mass of the popu* 
lation of the world ought not much 
longer to remain in its present 
wretched and degraded condition.

Owkn to select, as the chaimd 
through which to send his defence, 
a paper which had not been se^ 
up more than twelve Keeks at the 
lime when Mr. Owen dates his 
letter ; a paper which I neversaw, 
and of which 1 had never heard, 
until sent me by one of his friends 
with Ma. OwEN'slelferinir; and 
of whieh paper I would bet a trifle, 
that 100 copies are not really 
sold of every number^ Strange 
that a gentleman, who had such 
serious imputations to remove, 
would set bimself 4]p as ^a .friend

haive chosen something that would 
have pursued and trampled upon 
the 'heels ot' the Register all over 
the Worlds In shorty he should 
harre ^ebosea the Register itself, 
which he well knew would be open 
tofhim for that purpose.

^ not»the R^ister^ were there not 
crovitls of publications ^ were 
there not the CaA0NicL£,the Old 
Tafes, which latter would have 
been glad to do hiinju3tic&, were 
it purely out of malice to rae (if 
indeed my lady Brodib had not.

Why, here again is another "ca;- 
tract from the Times newspaper i^ 
but, did the Act of Parliament 
ever mean, that a m^n should pay 
a penalty ^- that the writer gf a 
Political Register should pay a 
penalty for making an extract 
like this or any other extract 
merely for the purpose of com- 
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mentary ! It is clear that the Act 
never meant any such a thing; 
and 80 the Board of Stamps has 
interpreted the Act for nearly 
forty years. Why, now I think of 
it, I myself published for a little 
while, what was called the Spirit 
of the Public Journals, consisting 
wholly of extracts from newspa- 
pers; but never did any man, 
until now, call this a violation of 
the stamp laws, although there is 
a Spirit of the Public Journals 
published even now. To return 
to Old Anna> wife of Dr. Brodie, 
of East Bourne in Sussex, Anna 
is so happy to think, that the 
price of bar gold ought to en- 
courage the most timid to feel 
assured that we are still with- 
in " the limit of safety!"

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AMERICAN TREES AND 
SEEDS. 



I SHALL next week publish, in 
a separate pamphlet, to be had 
by any body at Fleet Street, at 
the price of two pence, a cata- 
logue of all the Trees, fruit trees 
as well as forest trees, that I shall 
have to sell this year: and also 
of the garden and other seeds. 1 
vras the other day very much de- 
lighted to bear that a gentleman 
had called at Fleet Street and 
left word that he liad succeeded 
in raiding trees and shrubs from 
all the seeds, except a few, which 
he bought of me last year in one 
of those boxes of seeds which 1 
sold during the winter. He said 
that he got no elms, and I got 
none, though the seeds appeared 
to be so fine. They were got in 
perfect good order, but they were 
packed before they were perfectly 
dry. They must have heated in 
the barrel, 1 think ; and the small-^ 
est degree of fermentation is de- 
struction to any seed. This year 1 



have received some of the White 
El&i and some of the Red Elm; 
and, it is a curious instance of the 
success of perseverance artd dili- 
gence, that the seeds which were 
hanging on the trees in America 
in the month of May, were little 
trees growing in Barn Elm Gar- 
dens, in the month of September, 
a thing which, I believi, no man; 
let him be who he may, could 
have done, or at least would have 
done, but myself. Whether the 
little fellows, tender as they must 
be, without any sun to ripen the 
wood of them, will stand the frosts 
of the winter (a pretty sharp one 
having already visited us), is more 
than. I can say. 

I did not intend to hazard, in 

this way, more than a third part 

of the seed; but my gardener, 

through mistake, I being absent 

about the turnpike aflEair, clapped 

two-thirds of the seed into the 

ground, and left me one-third to 

sell in the winter, or to sow in the 

spring. The quantity of seeds 

which I shall have, 1 cannot yet 

tell ; nor can I tell any thing 
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.-about their condition. When I 
receke them, 1 Will notitjr it to thje 
) jiiublic ; aqd if thai be not public 
t inteUigence, there never was pub- 
' So ttitelligence in the world. I 
: take this opportunity, while the 
thing occurs to me, to observe, 
that 1 never m^et wkh any an- 
noyances . at the Cu«tom-house. 
I send them my invoices just si% 
. they come to .me, and cheer* 
vfuUy pay the duties to the utmost 
: &rthtng ; .and J have, great plea- 
sure in stating, that every thing is 
done in that department; to pre- 
.vent, my experiencing delays 6r 
injuries of any sort. Tliey do not 
.tumble my things about : they see, 
I trust, fairness and. honesty in 
the srhole proceeding, and they 
act! towards me accordingly. 1 
should mention here> that I tindery- 
stand, that <my ei&araple has set 
ta work the, younger JUiobavx, 
whose meritorious lather wrote 
the . Amerkmn S^lva t he is. foK 
Jowing.my .example, ahdJmport-' 
. ing seeds from America > into 
France. JHhis should happen to 
leaeh him^ and iCiie should, have 



failed in raising the Franklina 
and the Pinckxeya, I will give 
him Rorae of both next spring, if he 
will tell me how to send them to 
him.— One word upim Apple Trees 
beforie I conclude. MicKTciciHT 
(who was, I believe, the founder of 
the Horticultural Soc;jety) told me 
at Hereforil^ that the American 
Apple Trees ijrreii; here, but would 
not bear. There hove been grown, 
by Messrs. WiLLtAM and Walte r 
Palmer, the fownerof BoUitree 
and thelatter of Penoovd, both in 
He#eibrd«hire, fine crops of Apples 
this year, of several sorts, and 
some* as fin e as ever grew ia Ame* 
rica, from cuttings which I sent 
down t6 them abdut four years 
ago f and I hear, too, that, the 
trees, considering the size,* bore^ in 
some instances, very great crops.

Anna Brodie. — ^What are you 
to do with my broad^dieet, you 
mean! 

You old fool, hold your tongue : 
1 Mill tell you presently how I 
wi41 turn your sheet to use on this 
very farm. How, some one may 
say, are the married labourers to 
be k,ept from fattening with their 
sweat and bIood> the big bretcer, 
the Irish landlord, and the tea 
and sugar tribe, I will, as far as 
J employ married men, do * it 
^ectuallg; but not, as will be 
^en, without the help of Anna 
Baodie and her brotherhood and 
sisterhood of the broad-sheet; and, 
in order tp make good my words, 
I hereby announce as follows : 

1 . That I have a large piece of 

land to dig upon this farm ; and 
''that if the weather be proper, 
Mhe' work will be begun on 
'Monday morning, the 10/A 

of December, 

2. That I will find the spades to 

dig with ; and I care not 



whether the men be married 
or single. 

3. That the work, each day, is to 
. begin at day-light, and to 

continue till just before sun- 
set, allowing half an hour for 
breakfast, and half an hour 
for dinner j but that, unless 
forced away by the weather, 
by iHness, or some other rea- 
sonable cause, no man to 
quit the field until the close of 
the day. 

4. That the payment shall be 

made at the close of each 
day, and in the following 
manner ; namely, each man 
shall have given to him, in 
the field, TWO POUNDS 
OF BREAD, HALF A 
POUND OF CHEESE, 

TWO POUNDS OF 
MUTTON, PORK, OR 
BACON; which is (for the 
very shortest days in the 
whole year) tivelve pounds of 
bread a week, three pounds 
of cheese, and twelve pounds 
of meat, a tolerably good al- 
lowance for a man, a woman, 
and a little ehild or two.

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5. In ordier to avoid all disputes, 
and all appeals to Magis- 
trates, the quality and weight 
of the bread, cheese, and 
meat must be left wholly to 
me : I do not bargain upon 
this subject : if any one think, 
or really find, the quality or 
the weight not to his liking, 
his only remedy is to be, not 
to come again. It is my in- 
ientian to give just such kneat, 
cheese, and bread as I myself 
eat ; but,: jf accident make it 
otherwise, the man who hap- 8. 
pens to have the hard lot, 
must put up with his ill luck.

' shall be no shanks of mutton,

In 
the first place, the weather is not 
likely to be yewy hot", next, good 
watet can never be scarce at the 
distance of two hundred yards 
from the T/iames, and a glass bot- 
tle will bring a quart of it ; next, 
though water is not the drink that 
J could wish a. labouring roan (o 
have, yet, recollect, it will be 
water poured dovcn upon good 
bread, chee$e, and meat, and not 
upon bread alone^ or upon cold 
potatoes. 

To apply this to farmers in ge- 
neral, what needs there more than 
their omn interest to induce them 
to adopt somewhat this mode of 
proceeding with regard even to 
married men ! Yes, there does 
want something more / and that 
is, the return of their wives and 
daughters to those habits of in- 
dustry, care, utility and a due 
sense of their station in life, all 
which they were sublimated out of 
by the yeomanry cavalry dreams, 
and by the accursed system of 



bankipg and paper-money. The 
'* ladies*' coufd not be expected to 
attend to the preparing of dinner 
for men witb dirty shoes and not by 
any means lilly-coloured hands; 
but men, be it borne in roiod, by 
every body but " the ladies/* to 
whom . we owe all that we eat, 
drink aqd wear. The JBtjll.- 
Frogs, in their cups, during the 
jocund days of high-priced wheat 
and *' Anti-jacobinism," used to 
give as a toast ; or, rather, Dadixt 
CoKB, and the like of him, ki 
order to flatter the Bull-Frogs, 
used to give as a toast, " ffonour 
the plougk ;" taking this good old 
sentiment in a literal, and not a 
metaphorical sense, I suppose, 
and bestowing the honour on the 
wood and iron, of the implemeiit, 
and not on the man who guided 
the plough* who was left to starve 
in rags, while these toasters were 
getting drunk on port or claret! 

An old farmer, vpfao lives at 
Bui^hclere,. under the North- 
Hampshire Hills, observed to me, 
last year, when we were talkiag 
about the corruption and degene-

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tacy of the timesy that it was the 
j^ne words^ and the fiaiteinf of men 
to the farmers wives, that h&d 
done all the mischief; for, said 
he, " when 'twas dame and por- 
^* ridge, 'twas real good times ; 
*' when 'twas mistress and broth, 
" 'twas worse a great deal j hut 
'* when it came to be ma'am and 
soup, 'twas d— ^^ bad !" No-

thing can be trner than the facts ; 
but Farmer Rumboldws^ in error 
as to the cause. Very true, that 
the misery kept exact pace with 
what is so stupidly called, the 
** improvements of the age ;" but 
the ** fine words" themselves were 
produced by that infernal system, 
which puffed farmers up above 
their station^ and are, therefore, 
to be considered merely as a con- 
sequence of that system. 

It is surprising to what an ex- 
tent the farmer's wives and daugh- 
ters were sublimated by the ** anti- 
jacobin'^ syBiem of the " Jubilee 
Reign." The farmers and their 
sons were caressed by the bo- 
roughmongers just at that time, 
who knew the uses of a yeomanry 
cavalry, whom Major Cabt- 



WRIGHT used to call the body- 
guard of the boroughmongers, in 
order to seduce the BuU-Fr6gs the 
more completely who, by-the-by^ 
did not want much seducing, when 
they saw that their pride was to 
be gratified ; the wives and daugh- 
ters were caressed by the bo- 
roughmongers and their sons and 
younger relations; and a bow 
from ^'my lird** at thfe review, or 
coming out of church, such a bow 
to the mother, and a bow from 
the young " lard " or the young 
" squire '* to the daughter^ have 
been the foundation of'their ruin ; 
first, the ridiculous pride, next 
the neglect of household affairs, 
next the sticking up at the

Malt, and Coals; and not a 
farthing of money. What, then, 
are they and their families to do 
for house-rent. and clothes ! J 
have no tenements to let, and 
have not the means of knowing 
any thing about tenements and 
rents of such places ; but 1 should 
find little difficulty, if I were 
situated as a farmer in the country 
is, in furnishing the married man 
with every thing that he need to 
have; and I will engage that I 
furnished him with all this, in a 
plentiful degree, at a cheaper rate 
to myself, than if 1 paid him in 
money at the usual rate of pay- 
ment. No man that worked for 
me should ever go to the Over- 
seer for relief, unless in case of 
accident or illness, let his family 
be as large as it might ; but the 
worth of one single straw should 

never go from my farm to Irish

the tea and sugar tribe.

What then, I say, is more easy

Here I must break off for the 
present ; but if I do not, before 
1 have done with this farm, make 
the farmers of England, in gene- 
ral, ashamed of their new fashion- 



ed mode of CQnducling tbei( fai^i« 
lies, they will prove themselves U> 
be much more hardened, more 
foolish, and more perverse, than 
any description of beings that I 
have ever known. 

Do the farmers of England 
iniagine that the American farm- 
ers pay their labourers^ or helps, 
as they are called, in money ? The 
cdpur of money is hardly ever 
seen by the parties. The single 
men that go out to work sit. down, 
with the &rmer to meals^ lodge 
in the house, upon mattresses and 
feather beds^ and in blankets and 
sheets^ every ounce of which is 
created and manufactured upon 
the farm. These single men are 
not unfrequently paid in part, in 
stockings ^ni7,and linen cloth spun 
and ti'ove^ upon the farm. Very 
little money is necessary in a case 
like this ; and, as to such married 
labourers, who have little or no 
land at home, they take away the 
flax and the wool to be manufac« 
tured at their home; and invaria« 
bly receive part of their payment 
in soap and candles, made upon

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tioQ of every man in the kingdom, ] 
that, every one of the articles 
mentioned in Mr. Stsbs's letter, 
which I published in the last Re- 
gister, it wa$ strictly lawful fat 
me to publish toithout a stamp : 
and that I can lawfully publish 
without a stamp, in the Register^ 
or in any work like it, any arti- 
cle whatever, containing '* pub- 
lic news, int^ligencc;, or occillP^ 
rences." I am convinced that 
this prosecution must have origi- 
nated in an oversight, or some 
great error^ as to the meaning of 
the law. It would, indeed, ap- 
pear strange, that the Board of 
Stamps should have neglected its 
duty for thirt^'Jioe years, or 
thereabouts. No man living will 
say, that a Board guilty of such 
neglect^ ought to be suffered to be 
prosecutor of the King's subjects ; 
but this is not so : the Board has 
never been guilty of any neglect 
in this respect; and the reader 
will observe, that even the present 
Board, do not say of themselves 
that the articles referred to, ought 
not to be published witbput a 



stamp ; but say, that it has been 
suggested to them , that such is the 
case. I do not know, and shall^ 
neverknow, of course, from whom 
the suggestion came^ and it is suf- 
ficient for me to know, that the 
suggestion is erroneous. 

Nevertheless, it is my intention, 
and indeed my determination, 
to begin the year 182B with 
Stamped Registers only. This 
will be attended with some dimi- 
nution of the number of the takers 
and purchasers of the Register ; 
but in all likelihood, will make no 
diminution at all in the number 
of the readers ; and none certainly 
in the effect of the work, which 
falls upon ground ready prepared, 
and which would go on producing 
its natural fruit, whether read by 
millions or confined to tens. It is 
the polar star of politics in this 
country ; and nothing will extin- 
guish or dim it, except that which 
will, and which must at last, first 
dim find then extinguish its source.

This present 
process may be continued hang- 
ing over my hea.d for years : it 
may become an heirloom to my 
sons, as a reward of all the teach- 
ings which this Register has con- 
veyed to my country. 1 have not,

I have the capacity to act hi obe- 
dience to the laws : I am quite

interpretation of thirty-five years 
under a series of ILLIBERAL

ble. There was one conviction 
obtained by my son at Deptford 
(in Kent), which has bad an effect 
of very considerable consequence r 
it was for an extortionate toll 
which had been taken on carts 
and wagons, and was practic^ed 
upon farmers and owners of carls 
and wagons of all descriptions^ 
but was most of all oppressive 
Iipon poor men working with their 
own carts for hire; and these 
men work as hard, and lead as 
bard lives, as their horses them-^ 
selves. This conviction was de- 
cisive as to the illegality of the 
toll : but my son gave no notifica- 
tion of it to (he public, so that the 
extortion lAight still have beeii 
practised with impunity in parts 
not in the immediate neighbour-^ 
hood where the conviction was 
had : however, I am very happy 
to say, that my son's proceed* 
ing in this case was followed 
up in |i very puUic-spirited man- 
ner bjr Mr. Goodman, a publican 
(of the jRoie and Crown public- 
house, Deptford), wii^> benefiting 
by being thus relieved from an 
extortion on his own carts and 
wagons, sent hand-bills to distant 
parts, and to every one whom he 
knew to be interested in it, giving 
an account of the conviction, and 



I MENTIONED, lu m^ last Re- 
gister, that, I being utteHy unable 
to pursue the inquiries oti this sub- 
ject which I commenced during 
the summer, and, in one instance, 
brought to a conclusion so advan- 
tageous to the public, my eldest 
son took up tbQ work where 1 left 
it off. He has pursued it with an 
activity and perseverance which 
would have been wholly beyond 
my power ; unless I had called 
in to my irid another pair of quick 
legs, and another pair of eyes to 
see with, and another hand to 
write with. I do not. know, at 
present, how many are the cases 
of complaint that he has regularly 
brought before Magistrates, and 
bow numerous have been the dis- 
cussions and decisions on those 
complaints. In the course of his 
endeavours, he has obtained some 
convictions, never, in any instance, 
putting one farthing of the penalty 
into his own pocket, although he 
has expended many pounds in 
addition to his labour, in this unr 
dertaking. In part, certainly, his 
motive was that of acting in 
conformity to the known wishes 
of bis father; but, I must put 
in for him the claim to some de- 
gree of thanks from the public for 
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giving extracts of the law upon 
which it was made. This convic- 
tion has^ I believe, had the effect 
of saving at the rate of four or 
five hundred pounds or more, a 
year, in tolls, to the farmers, and 
especially that class of the own- 
ers of carts and wagons which 1 
before mentioned, who live in 
that part of Kent which is almost 
in the immediate vicinity of 
London. 

In several isisfances, the. Ma- 
gistrates have rejected the appli- 
cations of my son, or, in other 
words, decided against his appli- 
cations ; but, in every case (except 
in two cases in which the Magis- 
trates took great time to deliberate, 
and which I have not room here 
more particularly to notice), he^ 
who has studied every part of 
these intricate laws with the 
greatest, care, looks upon their 
decisions as erroneous. He, wish- 
ing to obtain a decision such as 
should settle the several ques- 
tions, and leave no doubt about 
the matter in future, prepared 
divers affidavits on which he in- 
tended to move the court of King's 
Bench to islBue their Mandamus 
to the Magistrates to convict, or, 
at least, to act according to his 
view of the law. But, when he 
came to put his intention into 
execution, he found, from their 



Lordships of the Court, that, not 
having been called to the bar, 
he amid not move the court to do 
any thing in the King* 8 namei 
and, thus, he has been compelled 
to leave the matter, for the pre« 
sent, undecided. 

In order to show how intricate 
these laws are, and how necessary 
it is that the Judges or the Parlia- 
ment should do something to put 
an end to the possibility of these 
turnpike exactions and troubles, 
existing to their present extent* 
I will here insert one of these 
affidavits, containing, as the reader 
will see, no imputation on the 
purity of any Magistrate ; no in« 
Terence of that sort drawn; but 
simply stating a chain of facts 
exhibiting proofs more than suffi- 
cient to induce the Courts or the 
Parliament to take this matter in 
hand without delay. 1 insert this 
affidavit as a relation of facts 
already sworn to, and that can be 
sworn to again with the addition 
of a multitude of facts by a great 
number of witnesses. In tko case 
does my son, nor do I, impute 
corrupt or bad motive to any one ; 
and, in cases where my son com- 
plains of inconvenience as to local 
situation when before the Magis- 
trates, we have no objection that 
it may be presumed by the public 
that the Magistrates acted upon a 
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cenvicilobiii'therr minds ^at the 
prosecittion' oi^ Application was 
really vexaiious and groundless. 
AJltbat 1 have in view in pub- 
lishing the affidavit, which never 
would have been published by me 
if my son could have been heard 
in the Court of King's Bendh, is 
to call the attention of the public 
to the question, and to produce 
application to the Courts or to 
the Parliament, to set to rights a 
matter out of which is continually 
arising disputes^ wrongs, quarrels 
and violences innumerable. With 
this preface^ I insert the affidavit, 
which has arisen out of the exist« 
ence of a species of tolls^ of which 
I am very certain the Courts and 
the Parliament of the present day 
have never had any knowledge.

No doubt had 
erer existed as to the durability 
and solidity of the funds; and, 
besides these, the nation was 
alarmed, from one end to the 
other^ at the cry of danger to pro- 
per^ and religion , All those cir- 
cnmstances would now be wanting: 
indeed, instead of sixteen there 
are sixty millions of annual taxes, 
imd the farmers^ tradesmen, ma- 
mfacturers, and merchants, are 
stripped of the means of lending 
money to the Government^ or ren- 
dering personal service.

Perhaps, the 
naval officers, too, might act very 
well> notwithstanding Mr. Hume's 
just observations on the promo- 
tions in the navy ; but, it must be 
a war of hard knocks ; much cry 
and little wool ; not a war of 
ORDEtlS IN COUNCIL; not 
a war in which men would get 
rich by taking vessels of the ene- 



my and giving them up for pi^r 
ment, with a total di^regar^of t^ 
law^ both civil and navi^. ^ 
war of hard knocks it must be, 
and especially if the Americans 
join in- it, who, be it observed^ 
sigh for the opportunity of making 
us give up that right of.*e<urch, 
which is worth to us forty times as 
much as all our colonies pat to« 
gether. Let it be remembere^t 
that when we made the last peace 
with America, which was actually 
proclaimed as silently and with as 
little show as a proclamation is 
issued for the admission or shut- 
ling out of corn : when we con- 
cluded that peace, it was mutually 
agreed^ or^ at least, the Americans 
assented to leave UNDECiPED 
the question of the right of 
search! This was very ominous. 
Though the Bourbons were re* 
stored^ though *' legitimacy " was 
triumphant^ though, she bad to 
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contend with tts single^^handed, 
and ihon^ het negotiators had 
not heftrd of out total and dread- 
iul discomfiture at New Orleans ; 
jdin she was resolved not to give 
«]^ that point; and we were com- 
pelled to let it sink out of sight, 
or to continue the war with her. 
Since that time she has been in 
negotiation with us, for a treaty 
r€$la(ive fo mutual assistance be- 
ing afforded to the two nations, 
for putt^ an end to the trade in 
slaves to Africa. The treaty was, 
concluded and approved of by the 
Presideni; and h&d been ap- 
proved of by the Ministry and 
Che King in England ; but (and 
pray mark this well), it contained 
a stipulation, authorizing the ships 
of war^ of either of the two na- 
tions/to SEARCH for slaves the 
merchant ships of either nation. 
For this cause^ and for this cause 
miy, the treaty was rejected by 



the Senate of the United Slft^ja 
and thus became na treaty at all, 
the law of America requiring th4^ 
assent of the Senate before rati-^ 
fications cotdd be exchanged. 

These facts, which are wholly 
undeniable, can leave no doubt 
in the mind of any reasonable 
man, that no power in America 
would dare to acquiesce in the 
exercise of our right of search, 
unless compelled to it by dire 
extremity in war. And there can 
be no doubt in the mind of any 
rational man^ that this nation 
never could carry on war, not ' 
only without success, but without 
utter ruin, if stripped of the exer- 
cise of the right of search. During 
the last war we exercised it con* 
stantly and most unsparingly : we 
laid the whole commercial world 
under heavy contribution : we 
extended the right far beyond its 
former limits; and, coupling it 
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with the right o^bhchade, vre, ac- 
tually toQk posae^n of a lai^e 
part of the property of the world. 
This would 6^ all wanting now: 
we might keep a great fleet 
splashing abont upon the waves ; 
but the' trade of our enemies 
would be carried on by the Ame- 
ricans, or we must have that long- 
sided, acute, adventurous, and 
brave race amongst our enemies. 
I trust thai this will not be the 
caseuntil England has shaken off 
this load of debte and funds 5 until 
the King has no Quaker-associ- 
ates in his prerogative of making 
money for his people; and then 
Bngii^hmen would see their island 
sunk out iof sight in^ the ^vaves, 
before they would yield their most 
precious birth-right, the sovereign- 
ty of the seas, which they have 
claimed for seven hundred years^ 
and which they have always ex- 
ercised, e^xeapt m times of mis-^ 
rule. The late war against Ame- 
rica was iti^Qst on our part; for, 
we exercised the right of taking 
their own native subjects out of 
their own ships, and making them 



serve us. This fon^ii^ no j>^r|,9(. 
our rights; but ve,b^c\ ^ rig^tj, 
to take the enemy's goods ^oi|[i 
out of the ship of a friend ; and if 
we do not exercise this right, we 
are the weakest nation in Europe/ 
in wan We-shall bave/it, howr^ 
ever, Xojl^ht for,Ai;kd this greallj, 
adds to the danglers of war. 

All other nations know our si- 
tuation as well as the best of us, 
do. The Turk knows all ab^out 
the paper money, a great deal 
better th^ Anna Brdpis ami 
Doctor BitAcp does; and, if An* 
NA Brodie can tell ns, as she did 
Ihe other day, that the Bank pf 
France consented to save our Bank 
at the time of the " Late Panic,** 
the French Ministers canBot be 
very ignorant of the means pf 
working upon our nerves^ In 
short, it is this debt, for the 
geting rid of which 1 have been 
so ftmcf oirs, and for which anxiety 
I have been so politely •treat*' 
ed in Parliament as .weU as 
out : it is this debt that keeps us 
down, and that has particularly 
driven us to fend France and 
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RiissSa ptir &ssi»(aace in an ^n- 
d^kvbuf to idripple our old friend 
the Turk. The first fear upon 
e^efy occasion like the present 
is j the Very first thought is, and 
must be, with the Minister, what 
effect will this affair have upon the 
paper system 1 The moment he 
proceeds to think of the conse- 
quences, he starts hack ; and thus 
it is^ and thus it must be, as long 
as this debt shall exist. If my 
proposed equitable adjustment had 
taken place when petitioned for by 
the county of Norfolk, we never 
should have seen a Russian fleet 
at S^ithead, much less should we 
have seen England joined in that 
aggression against the Turk, of 
Which, in all probability, she will

now have to rue the conse- 
quences.

plication be made by letter, it 
would be far the best way to direct 
the letter to Fleet-street, addressed 
to me. It will then reach me 
without any delay ; and the order 
will be executed directly, if re- 
quired ; and, if Gentlemen w^sh 
to have the Trees kept to the 
Spring (the last half of March 
and the first half of April being 
very good tiroes for planting)^ they 
shall be put by^ kept with care, 
and sent off at the time requested. 



I am this day taking up (I 
believe) not much short of a mil- 
lion of trees by the hands of six- 
teen Englishmen^ boarded and 
lodged in my iarm-hoi^e, and 
about thirty Englishpien, Irish- 
men, and Scotchmen promiscu* 
ously, who, in these short days, 
give me their labour in exchange 
for 2 lbs. of breads such as every 
one of my family eafs^ and such 
as the ladies and gentlemen of 
two gentlemen's families^ have 
requested the favour to be sup- 
plied with. It is, indeed, the 
very best bread I ever tasted, 
made from flour ground by my 
own men in one of Mr. Parke's 
most useful little %l^\ inills -^ ^ut 

from wheat for which I gave at 

Y 
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the barn door seven shillings and 
sixpence a bushel^ while the ave- 
rage price of wheat is les^ than 
six shillings. Besides these 2 lbs. 
<^f bread per day, I give these 
** helps,** as the Americans very 
correctly call them^ half a pound 
of good sound Cheshire cheese, 
and 2 lbs. of mutton or pork, just 
AS it may suit me^ taking the 
whole sheep or whole pig pro- 
miscuotrsly, but keeping all the 
heads and feet and shanks for 
myself. 

I began to put this s^-stem in 
operation yesterday morning (3rd 
Deeember) at Kensington. Fif- 
teen sotisofthe *' sister kingdom ** 
came in to render me their assist- 
ance, and they were followed, in 
a short time afterwards, by Eng- 
lishmen who are absolutely in 
want of food. The sons of St. 
Patrick had hot, it seemed, been 
duly apprized, not any of them; as 
they said, of the species of reward 
they were to receive for their help. 
It is curious Xo observe, that nine 
out of the fifteen Irishmen, actu- 
ally put down the spade, and 



marched oflT, as soon as they were 
appjrized of the conditions ; and 
that all the Englishmen stuck 
elose to the stuff, and the whole 
marched off at Jiigbt, withthe frail , 
of their labour wrapped up in an 
Ani^triciin " best public instruc* 
tor" Oh ! how it would have glad- 
dened the heart of Mr. Brougham, 
to see them trudging off in their 
rags, delighted, as he would have 
sqpposed, with the '* dntuUdetooal 
raparst " that they wefre about to 
enjoy ; and how glad was I to be 
iabte, consistently with my own 
interest too, to send home to a 
good supper of bread and meat, a 
score of my countrymen, to whom 
r had 'been obh'ged to ntai^ an 
advance upon their bread and 
cheese, in order to enable them to 
tug on till night, though, God 
knows, that night was but a few 
hours dishmt from . the mornings 
The reason alleged by the Irish* 
men for wanting part of the pay- 
ment in money, wj^s, that they iiad' 
RENT to pay : just so, said 1 '; 
and that is just the very reasba 
why you shall havenbtnoney from 
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me^ Come and share, if you 
choose, in » our food ; but one far- 
tbing of my money shall never go 
to an Irish landlord, not even in 
the purchase of Irish provisions. 
To-day (4th Dee.) the " Ae/ps " 
have considerably- increased in 
number. For many reasons, I 
work in thia way by fits and starts. 
The ^* helps" want to be instructed 
in their work, t, myself, must be 
present with them>. and also my 
foreman. Our time^ and especi- 
aUj mine, is precious ; and there- 
fcHre I hayeTdonei in one day, by 
forty men, what another would 
havfe done la twenty days by two 
men. I bring the whole body to- 
gether at their work, so as to have 
every man. under my eye at one 
and the same time. I take notice 
of their different capacities ; and 
in about an hour after they begin, 
all bavicg begun with the spade 
to take up trees, the distribution of 
the labour is made : some taking 
up. trees; some sorting them, the 
large from the small ; some count- 
ing th^m into hundreds and thou- 
sands; some laying them by the 



beelfi in little rows, after they are 
counted ; some carrying them from 
those who have counted them, to 
those who are laying them regu- 
larly by the heels. I began yes- 
terday morning; and,.by this day 
week, I shall not be far from being: 
done, Then> when an order is 
received (if the weather be open), 
it can be executed instantly, as 
tfiere will be some men at Ken- 
sington, constantly packing up 
trees, from this time to the middle 
of April, but not later? 

The orders which I have hitherto 
received, could not be well exe- 
cuted until now. Now, however,, 
these all shall be executed dif- 
rectly;a]l of them before Saturday 
night. I beg to add here, for the 
information, and for the real use 
of gentlemen in the country, that 
they^ suffer greatly in the business 
of planting, from supposing, that 
persons who. call themselves nur* 
seti/men and gardeners, must b 
had for works of this sort. The 
deuce isinit, if 1 can want ex- 
perience in this wiiy ; and I de« 

clare, most sincerely, that I would 

Y2 
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not exchange my sixteen men, %vho 
are, all of them, except two, di- 
rectly from the plough, for any 
twenty men that I could select 
from the best managed nurseries 
in and about London. The coun- 
trymen are attenlire; Ihey are 
careful ; and, as we used to find 
them in the army, they ar^, above 
ail things, tractable and obedient. 
Every officer in the army knows, 
that it is easier to stick upright, 
and to make strut along like a Lord, 
a score of round-backed coun- 
try fellows that drag their heavy 
heels two feet behind their nose, 
than it is to give any thing of to- 
lerable appearance to one single 
artisan, or broken down dandy. 
They take notice of what you say 



have taught them to KEEP ON; 
and every man knows, who knows 
any thing of this matter, that it is 
the tortoise and not the hare, that 
arrives at the end first. 

Having given this account of 
the way in which I am preparing 
my trees for sale, I shall now pro- 
ceed to give a list, first of the seve- 
ral forest trees; placing i^ainsf 
each, remarks here and there, as 
I may think it necessary. The 
reader will see, that I have intro- 
duced into this list, one of the 
Birches, which I lately observed 
were all too small for sale thia 
year. When I came to examine 
them, I found that there were some 
of the White Birch that were quite 
big enough for transplanting inte 



to them ; they do what they are a little nursery. These, therefore. 



bidden to do ; and I have always 
found, that one clear explanation, 
that one showing particularly, was 
quite enough. They have no in- 
fernal conceit and pride to get 
over ; they look upon the most mi- 
nute part of your instruction, as 
being of some importance ; their 
ploughmen's or ploughboy's habits f 



though there are but few of them, 
1 shall sell ; and that, too, at the 
common price of forest trees, 
though 1 have so few : first come, 
first served ; and those who cannot 
have them this year, can, if thej 
choose, have them next. 

I think it necessary to repeat 
the remark, that, to save the troa* 
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ble of much writing, I have num- 
bered all the Trefes and Shrubs ; 
and also ihe Apple Trees ; but 
that these tiumbers do not follow 
one another regularly, having 
been made to correspond with, or, 
rather to indicate the several 
sorts of Trees and Shrubs, at the 
time when 1 sowed the seeds of 
them ; and I was obliged to place 
the numbers regularly after one 
another in my List, according to 
the order in which J received the 
seeds. But, any Gentleman may 
save himsdf the trouble oi writing 
the name of any Tree or Shrirf), 
aiid just use the number instead : 
for instance, if a Gentleman want 
«* Deciduous Cyprus," and want 
a hundred of them, he writes in 
his list, 100 of No. 10, and so on. 
With this preface, which I have 
not been able to make so clearly 
explanatory as I should wish, 
without taking up more of the 
time of the reader than he may 
be desirous to bestow upon such 
a subject, I shall now insert niy 
JList. 



FOREST TREES. 



No. 1, Locust. (Tsxiedo Ata^ia^ 
1st Class, 10«. for 100. 
2d Class, 8s. — 100. 
3d Class, 6«. — 100. 

I had divided the Locusts, in 
my list of the other d*y, into fite, 
classes; but, upon taking them up, 
I find that they cannot, consistent 
with any reason or utility, be divid- 
ed into more than three clauses. 
The prices of the five were, 10«., 8y., 
6s., 4s., and Is., making an average 
of 6s. £ now divide them as above, 
and the average is still the same. 
There arc very few really v^'eak 
plants this year. Those of the third 
class are short, and a few of theih 
weak; but, they will make very 
fine plants next year.*^ The other 
two classes may go into plantations 
directly, and will beat any trees of 
double their height. The biggest 
are the best:, to be sure ; but the 
2d class witl do very well. I would 
recommend the 3d class to be put 
into a Nursery in a Kitchen Garden, 
for a year, rows at . 2 feet apart, and 
plants at six inches. Any one wtio 
disposes of a plat of ground thus, 
ana cuts the trees oft at an inch 
from the ground, in May, or before 
mid-June, will be surprised at the 
coppice that he will have in the 
Autumn. But weeds must not be 
suff'ered to choke them in May^ 
June and July. 

No. 4. White Ash. (Fraxinui 
Americana,) 4$. for 100. 

No. 6. Black Ash. (Fraxinut 
Sambucifolia,) 4s. for 100. 

No. 116. Red Ash. (Fraxinm 
Rubra.) 48. for 100. 

These are, all of them, some o/ 
the finest seedlings that I ever 
saw. All the Black Ash are fit to 
go into plantations alone; and, as 
to the other two, they came up sp 
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thick, that there are many small i come up from the seed ; a few come 
S amongst them which l^ro^e \ u.P^he^^^^^^^^^ 
to keep (after transplantmg .them) 



until another year. If, however, 
.«ny Gentleman should wish to have 
a parcel of these little ones, which 
are nmch taller, however, than I 
ever saw an English seedhng Ash, 
he may have tliem at 3s. a hundreds 



No. 6. Plane. (Planus Occi- 
dentalis,) 5f. for 100. 

In my last list, I put down these 
^t ten shilUngs a hundred, having so 
very few, that are atany size at all ; 
but, upon reflection, I think it will 
he better to charge at once that 
which I think I can afford them at 
in future; and that is, five shillings 
a hundred. I have now discovered 
the mode of making the seed grow. 
I have many thousands of the plants, 
which I shall transplant by and by, 
and which will be fine plants next 
fall, a footer two high ; but 1 have 
very few large enough to trust out of 
my own hands, at present, and though 
the greater part of them are already 
ordered at teri shillings a hundred,. I 
shall sell them at five. 

No. 93. TcLip-TREE, {Lyrioden- 
drum Tnlipirfcra.) 10«. for 
100. 

Treesare like children, and, indeed, 

all animals, in one respect ; namely, 

the better the breed of them, the 

more plague you have to raise them, 

as I have found by a sort^of hogs, 

that I got from Mr. Price, of Ryali 

in Worcestershire; the only fault 

of which, when once 1 have got 

them, is to keep them from being 

fat, for if not Kept poor, which is 

very difficult, the wretches will not 

breed-, and I have a sow, which I 

dare say will weigh five an d> twenty 

score, that was a pasfenger from 

Worcester to London, in a little 

crockery-ware crate, which came by 

the canal, early .in April last. These 

tulip- trees, of whicn to see the seed 

is very difficult, give you no notice 
as to the precise year that they will 



and some the third ; and some even 
the fourth. I have, by dint of per- 
severance, got a pretty good parcel 
of these, about four or five inches 
high, while I have a tulip-tree plank, 
fourteen feet long, and between three 
and four feet wide in every pari of it, 
which is to serve as a diningrtaWe 
for all my men and maids, and which 
will very well accorooiodate half^L* 
dozen "more. This tree will grow as 
well in England as in America; as 
freely and as straight; and I have 
seen ithem many times a hundred 
feet high as straight as a gun-stick. 
The crooked things that we see in 
En«ilahd are raised from Uu/ers; and 
let it always be remembered, that a 
layer is a hra$ich of a tree, and can 
never become any tiling but a limb of 
a tree ; and a limb, as all the world 
knows, is not a trunk. 



No. 8. Cedar, Red. (Juniperis 
Virginiana.) 5s. for 100. 

These, from whieb come the w^Hod 
to make the pencils vrith, and which 
wood is as durable as the hicust^ me 
as difficult little gentlemen as a man 
would wish to have to do with. God 
knows how many kegs of the seeds 
I have sown, but at last I have got a 
good lot of them. They are like, in 
point of size, a seedling fir tree of the 
flju-uce kind ; and I dare say areat 
care mtist be taken in the transplant- 
ing of them ; but tliey are hardy, 
after they have taken root, and even 
more hardy than the Scotch fir, while 
their wood is so preciously valuable. 
The word, Virginiana, inserted in the 
Botanical name, would induce the 
reader to believe, that they are a na- 
tive of only the warmer parts of Ame- 
rica. The fact is this, that, when 
American treesiand shrubs were first 
introduced into England, Virginia, 
which took its name from that moat 
chaUe creature ** sood old Betsey," 
who used to hang her loving subjects 
if they refused to be evidence against 
themselves, before ber high Court 
of Ecclesiastical Commissioners, aad 
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fyfho usdt to nlake their bodkesrsome- i 
'times <li)iiser and someUines shorter I 
' by Uie rack } Ydrginia was, for a lon^ 
^ time, the oaly part of North .A^»e^ 
iwca, which was at all familiar witli 
^lEn^tsbmen^ who, indeed, for some 
time, called the whole country Vir- 

• ginia. Hence^ the. botanists -clapped 
' the various Latin declitiations ot tiie 

name Virginia, to the end of M the 
plants brought from any part of. that 
^ country | but the Red Cedar is as 
much a: native of New Jersey, the 
i state of New York, all the states to 
;the North ofjt, as far as New Hamp- 
shire, and covers the. barren parts of 
Long Island, as thickly as ever it coz 

• vered any cnf the parts of Virginia. 
'These trees grow upon the very poor^ 
est of soil on Long Ishtnd* and there 

-^ the seeds, from wtiich I raised these 
trees, were gathered. The young trees 
come up hrom the seeds dropping 
up<m the ground. The wood is well 

: known from its red heart and famous 
durability ; and it is curious enough 
to be worth observation j that, in the 
Jong conUmiance of snow during the 

r winter^ it is the general practice to 
chop off loads ofthe boughs, which 
are then in their deepest green, to 
bring them in as^ food for sheep. I 
kept . more Aan a hundred sheep 
during ..the winter, principally upon 
cedar boughs, and the leaves of. the 
Indian corn ; and kept them very well 
too; and I never had a sheep die all 
the time I was in,Long Island. Now, 
I do not recommend any body to pur- 

. chase these little thines ; and I have 

, no experience to guide me as to the 
facility and difficulty of making them 

' take root, when, they are transolasit- 
ed ; but I have no dOubt of being 

, enabled to transplant them with suc- 
cess; and if I do not sell them, I shall 

^ transplantthemalUn the spring. If, 

, bowever, I keep tliem another year, 

. the price must be double at least. 

No. 10. CypaESS Deciduous. 

(Ch^r^ssus disticha.) !()«♦ for 

100. 

This, next to the Occidental 

' Plane, and the White Pine, is: the 



biggest tree thatihe wprld has ever 
seen,; and certainly it, is one of the 
most beautiful. The leaves are 
somewhat Uket^ose of an ever- 
green cypress^ but the branches go 
out horizontally, like those of a 
Spruce Fir ; and when the branches 
are loaded "with leaves, they hang 
down from the point. When«re«i, 
the tree is singularly beautifuT, but 
still more so, when it begins to 
change from atgreen to a reddish 
hue. There is one at B^rn Elm, 
which is about fifty or sijjty feet 
high, straight as a line, and the 
leaves of wqioh are still hanging, on, 
as indeed they are upon these little 
plants of mine. They are very easy 
to transplant; and if a dump. were 
to be. made of them wi^iout, any 
other trees amongst them, many, of 
my plants might go into plantations 
immediately. .They should not be 
shaded by other trees ; but if they 
were to stand in a rich nursery for 
one year, and were properly t^en 
care of, they might take tiieir chance 
in any plantations. I. do not know 
the price of these thfegs in the.n!i!r- 
series, but if any oiie can get them 
there for as many shillings as I ask 
pence, he may, I ^aoppose^ think 
ihem cheapi 

No. 12. Honey Locust. ^G/ecfiY- 
sia triacanthos.) 4s. for 100« 

In my former list, published on 
the tenth of November, I put these 
at six shillings a hundred; but I 
wish to make them cheap enough 
to be planted for hedges, for which 
they must ,be the very best trees 
that ever gre^. About six li\mdred 
of them, in two rows, at a foot apart, 
the plants eighteen inches apart in 
the row, and a plant in one row 
coming opposite the interval in the 
other row, the plants well cultivated 
and kept clean for two years, and 
all cut down nearly to the ground 
the seqopd year after planting, 
woi4d, at the ^nd of th^ fourth year, 
make a fence tliat no animal, either 
upon two legs or upon four, would 
ever dare to tdice . A rat might cceep 
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under at the bottom, and possibly 
' a rabbit, by removing the earth a 
little, but nothing can face the 
thorns of this tree, with which the 
branches are so thickly beset, and 
Avhich, the principal i horns of the 
three (for ihey come in threes) being 
an inch and a half long, are, without 
any exaggeration, as sharp, and much 
stronger than a needle. It is impos- 
sible for art to form any thing more 
acute than the point; and no ordi- 
nary man could ever break the ripen- 
ed thorns with his fingers. The thorns 
are frequently made use of in Ame- 
rica in tne mending of harness, or in 
such like ways. Besides this, the 
fast growth of the tree and ihc 
great beauty of its foliage, which is . 
precisely like that of the Mimosa or 
Sensitive Plant, only upon a larger 
scale. The tree grows to about forty 
or fifty feet high. Its wood is of a 
deep yellow, very close texture, must 
be valuable for any cabinet-work; 
but Michaux, though he says it is 
^ood and durable, says it is inferior 
in point df ({urability to, the Locust 
or rseudo Acasla. 

No. 17. White Beech. {Fagu$ 
SylvettfU) ; 

No. 18. Red Berch. {Fagufs 
Ferruginea.) Each 48. for 
100. 

These seedlings ought to go into a 
nursery for a year. They are little 
things, but a little higher than ours 
generally are the first year, owing, 
However, perhaps, to the excellence 
of the ground in which they have 
been sown, and to the very great care 
which has been taken of them,, in 
common with the rest of my plants. 
They have no other peculiar merit 
that I know of, in England, than 
that they diiffer from each other in 
appearance as trees, and that both 
dmer somewhat from our Beech. 

No. 19. BiiACK Walnut. (Jug* 
lans nigra.) 9s. for 100. 

In my former I'lst, I have put four 
shillings against these; bat, as we 



are now to Have gold iri earnett ; as 
'< worthiest ra^8 '' are soon to disap* 
pear, I shall be content with three 
shillings, particularly as these tilings 
are raised with creat facility, as rough 
cultivation suffices for them, and as 
they are attended with comparatively 
litde trouble, from the beginning to 
the end. They may all go into 
plantations at once, the main root - 
shortened to five inches in len2;tn, 
and the fibres tipped with a shacp 
knife. The size of this tree is im- « 
mense ; but it is greatly given to 
hranching out at a little distance 
from the ground. I had last year a 
plate, representing the trunk of one 
of these trees, that grew in the State 
of New York, twenty-six feet in cir- 
cumference at the base, and very 
little smaller at twenty feet from the 
ground. The wood is blacker than 
mahogany, but not so bright. It is 
a solid durable timber; and is used,^ 
Michaux tells lis, as knees in the 
building of ships, the timber being 
fully as strong as ordinary oak ; and 
thf^ numerous limbs of the tree ren- 
der them peculiarly apt for the fur« 
nishing of these knees. 

No. 20. Hickory. (Jnglatis to* 
tnentosa.) 48. for 100. 

This tree is of very slow growth 
for the first two or three years. If 
they are to be planted amongst other 
trees, they must have a year in a 
good nursery, else they will be over- 
shaded and kept down. When once 
they begin to start oft', they get on 
apace, and make a very beautiful tree 
of ti)e height and size of an orcfi- 
narj* beech. The wood is made use 
of for ail purposes where toughness 
is required, and pfiability at the same 
time, in which last respect Jt sur- 
passes even the Wliite Oak. They 
are more difficult to raise from the 
seed than the Black Walnut, and the 
nuts are not so easily obtained. 

No. 21. Persimon. (jyiospiros 
Virginuma,) 4s. for 100. 

Here is another Vir»tniana! Thowgh 
the tree grows hei^e and there in all

parts of the country, during the 
stretch from north to south. It^oes 
not attain a greater height than 
furty or fifty feet in general, bears a 
sort of plumb, a litue smaller than 
ih,e green gage plumb, and of a red- 
dish colour. MicHAUx calls it the 
American Lancewood. And he says, 
that in the southern States, where 
the rest jof the woods have been cut 
down, the Persinions have always 
been preserved. He praises even the 
fruit. At any rale, it is a very beau- 
tiful tree, and with proper pruning, 
would grow up in a handsome shape, 
and sumciently quickly. He says, 
that it is used by turners for large 
screws, and that the negroes employ 
it for wedges, in splitting the trimks 
of trees ; and he particularly observes, 
that it is betterlhan any other wood 
in America, as shafts for chaises and 
poles for coaches. 

Na22. Wild Black Cherry. 
(Cerasus NigrUf Virginiana.) 
3s. for 100. 

Another Virginiana^ which sho^s, 
by the bye, what a folly it is for men 
to give names to things, before they 
really know any thmg about the 
matter. Longlsland, and parts much 
more to the north, are well set with 
these trees. I had one, which 



was 



more than 90 feet hi^h, standing at 
the side of my house in Long Island. 
I saw one more than one hundred 
feet high, which had a hole in its 
trunk, where a limb had been blown 
off, cut down by a farmer, for no 
other purpose than that of getting 
at the honey of a swarm of wild bees, 
that had made their combs in its 
trunk, and which had collected to- 

f ether for him there, a couple of 
our barrels full of wax and honey. 
The Americans are a very gentle and 
compassionate people ; but they have 
no mercy on either trees or bees. 
The wood of this cherry is red ; or 
at least of a pale red. It is beautiful 
in the makmg of furniture of all 
sorts ; it is very beautiful in its fo- 
liage, and stiU more so in its flower, 
which hangs down sometimes in im- 



mense quantities, from a height of 
sixty or seventy feet. The tree, like 
the Hickory, though not so much so^ 
goes on but slowly for a year or two ; 
but, then mounts at a great rate pro- 
vided onl^ it be not put under the 
shade of other trees. The trees should 
stand pretty close together, in one 
and the same plantation, excldsive of 
all other trees. These that I have 
ought to go into the nursery for one 
year: they are very easily moved; 
very seldom fail ; and will, like other 
trees, move better the second time 
than the first. I put these at \8, a 
hundred the other day ; but, foresee- 
ing that Lord Goderich will never 
again dispense " worthless rags '^ 
from the portals of an ancient but con* 
stitutional monarchy^ I am induced 
now to sell them at three shillings a 
hundred, though the devils do lie 
two years in the ground, and though 
they have for two years past played 
me tlie trick of not coming up at alL 

No. 30. Catalpa. {Bignonia. 
Catalpa.) 45. for 100. 

I should suppose that while I ofier 
these plants for less than a hal^enny 
apiece, though tlicse, which I now 
happen to have, have been once re* 
moved, no nurseryman can or ought 
to sell them under a shilling apiece^ 
if for so little ; my object is to make 
the thing general ; and to make it 
general, it must be sold at a cheap 
price,. The tree thrives in the coldest 
parts of the United States ; it ^ets ta 
a considerable size ; its wood is yel- 
low, and is, I believe, as durable as 
that of the Locust, but it does not 
grow so fast, and does not attain 
to any thing near the size of the 
Locust, though it sometimes rises 
to the heignt of forty feet or 
more. It is valuable, where Locusts 
are^to be had as an ornamental 
tree : the leaf, which is very large, 
and of a fine pale green, keeps its 
freshness all the summer Ions, and ita 
flowers are much more beautiful than' 
those of the horse chesnut, and hang 
from the branches in the most ele- 
gant manner. From a want of a 
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knowledge of the nature of the tree 

in its natural aize, it has generally 

'been planted in England as a mere 

• shrub, and of c^mrse has pined under 

• 4he shade of loftier trees, or has been 
kept cut down to prevent its rising 
above Laurels, Lilacs and Guelder 
Roses, and, of course, has very sel- 
dom come into bloom; but where- 
ever itiias had a fair chance, it has 
grown and blown as well here as in 
America. There is one at Hampton 
Court, which was full of bloom this 
year. I have seen but one other this 
summer, which was also ilill of bloom, 
-and that stands in the parish of Ful- 
liam, near a genteel house, a little 
further on from Walham' Green to 
Fulham, than the end of the road 
turning down to Parson's Green. 

No. 14. WiiXTE Birch. (Betula 
populifoHa,) 4s. for 100. 

I had, before, given a statement of 
my situation, with regard to this tree. 

. I thought, that uU the plants were 
too small for sale; but in taking 
them up for the purpose of trans- 

. planting, I found that there were a 
few that would do very well. The 
loot is ten times as big as the plant : 
it should be cut off with a sharp knife, 
so as to leave it about three or four 
inches long, put into a little nursery, 
the side shoots primed oil' during the 
summer, and in the fall, each will be 
n little tree, from two to three feet 
high. All that is so well known cibout 

' the hardiness of our own Birch^ ap- 
plies to all the birches of America, 
which, as Miller observes in his 
famous book, besides being far more 
beautiful tnan ours in colour as well 
as in form, grow to a much greater 
size, form an erect tree hke a beech, 
and, as Miller says, grow faster 
and are more tough for hoops and 
such like purposes, while the ^mik 
is very far from being despicable, 
when used as timber. One of the 
great qualities of the Btrdi is, that 
It is, I believe, the very earliest of 

. all deciduous trees in putting forth 

• its leaves in the spring, and it pre- 
serves those leaves till very lat© . in 



the fall. 'For many years, I ob- 
served (so true, is nature) that the 
pheasants never began to erow till 
we could see the Bircb. leaves from 
the distance of a quarter of a mile, 
Tl^e Birch will grow in any land ; 
on a sand bank, in aswainpy in 
clay, and in gravel ; and, as far as 
I have observed, every where 
equally fast. 

No. 117. Wat^ Locust. (G/e- 

ditsia nymosperma^) 5«. for 

100. 

There is a mistake about the pnce 

of these in the last list, I. have very 

few of them ; they are a variety of 

the Locust, but with a smaller 

flower, and a shorter seed pod. 

No. 25. Sassafras. (Laurus Sas" 
safras.) 1«. each. 

Notwithstanding we are sterc to 
have gold, I cannot bring myself to 
lower the price of these; for, I am 
very stire, that all that I have, would 
not, at a price of a shilling apiece, 
repay me for my outgoings, in my 
endeavQurs to introduce/this tree 
into common cultivation in Eng- 
land. 1 have said enough about 
this tree before, and do not like to 
repeat it here ; but I must say that 
it would be a greater acquisition to 
the country, than almost any other 
tree, except the Locust, the Black 
Walnut, the White Oak, the Ashes 
and the Elms. 

No. 2. White Oak. {Quer€iu 

Alba.) 4*. for 100. 

The qualities of this tree. have 
been so often mentioned by me, that 
I need say iiolhing about them here. 
These seedlings are the tallest I ever 
saw, and I am sorry to say I have 
but very few of th^m. They have. 
In general, .made a second shoot, 
three or four inches long. Few as 
they are in number, I will not. raise 
the price ; but when they are gone, 
I cannot make more of thenpi. 

No.;84. Live Oak. (Quercm Vi^ 
rcws.) lOff.forlOO. 
This is what we call thbEvei^reea 
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Oak, and what the Ameueans call | 
. the Live Oak, because it is green or 
. olive If kea other oaks have no leaves, 
and look as if <they were dead. Ac- 
cording to MicHAux's acconnt, and 
V according to tny own observation, 
the tree grows just as well here, and 
attains as great a size, as it does in 
America, where, as he justly ob^- 
serves, it very much resembles in 
'Shape a good lai^e, short-trunked 
apple tree, sending forth limb upon 
Jimb in every direction, each limb 
rivalling the trunk in point of size. 
This shape of its timber renders it 
peculiarly fit for knees in ship build- 
mg ; and, as to durability^ it is abso- 
lutely imperishable. 1 have a piece 
of Live Oak now, which my corre- 
ijspondent assures me hasbeen stand- 

- ingout of doors, or rather lying upon 
the ground in a ship-yard in New 
York, for more than 50 years. Hence 
it is, rhat all American ships, that 
are advertized for SALE, are posi- 
tively asserted to be built of Live 
Oak and Cedar, two sorts of trees, 
which, if the very last oLthem were 

. cut down in the cx)untry, would not 
make the tenth part of the ships, 
which have been asserted to consist 
of them ; besides which, th« Live 
Oak is as heavy as Lignum Vitae, if 
not heavier ; a species of lying, how- 
ever, which we cannot regard as a sin 
of a very deep die, when we recollect, 
that the cheese which comes from 

- Stilton would, very Hkely, in one 
year, if it could be turned into brick 
or stone, build the houses of a parish 
more populous than Stilton That 

• this very hardy and beautiful ever- 
green, which, if the;trees be plaiited 
pretty closely and pruned up a little, 
will attain the height of forty or fifty 
feet, is as hardy as an English.Oak, 
and will growas well in this climate, 
any body may be satisfied, who will 

' go and look at the'Live Oaks in Kew 
&ardens, or at Good Wood, in Sussex. 

• Why not make a plantation of them, 
•and of them only ? What a beautiful 
"thing on the side of a hill ; and they 
-will grow on any soil; and Michaux 

says, that the more they getjof the 



sea bceeze the better;; from wliich 
breeze, it is well known, our oaks 
flinch in the most conspic^uous maa- 
ner. My plants, are (seedlings, and 
ought to go into a nursery for a year, 
but not more. I have hut very few 
comparatively, with the acorns t 
sowed; and at. the above, piice J 
shall hardly make both ends meet. 



SHRUBS. 

No. 40. Prickly Ash. ~ {FraxU 
nus 0mm Americana,) 4d, 
each. 

I know nothing of this shrub, ex- 
cept from the description I have had 
of it. Its leaves are just like those 
of an English ash. It rises 'with a 
long slender stem, with hardly any 
branches, and has, it seems, flowers 
at the end of the shoots. Its stem is 
prickly, like that of the dog-rose. It 
IS a plaguing thing enough, and has 
laid very sulkily three years in the 
ground, but has grown pretty freely 
this summer, and is to all appearance 
a fast-growing thing. 

No. 45. Nettle WOOD. {Celtis 
Ocddentalis*) 4c?. e&ch. 

This is a very rare shrub in the 
country from which it comes ; it is 
of the tallest order, and grows very 
fast. The Canadian French call it 
boU ineonnu or unknown wood. 

No. 47. Staff-tree. {Cehstrus 
Scandens,) 4d. each. 

I do not know any thing about it. 

No. 48. Clethra Alnifolia. 
4d, each. 

No. 49. Judas-tree. (CercU,) 
4d: each. 

No. 50. BioNONiA Radicans. 
4d each. 

This last is the American trum- 
pet-flower, that creeps up walls and 
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houses, that produces large aiid fine 
blossoms, resembling somewhat the 
mouth of a trumpet, and that is more 
ornamental than almost any thing 
that covers walls or sides of houses 
It wants no nails or shreds, but sends 
its claws into the bricks or stones 
and shifts for itself. 

No. 54. Halesia Tetraptera. 
4d. each, 

I know nothing about it 

No. 57. Iron Wood. (Carpimis 
Osirya.) 4rf. each. 

By some mistake there were three- 
pence put against this name in the 
place of fourpence. I knovy not 
whether the wood be worthy of this 
appellation ; but I am sure the seed 
is, for it must have two years in the 
ground, and even then it comes up 
with great reluctance^ 

No. 58. Symphonia racemosa. 
4d. each. 

I know nij^hing about this shrub, 
only that k is a tast grower, and that 
its seeds lie two years in the ground. 

No. 61. DoG-wooD. (Cornm 
Florida,) 4d. each. 

I have formerly said enough about 
this very early and beaut itlii shrub, 
which would be in full bloom here, 
in the month of March. A mortally 
troublesome fellow, coming up the 
second year, just soon enough for our 
frosts to give it a nip. I thus lost 
full five-sixths of mine tjiis year. 
Those that remain are very fine 
plants, and their leaves, as red as 
blood, are yet hanging on them. 

No. 66. Fox- GRAPE. ( ViHs Vui- 
pina.) Ad, each. 

I have said enough of this before. 
Well calculated to creep up and co- 
ver over stunted old trees, in any 
soil. 

No. 67. PyrUS ARBUTIfOLIA. 

Ad. each. 



This is a vicry fine shrub, it being 
already a foot high. Its seed lies in 
the ground two years; but ihen^ 
comes up very well. 

No. 89. Sour Tupelo. (Nyssa 
capita ta.) Ad, each. 

No. 90. Large Tupelo. (Nyssa 
grandideiUala,) Ad, each. 

These are tall, beautiful decidu- 
ous shrubs, that attain a conside- 
rable bright, and that grow very 
fast. They did not come up till last 
spring, and are now of a good height. 

No. 97. Black Gum. (A^sso 
Sylvaticd.) Ad, each.. 

A taller shrub, Micuaux say«, 
than either of the Tupelos. Some- 
times it rises sixty or seventy feet, 
with a trunk twenty inches in dia- 
meter; the leaves are five or six 
inches long. He represents the wood 
as of great utility for cogs and naves 
of small dimensions, on account of 
it» being so difiicult to split, for whic^ 
reason, it is used by shipwrights for 
the caps of raasls, and for blocks, 
whenever it can be got. The quantity 
wanted for these uses in America is 
so great, that the occidental plane is 

fenerally resorted to for blocks, it 
eing equally difficult to split; but, 
beiu^ lighter, it is not so good for 
shipblocks as this Black Gum. I have 
found it an extremely difficult gen^ 
tleman to bring out of the ground 
when itgot in it. 

No. 87. Red Bay. {Lamus Caro^ 
linienm) Ad, each. 

This is an evergreen, which the 
Americans call Ilea Bay, on account 
of the colour of its seed. This laurel 
rises, Michavx says, to the height 
of sixty or seventy feet, with a trunk 
sometimes twenty inches in diameter. 
I have found them sufficiently diffi- 
cult to raise, and njy correspondent 
found it still more difficult to get the 
seed. The plants are very fine, al- 
though not large; as indeed scedhngs 
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cannot very well be. I never saw any 
one of thecn in England. 

No. 71. Althea Fautex. 4$, for 
100. 

That is to say, as niy readers 
know very well, less than a halfpenny 
apiece for a shrub, the leaves of 
which have not, even to this day, 
dropped off, or have but just dropped 
off, and which I saw in full bloom, 
within this month, at Mr. Mal- 
~ comb's nursery at Kensington. The 
beauty of the shrub may be easily 
guessed by his having selected a 
patch of it to plant just by the side 
of the Turnpike road, to attract the 
attention of the lovers of shrubs, 
liis appeared to me, to be about 
four years old, and as a nurseryman, 
he ought to sell every one of them 
for as much money as 1 sell a hun- 
dred of mine ; but my object is, to 
make the cultivation of them gem- 
ral, in England ; and I am enabled 
to sell at the price 1 do, from the 
facilities I have of obtaining the 
seed, and with regard to other cir- 
cumstances connected with the 
rearing of the plants. I would re- 
commend to purchasers fo put my 
seedlings into a nursery for a year, 
and then plant them out. In clumps 
of low shrubs this surpasses almost 
any thing I know of. It removes 
well, it grows fast, and is, in every 
respect, a most beautiful shrub. 
The money for them is really not 
worth namihe; but still the great 
numbers make them amount to 
something.

rate, theseare so many new apples 
introduced ii>to England. 



ASPARAGUS PLANTS. 

The price is, as it was last year^ 
^. 6d. a hundred. 

Experience has taught me, that - 
there is a ^neral error prevs^hng as 
to the cultivation of this almost only 
garden- vegetable that I ever eat, or 
think worth eating.. There is such 
a fuss about making Asparasut beds^ 
and about managing them»tliat very 
few people, comparatively, have the 
plant at all ; and gardeners (and they - 
are in the right of it) would make 
one believe, that they are not to be 
gotten, except by a sort of conjura- 
tion. The fact is, that the plant is 
as hardy as any weed that ever grew. 
It will grew in any soil, and. may be 
treated without any sort of ceror- 
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mooy. ^ The roots go deep ; thei>e* 
fore, the deeper the ground is trench- 
ed «iid the better, it is^t the better the 
plants will grow. If you want the 
Amragos with- lone white shwaks^ 
witn a uttle tip of red at the top, you 
idttBtlay-B ^udd^al of earth upon the 
crowns, for the shoots to come up 
thfongh. Butj'the plant does notrc- 
^i^ire this; anditwantsnorcn^mTf^over 
iritk9 winter^ nor any care of the kind. 
— Theiiistory of those that I shall 
seU this year will' show the natureof 
the plant. as to hardinessw-— We dug 
up the seedlings last year, and put 
them* \ipoa matSj in order to- count 
them and pick out the best. The 
refuse were flimg into s heap in the 
garden, like a heap of the roots of 
cduck^grass* There they lay from 
December till April, when, having 
occasion to remove them to the 
dunghill, in order to sow the plat 
on which they lay, I perceived 
that they were not only alive ^ 
but that their little buds were 
actually beginning to start ! Oh, oh 1 
said I, no wonder that the Yankees 
have such plenty of Asparagus 
without covering and without beds : 
things do not want bed and blan- 
kets, if they can lie out of doors at 
this rate. — ^The heap went to the 
dufighill: but, when we had done 
sowing the tree-seeds (which occu- 
pied all the ground), we went to the 
aunghill, took a parcel of these as- 
paragus, and planted them in alleys, 
between some of the beds of tree- 
seeds. Here they had to stand walk" 
ing and trampling upon by the per- 
sons (not very ceremonious) who nad 
to weed the beds many times during 
the summer. And yet, of thousands 
of these plants, thus treated, I do not 
believe, tnat any died^ Their stalks 
were, at last, very nearly as high as 
those of asparagus generally, when 
old ; and, if they were to remain 
where they are, 1 have no doubt of 
their producing asparagus of a tole- 
rable size, next spring.—- This is quite 
enough to show, that we have been 
in great error as to the cultivation of 
ibis pfciDt. The ground ought to be 



well tnenched, fHird: made rioh';, the ] 
rows a foot apart, and tlie plants 
about six incher apart, in. the row... 
. Between every four rows, there should 
be^an ^\t»f ol tv^fsei, to walk in, to 
cut the asparagus without treading 
upon the crowns'; and, if you want 
long white shanks, the earth should^ 
be thrown on the rows out of these 
alleys. The gfound should be forked 
up in March, and be kept quite clean 
all summer; but, there needs.92o>a^ . 
vering, and no fuss. — If the soil be 
bad at bottom, clajf or chalk or gra- 
vel, the plants will give out, when 
they reach it Haire some mote 
ready to succeed them, then, in an- 
other spot ;> and - wheli ' that wears > 
out, take another. — A drill, a rod 
long, win (if tlie seed*be good) give* 
plants enough for a new plantation : 
they may, the next year, be trans- 
planted in pretty close rows, and the 
next year they will be, as mine are 
now, fit for final planting out. 



STRAWBERRY PLANTS. 

I HAVE only two sorts, the 
Keen's seedling, and tbeHAUT- 
Bois. They will be sold at half a 
crown a hundred, like those of last 
year. Like the Adparagus^ they 
may be planted at any time before 
May, if (he weather be open. 



SEEDS.

EATING SYSTEM. 

Bam-Ebn farm, Surrey, \Hh Dee, 1827. 

On all bands it is agreed that 
there is a great want of employ* 
ment for the labouring class of 
the people. The cause of this, 
that is to say, the orig;ina] cause, 
has been the weight of the taxes^, 
and the operation of the paper- 
money monopoly; these hare 
driven occupiers of manufactories 
and of farms to those measwes 
which shift the weight from their 
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own shoulders to those of the de- 
fenceless class of labourers. These 
•measures hare been, the invention 
of machines of rarious descriptions, 
for the purpose of diminishing the 
quantity of manual labour^ and of 
reducing the wages of the laboureirs 
to the lowest possible degree con- 

' sistent with their bare existence ; 
and even that would have been 

. kept from them, and a resort to the 
rights of nature^ on the paiis of 

. the labourers, must have taken 
place long ago, had it not been 

* for the Poor Laws. An insurrec* 
tion of hunger nnpst have put an 
end to the Government itself, had 
ii not been for those laws. 

The schemes^ the models, the 
discuBsiuns v^ballj as well as in 

. print, most in vogue amongst the 
** Affricutturi8t$/* as the nbnsensi- 

' cal phraseology of the day terms 
them, have all turned upon that 
most ** deiitabk "thing, diminidh* 
ing the wages of labour; or, in 
other words, deducting from the 
' share the labourer formerly re- 
ceived from the produce of the 
earth : wind^ water, fire, and all 



the arts and sciences, have been 
pressed into the service, for the 
purpose of effecting this object,* 
UU at last a Scotchman formally 
announces a scheme of ploughing 
the land by steam, and of greatly 
augmenting the produce of the 
earth that way ; forgetting, as 
Scotchmen do^' upon such occa^ 
sions, that he would destroy the 
people for whom the produce of 
(he earth is wanted; that our 
King would have machines ajid 
not men for his sul^ects ; and 
that the country, which would be 
wholly defenceless, woutd bring 
invaders out of mere charity to 
eat the Scotchman's ** surplufii 
produce.'' Every thing that can 
be done by wheels, by iron, by 
steely by wood, by borsesj hits 
been done by them, as it were for 
the purpose of starving the labour- 
ing classes out of existence.

their mouldy cheese, or their old 
" mouldy stale loaves, provided 
your Pacha-ship should, in capa- 
' city and wisdom as a sole judge, 
present such good things to them 
for their labour. You assert as 
- your reason, for giving men vie* 
' tuafs instead of money, that you 
cIo it, first, td tiefriend the labourer 
' by introducing a heiiet gystem of 
^ paying ; and, secondly, to prevent 
the big brewer, the West India 
' planter, the East India trader, and 
the Irish landlord from getting 
your money ; as to the first as- 
sertion, it is hypocritical and delu- 
• sive. You are well aware, that 
not being able to catch men and 
make them work, you are com- 
pelled to give them something 
that will induce them to work for 
yod, and that something is what 
you can find most convenient to 
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part with, and that too in as small 
a quantity as you can induce men 
to undertake so short a job. 
There is little doubt, if your cof- 
fers could be peeped into, it would 
be found that you are not amongst 
the hoarders of gold ; — and that it 
is much more easy to obtain tick 
from a butcher, porkman, bacon 
seller, cheesemonger, or baker, 
than it is to find money to pay the 
wages like an honest, upright far- ' 
mer. Talk of cotton lords, indeed, 
or master manufacturers, they 
have never presumed to go so far 
as you ;-^hey have paid in goods, 
but with fear and trembling; but 
you are audacious with it, you 
boast of your superior wisdom, 
and wish to set the example to the 
whole country. To the honour of 
Englishmen, however, yon are the 
first man that dared thus t>petily 
to oppress the labouring people. 
You know that there is no law 
which comprehends your new sys- 
tem, the law only comprehends 
engagements made with servants 
in husbandry, when the price js 
named in money ^ you know well 
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that you can refuse to pay the 
bread, cbeese, and meat, if you 
please, and leave the poor fellow, 
if he should affront your highness, 
to go home naked handed, as he 
rannot appeal to the magistrates. 
If you are successful in your new 
scheme, we shall have plenty of 
sole judges, who will give what 
they please, as to weight or qua- 
lity, to their labourers. There are 
plenty of persons in the manufac- 
turing districts that would hail you 
as a Great Man indeed, they 
wpuld consider William Cobbett 
as the greatest of the Great Men, 
if he would introduce his system 
among their work people; you 
wpiild no longer complain of Pres* 
ton majHifacturers^ you would be 
thehr angel, if you could establish 
a fvsten^ which would enable them 
to pay their servants in mutton 
and4>read, instead of money ; and 
if you could also make them the 
sole judges, you would. Saint 
William, be canonized, if not dei* 
fied, by them. The great financier, 
who writes so ably upon gold an(f 
p^[>er, has made the wonderful 



discovery, th^t the way to mjike 
a nation happy, and the finances , 
flourishing, is to banish money f];^m ■ 
the classes who produce every^ , 
thing, and who are the great 
consumers, and chain of society ;. 
writers and idlers like himself, are 
only rings fastened on the chain, ^ 
they maybe taken away as useless, 
and the chain remain firm : but fol- - 

low up your scheme, cut off thepro- .. 
ducer from being an active iigent, ; 
let his master provide Cor him, and 
decide upon his wants or enjoy- . 
nienift fd la Cobbett^ and the whole 
fabric would tumble together. After 
this egregious bluncfer, yjou may , 
write upon gold and upon paper^ 
but you will only be laughed at . 
and despised. For the future you 
will be reckoned either blockhead 
or hypocrite-7-blockhead, if you 
really think that the nation could 
be carried on under a system 
where the labourers were gene- , 
rally paid in kind — hypocrite, if 
you, under the pretext of forward- 
ing this system for the benefit of , 
your country, seek only your own .

I dare say, the colour of a kite's 
foot, if he be really an <' <^pera- 
rative," andnota shopkeeper, and 
not a publioao, endeavours to 
inculcate the . notion, that I ffain 
something by tiiis pectdi^ mode 
of payment. Now, the &ct is 
thisj that the things which J give 
in lieu of moneys would cost the 
labourer, if he Jiad to purchase 
them, between two shillings and a 
half a crown per day, nearer the 
latter than ihe former ; and as to 
the bread, he cannot purchase so 
good for any money whatever. 
To me, die cost is considerably 
less thau' it would-be to him, the

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greatest attention in the manner 
of doing it, and with the acciden- 
tal assistance of yery zealous 
friends. But, with all these ad- 
vantages, these allowances of food 
oost me a great deal more, perhaps 
a third more, than 1 could have the 
same quantity of labour done for 
in money. Some Irish labourers 
would have worked, would have 
done the same work; they ex- 
pressed a wish to do it for a shiU 
ling a day, and I have no doubt 
that they would have done it for 
sixpence. I have rejected a2/such 
overtures, being resolved that no 
man shall work for me who has 
not a belly full of good food, 
consisting always of meat and 
bread, and sometimes of cheese. 
So that it is clearly not the 
saving of money that I have in 
view. This tea-kettle man , who 
deems hot water, sanded sugar, 
and the juice pressed from ash 
leaves or currant leaves, or some 
such stuff, a luxury f o be enjoyed ; 
this greedy shopkeeper or publi- 
can, or this enervated and despi- 
cable operative, wishes to repre- 



sent this scheme of mine as resem* 
bling the practice in the manaiac* 
turing counties of paying the work- 
men in goods instead of money. 
Nothing could be more false than 
this representation : in the manu- 
facturing counties, the bargain is 
made in money, and fulfilled in 
goods, and the labourer is com-' 
pelted Uy buy the goods of the 
master at his own price ; and the 
wretch is also compelled to live 
in the shed of the master^ and to 
pay him rent at his own rate for 
that shed. Here, in my case, the 
bargain is in meat, bread, and 
cheese. I know nothing of the 
dwelling-place of the labourer; 
he is no more dependant upon 
me than I am upon him. In the 
midst of a state of civil society, he 
and I stand, with regard to one 
another, very nearly npoa the 
footing pointed out by the law of 
nature. 

Perhaps, and indeed the fact 19 
so, that the best possible proof of 
the goodness of my scheme, is its. 
complefe success. I have, at the 
moment I am sitting here writing. 
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forty-one men digging in a field ; 
thirty-nine of them being men who 
do not live in my house, and of 
whose names and places of resi- 
dence 1 know nothing. This is the 
third day of their digging. During 
the two first days, after setting 
them on in the morning, 1 was 
entirely absent from the pflace, 
having gone into Sussex the first 
day, and returned the next. I 
have not yet seen* them to-day, 
but 1 know that they go on vety 
well, and that my field^will be 
soon turned up. I began the sys- 
tem upon a small scale at Ken- 
sington, during the whole of last 
week. I had my own men, and, 
upon an average, fourteen stran- 
gers. I received alike, and shall 
alwaysreceive. Englishmen, Irish- 
men, or Scotchmen. The Irish- 
men did not relish my scheme ; all 
the rest did. Though the former 
took home their payment, not a 
man of them brought a morsel of 
victuals the next day. , On the 
fourth day, hunger pressed them 
when the Englishmen sat down to 
dintier at twelve o'clock. They 



wanted something to eat : I gave 
(hem an advance of 'bread and 
cheese, or of bread alone, for I 
forget which ; but told them that I 
would not do it again, and asked 
them why they could not briiig 
their victuals, like those meii there* 
whom they saw eating their din- 
ners. I got no answer from them; 
they had the remainder of theit 
payment at night, and / have 
never seen an Irishman since, 
though they stand about the cor- 
ners of the streets at Kensing- 
ton, in crowds, their rags dancing 
with the wihd, and their faces the 
very picture of fisimine, forming as 
great a contrast with the young 
men who are fed in my house^ as 
it is possible for imagination to 
conceive. I made it a rule, to 
give every new man, an advance 
of food upon his first day's allow- 
ance. Without a single excep- 
tion, the Englishmen have all 
come after the first day with a 
good hearty dinner of bread and 
meat, tied up in a handkerchiefi 
or tied up in a bag. And is not 
this, does the reader imagine, a

Well as ray men were off at 
Botley, compared with other la-^ 
bburers^ still they were miserable 
wretches; and I, who have been 
at work with them in the fields 
and in the woods hundreds of 
timesy declare that I never saw 
a man of them with a bit of meat 
for his dinner^ either in the field 
or in his house 1 I used to talk 
to them about it, and ask them 
what the devil they did with their 
money 1 " Still they were in rags> 
and their faces like liatchets, and 
not a bit of red upon their cheeks,. 
The wives were in ' general well** 
behaved women, ai»l net lazy or 
extravagant in. appearance, and 
the thing to me was wholly un« 
accountable. But, when I came, 
o reflect on those, detaik which I 
have stated in '' Cottage Eco- 
nomy," the mystery was solved in 
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9L moment. A man has nothing 
to do but to read *' Cottage 
Economy/* to know the trae im- 

• 

mediate cause of the misery of the 
labouring classes of the people of 
England, of their ailments, their 
immoralities, and the whole of the 
miseries that mark the various 
stages of their existence. 

Having this experience and 
conviction, I resolved to act upon 
it here; and indeed it was amongst 
the motives of my taking this 
farm. I do not say that it was 
one of the most powerful motives; 
but, I resolved at the first to keep 
at least a dozen single men in my 
house ; to confine myself to Eng- 
lishmen as &r as related to this 
branch of the business, but to 
take them promiscuously from 
any part of England. I soon 
saw that would do well ; but, these 
men in my house are much 
more than half employed, at this 
time of the year, in the nursery 
^ep^rtment : then there are others 
to . grind the wheat, dress the 
flour, look afler hogs, cows, oxen, 
and sheep. So that, when I bad 



a couple of fields of perhaps 
ten acres each, some of the soil 
of which I wanted to see the sun 
and that had never seen it before^ 
and which must be ready for 
wheat sowing in a month or six 
weeks, or thereabouts, 1 began to 
lament that, after all, the- big 
brewer, and the rest of the in- 
fernal tribe would come in for 
the greater part of my^oney. 
In this difficulty, I thought of 
having the land PLOUGHED, 
and had actually spoken to a 
roan at Hammersmith, who 
keeps a stout team, to do the 
ploughing by the acre, with this 
stipulation, that his ploughman 
and boy should be fed at my farnir 
I thought, that as horses did not 
deal in tea and sugar, and brewer's 
poison, and as they certainly 
would not carry any money to the 
Irish landlords, that was some* 
thing better than paying diggers, 
in money ; but, then, when I re- 
fleeted that the ploughman would 
carry part of his earnings lo the 
accursed sbop,or the poison-house; ' 
that his master would do the / 
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some mitfa liis profits; and ibat 
the bones would go to ibe com- 
diandler and the faaj^dealer, and 
other middle devjlt, that eat us up 
alive, I wBB in the deepest dia- 
tresB, and half ni^ed mj self out 
of the&rm-bouse again; fer,there 
it was thai 1 had been sleeping 
until Ibe cock bad waited me, and 
Mt me to think upon the subject. 
One thought led to another; and, 
at last, it occurred to me to paj in 
food only, and that, too, in the 
manner that I am now doing it. 

{ was so delighted with the dis< 
corery, that it hegaa (o he upon 
paper in about twenty minutes 
ftflsr I had made it. I hare now 
tried it; I find it good, and stick 
to it I will. The reader will 
obserre, that my present scale of 
payment is for the very shortest 
daya of the whoWyear. " Aye," 
says Bull Frog, " and when 
" thee wants the men bj-and- 
".by in the long days to zow thee 
*'zeeds, tbee mont goo to the 
" Deril to rind 'era." Not a step, 
good Bull Fn^ ; but I am neither 
K foolish nor so unjust as (o think 



ofgiring the men no more in the 
long days than 1 ite them in the 
short days. More bread, more 
meat, more cheese, and probably 
I shall find it convenient to furnish 
them with milk in the field. Never 
shall I be without as many men 
as 1 can employ. In the short 
harvett that I shall have to get in,' 
I dare say 1 shall give a good 
reaper a leg of mutton for a day, 
besides bread and milk and other 
things; BO Ibat, big brewer may 
despair, as far as relates to 
me, and so may tea and sugar

May it please Your Majesty, 

We are informed, by the Lon- 
don newspapers, that Lord Gode- 
BicH has actually resigned his 
office as First Lord of the Trea- 
sury and Premier. It is stated, 
that one of the causes is his ill 
state of health, or lowness of 
spirits, occasioned by the death 
(last year) of his only child. It 
is curious that this cause should 



operate thus now^ when, several 
months nearer the time of its 
taking place, jt did not prevent 
his Lordship from taking upon 
him the office of first minister! 
This is curious; and, besides, 
since that event took place, his 
Lordship has had a son bom to 
him : so that he is not childless : 
and, as it happens, the child that 
died was a daughter! This, 
therefore, is manifestlv a false 
pretence^ set up, not by Lord 
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Godericb, but by the vile London 
SieWfifpapers, which are unable to 
account for his resignation with^ 
tftii some such pretence. 

Another cause is said to be, his 
Lordships alarm at the jfinancial 
difficulties x>f the country. This 
has more sense in it; but, this 
will hardly be alleged by his 
Lordship, who has been an active 
member of the Ministry lor the 
last Jif teen years at least. How- 
ever, these reports are succeeded 
by another ; namely, that he has, 
after resigning, gone back again 
into his office^ after Lord Har- 
rowhy had been sent for by your 
Majesty, had had the post offered 
him, and had declined to accept 
of it! 

The '* end ** does, then, appear 
to be approaching; and the ef- 
fects seem to be such as are de- 
flcrtbed in the words of my 
iffOTTo, mailing part of a Hegis- 
ter,' written -more than eight years 
ffgo, T^ Office of Prime Minister 
of England, which was formerly 
teo* high, too great, too brilliant 
and precious a prize, for ordinary 
men to look at, now goes a beg- 
ging! Such a state of things 
never existed before; and this 
wa» not anticipated by any human 
being, X except myself. Your 
Maibsty having, as it is report- 
ejcl^ leally offered the Prime Mi- 



nistership to, and received a rejec- 
tion from, Dudley Ryder, now 
tlie- Earl, I believe H is, of 
Harrowby, must, t presume, and 
I may fairly presume it, be in 
great distress to find a minister. 
Now, I myself, am just as much 
Your Majesty's subject as 
Dudley Ryder ; I am not rery 
far from being as old as he ; and 
there is not one man in Your 
Majesty's dominions, who will 
not unhesitatingly declare, that 
I am a thousand times as fit to be 
your Mhiister as he is ; and that 
I am, at this moment, more fit for 
that office than any other man in 
the kingdom. If your Majesty 
were to put your people to the 
vote, you would find a majority of 
twenty to one for the^ affirmation 
of this proposition. 1 therefore, 
by these presents, offer myself to 
Your Majesty as Prime Minis- 
ter of your kingdom, and particu- 
larly as minister of fiie money 
matters.

I had no oppor- 
tunity of knowing the opinion of

As to any advantage, private 
advantage to myself, none can 
possibly arise ; seeing that I would 
not be very rich if I could, and 
seeing that every part of high and 
fashionable life is hatefol to m^. 
Your Majesty has nothhig to 
give me that I would thank you 
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for; and jou have no post to put 
me in that I would accept of, if 
I were not sincerely persuaded, 
that the acceptance of it would 
be for the great good of mj 
country. 

When Your Majesty shall 
have read attentively through the 
letter w hich I am about to repub- 
lish, you will, I should think, be 
astonished that 1 should have 
foreseen, at that distance of time, 
and without any time for reflection, 
all that has happened, and should 
have foretold it with so much 
exactness. None of your Minis- 
ters saw any thing of the kind : 
they who had high titles, and still 
higher salaries, were as ignorant 
of the matter, as was the very 
table on which I was writing. 
Who, then, is the fit man to put 
things to rights 1 Let me deal 
plainly with your Majesty, and 
beg of you to put this question to 
yourself: Who is the Sti man to 
remove the difficulties that press 
upon the now wretched people of 
this kingdom.

6. ** But, Sir; of those measures 
which we have complet^, the 
most prominent, the most itnpor- 
tant, and, ^s we trust, in their 
consequences, the most beneficial 
to the public, are the measures 
which have grown out of the con- 
sideration of the present state <>f 
the country, both in its Currency 
and its Finances. 

7. " Early, Sir, in the present 
Session, we instituted an inquiry 
into the effects pr4)duced on the 
exchanges with foreign countries, 
and the state of the circulating 
medium, by the restriction on pay- 
ments in cash by theBank. This in- 
quiry was most anxiously and most 
deliberately conducted, and in its 
result led to the conclusion, thatt 
it was most desirable, quickly, 



but with due precautions, to return 
to our ancient and healthful state 
of currency : — That whatever 
might have been the expediency 
of the Acts for the suspension of 
payments in cash at the different 
periods at which they were enacts 
ed— and doubtless they were ex-- 
p^dient, whilst the country ^tas 
involved in the most expensive 
contest that ever weighed down 
the finances of any country — still 
that the necessity for the continu- 
ance of these Acts having ceased, 
it became us with as little delay as 
possible (avoiding carefully the 
convulsion of too rapid a transi- 
tion) to return to our ancient sys- 
tem ; — and that if at any period, 
and under any circumstances, this 
return could be effected without na- 
tional inconvenience,' it was at the 
present, when this mighty nation, 
with a proud retrospect of the 
past, after having made the great- 
est efforts, and achieved the no- 
blest objects, was now reposing 
in a confident, and, as we fondly 
hope, a well-founded expectation, 
of a sound and lasting peace. 

B. ** In considering. Sir, the 
state ofour finances, and in minute- 
ly comparing oUr income with our 
expenditure, it appeared to us ' 
that the excess of our income was 
not fairly adequate for the pur- 
poses to which it was applicable,

.9. '' It a^>^ared to us, that a 
ctear.available surplus of at least 
&we millions ought to be set apart 
for that object, 

10. " This, Sir, has beea ef- 
fected by the additional imposition 
of three millions of taxes. 

11. ^' Sir, in adopting this 
course, his Majeisty's faithful 
Commons did not conceal from 
themselves, that they were calling 
upon the nation for a great exer« 
tion ; but.Well kiiowing that honour 
and, character, and independence, 
have at all times been thefirstand 
dearest objects of the hearts of 
Englishmen, we feel assured, that 
there wa^ no difficulty that the 
country would not encounter, and 
no pressure to which she would 
not willingly and cheerfully sub- 
mit, to enable her to maintain, 
pure and unimpaired^ that which 
has never yet been shaken or 
sullied ; her public credit and her

22. I observe with pleasure, 
that, upon this occasion, your; Mi* 
nisters have not advised you to 
boast o{ ih^ flourishimi state of 
the country. Their modesty, ok: 
shyness, may, perhaps, be.th^ 
forerunner of mdre moderation jn 
their measures. But, Sir, all they 
say,, and all the Speaker sayil, 
about the effects of their pUms re- 
lating to currency and finance is 
delu$ionj-^They mfty be, and, 
probably, are, themselvesdeluded; 
but, that the expectations, ex-^ 
pressed) in the speeches, to see 
suecess attend the late measures, 
relative to the Bank; that these 
are fallacious, i^ I think^ asi ob« 
vious as seat-selling, and that we 
know to be as notoriousas the sun 
at noon-day. 

28. The Speaker's Speech, as 
relating to this subject, contains a 
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gt9aikr^icpumi\tf ^ ignoratice 
^haH, afli 1ielii9Ti^> wasev^r bet'tnre 
•khibdeid !■ «D ^orC a compass. 
AK thikt hesays as to this matter, 
i^'bipe m fact» inconseqtient in 
zea^dning, enide> and confused: 
no inipeffect epitome of the im- 
measeniass of speeches, docu- 
ments, and acts> to which he was 
alluding. 

24. One thing there is, of which 
yoti, Sir, can hardly have been 
aware ; and that is, that the Re- 
port (of the Commons' Commit- 
tee) was^ pretended to be founded 
upon evidence^ which directly 
pointed to a concluision diametri- 
cally opposite to that which was 
come to by the Committee. For, 
the whole, of the persons examined, 
with the exception of four^ stated 
that the plan, if adopted, would 
plunge the country into misery, if 
not conlttsion; and those four did 
not pretend to be able to judge as 
to that part of the subject ; they 
only knowing that a man might be 
made to lay naked out in the snow, 
but not knowing whether it would 
do Um good or harm ; whether he 
would be able to bear it or not. 

25. The Bank Directors, in their 
part of that evidence, state their 
case very fairly. They say, that 
all the gold has been exported; 
they say, that, to get it back, they 
muni purchase it; they say^ that 



they have nothing to* ptir<3bas8 it 
with but Bat^ notes; wo^ike^ 
say, that the real objetotyrf isqdiry 
now is, " not vsheti the Bank wSi 
" be prepared to resiaiie pay** 
«' ments in specie, but wtelher#Ae, 
'' pMic will be able to bear that 
'-' reduction of the circulating me-* 
'* dium/* which a resumption will 
render necessary. 

26. To be sure, there was no- 
thing here, which had not been 
said by me, long before, in a let- 
ter to Mr. TiERNEY ; ' but, this 
really was the question ; this was 
tlie object of inquiry ; and, yet, 
this object seems never, forscarcely 
a moment, except accidentally, to 
have attracted the attention of the 
Committee! Verily, Sir, these are 
most insincere, or most ignorant^ * 
men! This Committee say, that 
the affairs of the Bank are in a 
most ^^flourishing condition j" yet 
the evidence shows that the Bank 
has no gold; that all its posses- 
sions consist of paper; and the 
Committee, when they come to 
speak in the House, call the paper^ 

*' the paper^bubbh," Verily, Sir, 
this was a Committee fit to \be 
praised by the Speaker for their 
asstduity^ skill, and fidelity. A 
Committee no bad epitome of His 
Majesty's faithful Commons. 

27. This Committee, in speech 
as well as report, accuse the Bank

28. It would not occur to me to 
Oiffend the ear of your Royal High- 
ness by mentioning this stupid ac- 
curation, were it not a good text, 
en which to proceed in my hurii- 
ble endeavours ta explain to you 
the real state of the despicable sys- 
tem, and to show you how clearly it 
18 impossible, tliat it should be re« 
trieved by any ctf those pitiful 
means that have been adopted^ 
during the -last session of Parlia- 
ment. 

29. The Bank, in answer to this 
fool-like accusation, say : " We 
** had no gold in our house: we 
^' made notes, and therewith bought 
'* it: consequently we sent out as 

^ *' much paper-money as gold- 
•* money upon this occasion." 

30. May I humbly beseech your 
Royal Highness to read Letter 
XXV. of « Paper against Gold/' 
vrritten while I was in prison for 
having expressed my indignation 
at the flogging of Local Militia- 
men^ in the heart of England,

It is a little' wcfrk^^ .8i»{j 
but 1 beseech you to »eakifw Is Jd 
will make yon smile at th4 Spiaaflbt 
er*s Speech; and; it will |Jrdvse 
ta you, that the answer of the Hanfe 
to the abbve fool-like accusatiott 
was actually prepared and written, 
and printed and published by 'me 
eight years ago. In my Letter t^ 
Mr. TiERNEY, published a year 
back, I again showed, that the 
Bank never could add to its stock 
of gold in the way that the wise- 
acre Committee suppose \ but, 
in order to save your Royal Higli- 
ness trouble, I will now, with your 
permissioii, explain the thing 
again. 

31. The Committee appear to 
have filled their heads with a par- 
cel of rubbishy thoughts, collected 
from stock-jobbers and exchange- 
brokers. With heads thus cram* 
med, it is not surprising that they 
appear to have lost sight of com- 
mon sense. 

32. Here is a Bank, which Tias 
no sovereigns. Well ; it wants to 
pay out some sovereigns. But, 
as I told that venerable wrangler 
and scrambler, Mr. Tierney, be- 
fore a Bank can pay out «ove-*^ 
reigns, it must get some sovereigns 
in. There are several ways of 
getting sovereigns in. But, beg- 
ging your pardon for the omission.

The Bank, 
th^Q, before it can get soYereigns 
in^mmt get sone gold to tend to 
the Miuty to be made into sove- 
reigios ; and^ then, there are seve' 
ral wayi of a Bank's getting gold. 
FiTsiy it may steal it privately; 
secpnd^ it may take it on the high- 
way ; third, it may receive it as a 
present ; fourth, the stones in the 
street may be turned into gold-; 
fifths the gold may drop down from 
the clouds; sixth, the Bank may 
get the gold by giving something 
in exchange for it. The Com- 
mittee, with the dead Ikwyer^ 
Horner, and the live wiseacres of 
the Edinburgh Review, appear to 
have .thought, that the g^ld might 
have been gotten by the Bank 
in some one. or all, of the first 
five ways. But the Bank, with 
more frankness and truth than I 
could have expected from that 
body, say, that the sixth was the 
only way, in which they could 
possibly obtain the gf>Id to make 
the sovereigns of. 

83. Now^ then^ what had the 
Bank to give in excbange for the 
gold t . It had no corn, meal^ 
beaves, sheep, iBwine, lands, 
houses^ or chattels pf any sort. It 
had, in shorty nothing of real in- 
trinsic value. It had no coin ; 
because it was the vcani of coin in 
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which thetransaotkmiOciginalBd*. 
What had it, then! It IlbA^^ 
thing. Yea, Sir, nolhing thai i ' 
can think of in this whote worU* 
except the parings, of the naih* 
and the clippings of the bair of the 
persons composing the Bank Com* 
pany. It had, indeed, Bomk 
Notes. Ah! exclaim the feeloso-r 
fers of Edinburgh, " that is just 
what we say, and we say^ that 
the Bank ought to have bougbt 
** the gold with notes ahready m 
" circulation.*' No : you cunning 
fools, you cannot mean that; for, 
in order to get those notes into ita.^ 
hands, the Bank must have given 
something for them; or, if you 
mean, that it might have drawn in. 
the notes lent out in discounts^ 
then there was the trade all ruined 
before the sovereigns could get 
out. 

34. What, then, was the Bank 
to do, in order to get the gold to. 
make the sovereigns of! Pre- 
cisely what it says it did> andv 
what I, long ago, said it must, do; 
namely, make new notes and give 
them for the^ gold; and make^ 
them, too, and pay them outymft 
only before the sovereigns were» 
got ini but before the gold went 
to the mint to make the sove* 
reigns of. 

35. No w^ then, behold the Bank^ 
shouldering away the gold to the 
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miiit^.aiid Jeaidngits new lot oF 
pcip^rm circulatioa. . This new 
loft hsuen i&e value of ihe paper 
apd roues thai, of.gald ; so that, 
by the time that the isovereign&^are 
ready: to be paid out, they are 
yratih ^went^one shitUngs in 
paper ioBlead of twenty. They 
assist the paper, made to buy 
them witb« in raiung the prices of 
all the things of real value. They 
are at a premium : they are worth 
purchasiiig to export: and the 
hole-digging political economist, 
widi ga{Mng jaws and out-stretch- 
ed hand, exclaims, /^ the sove- 
reigns are all gone I" Gone, too, 
to the Fremck mint, to augment 
the cuFfency of France! Bless 
u& and save hs ! What a strange 
thing ! 

3& Why, Sir, ^sh-women at 
BilUngsgate, their hands grimy 
"with soaks and filime, and their, 
throats full of gin, never belched 
forth nonsense equal to that of this 
Oommittee, ^ibr whose unwearied 
examinations and inquiries ^nd 
whose wise measures the Speaker 
hftA the conscienee to call for your 
Royal ^commendation, and which 
coBunendationyottrjy^inisters have 
a^viaed you soliberally to. bestow I 

97. However, this is only one 
Instance of ithe inoapaeity of this 
Conmittee^ They appear to have 
wWyky overlooked ^U the great 



features^ or,, ar Ibe b0kf-dl^^^ 
would t^all them, the ^^fmdximeiii^ 
tal features," of the case.' Tbey- 
seem wholly to have forgidtteis^^ 
Di^t, Army, Sinecures, Pensions 
and Grants,. and all the fixed oi^ 
goings of the Treasury. Mr. Ba- 
ring quoted to .them Mr. Hume's 
" Essay on Money, ^' which says, 
*' the consequences of a contrac- 
" tion or expansion of the amount 
*' of the money in a country, seems 
" more felt during the progress of 
** such contraction^ or expansion, 
*' than from any positive amoupt 
*' of money at any one given pe- 
" riod. It is not, in my opinion, 
of great importance, what 
amount of money may exist in 
^' any country ; but, that the ques- 
*' tion, of whether it is on the in" 
•* crease or decrease, is one of great 
" importance to every branch of 
" industry." 

38. This, though a very correct 
view of the matter, appears to me 
to have served as the foundation 
of much of the error and stupidity- 
manifest in the Report and sub- 
sequent projects of this Oommit- 
tee. Mr. Hume bad in his eye a 
country without a Debt and with- 
out enortNous tajses; without a. 
terntory and an industry mort" 
gaged beyond their value ; with*- 
out FIXED annuities, pay, sala- 
ries, andstipendSi swallowing up 
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SO' iliuoh nn to leave not half 
enougkjisa remuneration for la- 
bqilr. In aoountr^r, situated like 
Aeone in the eye of Mr. Hume, 
it would, indeed, be of little or 
m consequence ^hat was the po- 
wtire amount of the money in it 
at any given period, and any enls 
that &uch a country might feel 
(and some even it would feel) 
from the contraction, or expan- 
sion, of its money, would be chief- 
ly confined to th^ period o^ the 
contraction^ or expansioiT. But, 
very different is our case; and 
very different must be the con- 
sequences; though the Commit- 
tee, like the ass that was soundly 
cudgeled for imitating the spaniel 
in jumping up on his. master^ 
could not (profound hole-diggers!) 
see the difference. And so, they 
took it into their heads, that it 
would be only to make the people 
endure the period of 'the progress 
of the contraction y and that, then, 
alltcould be right again ! And so 
they Reported in favour of cash - 
payments : and so they resdved to 
cause cash-payments to return: 
and so^ as the Speaker says, it 
was most deliberately enacted to 
return quickly, but with due pre- 
cautions, to our ancient and health- 
ful niaie of currency! 

89. Payments in coin are to be 
produced in no>ay but one, and 



that is by kssemng the quantky 
of the paper- money. WeH,^ihen,; 
will not this lessen ike qpantity 
of the circulating medium ! WiU 
there not be a sinaller nommal 
amount of money in the countrj 
than there was before t If the 
Committee answer in the negative 
here, they will merit kicks and 
cuffs. It would be degrading^ to 
attempt to reason with them. 

40. ' Thus, then,* specie pay- 
ments cannot return without a re« 
duction of the nominal amount of 
money in the country. This, 8» 
Mr. Hume says^ would be of httte 
consequence to the conmiunity at 
large in any thing like an ordi- 
nary and natural state of things; 
for, if the guineas of a country 
were to become half-pence^ all of 
a sudden, the half-pence would 
perform the office of the girineas, 
and all would be well. But, in a 
country with an enormous Debt, 
Army, hordes of sinecure plaoe-^ 
men and pensioners, with FIXED 
pay, the half-pence would not per- 
form the office of the guineas in 
the paying of all these ; and the 
mass of the people must^ if the 
Debt, army, placemen, pensioa- 
ers, and granters, be all paid in 
the former sum of guineas^ be ^ 
tailtf ruined and starved. Dnriog^ 
the period of the progress of the 
change from guineas to balf-pescCi 
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t{)e misery would be going on tn- 
creating ; but, would it end when 
' t!he<{irc^es8 was at an end ? Why 
i^boiild U % It would, indeed, end, 
if tbe nation's debts and engage- 
wtents were lowered Stom guineas 
to half-pence ; but, not, if those 
engagements contitmed in guineas. 
And this wise Comntittee, so far 
from proposing to lower the 
amount of those engogemenls, ex- 
pressly declare, that they will 
make the nation hold to them to 
the Jast penny ! And even the 
Speaker tells your Royal High- 
ness, that the measures, which 
have been adopted, will cause 
what he calls " public credit '* 
and " national good faith " to be 
maintained. 

41. The Committee seem to me 
to have understood no part of the 
subject, into which they were -ap- 
pointed to inquire. They appear 
to have been mere, stock-jobbers 
and exchange* brokers in mind. 
The great hole^ digger seems to 
have communicated to the whole 
all his narrowness of mind; all 
his conspicuous ignorance. But^ 
indeed, what was to be expected 1 
Vansittart, in 1816, proposed to 
restore the prosperity of the na- 
tion by continuing tQ raise four- 
teen millions in taxes, in order to 
carry on the sinking fund. He 
was cheered. He now proposes 
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to restore the prosperity' d£ tbe 
country by stopptttg twielre mA 
of the fourteen millione. And 
now he is cheered, la il possiU^^ 
then, that you can rely upon.the 
tcisdom of these men 1 Cau^ this 
set of men be wise ? Can they be 
thought able to extricate the Bas- 
tion from its difficulties ? On the 
contrary, must not national misery 
be the consequence of a nation 
being under the influence of such 
councils ? 

42, The Committee appear to 
think, that they shall be able to 
keep as much of circulating me- 
diuih afloat after^he Bank hegios 
to pay in coin as thei-e is afloat 
noio ; and that, therefore, prices 
will continue nearly what they 
now are. Poor innocents I How 
deceived they will be! Where 
they are to get the gold, they do 
not seem to know* But, they ' 
mean to get it, I suppose, in this 
lower world; and, if they do, tBey 
must raise the price of gold in the 
ivorld. They forgot this. , They, 
in short, are ignorant men, ai^l 
know nothing at all of the matter. 

43. They iound, with great de- 
light, that Russia and Austria were 
coming to specie payments wilA^ 
out any convulsion. They 8€em 
to have been greatly pleased to 
hear this. But, they forgot, that 
Russia and Austria had not a 
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"Htbt of a' tboinand millions ; and 
tlmt ^1 tte 1and« and houses in 
Ihose eoonnies^irerenot mortgaged 
to jftindbold^rs, sinecure-placemen 
«nd pensioners^ for more than the 
lands and houses were worth. 
*• Unwearied" as had been the 
inquiries, and deliberate as had 
been the conclusions, of this Com- 
mittee^ they wholly overlooked 
this difference ; this very import- 
ant difference in the cases of 
Russia and Austria and that of 
England. To discriminate re- 
quires knowledge of the subject ; 
and the Committee had no know- 
ledge of the subject on which 
they wefe writing and talking. 

44. It may, and does, seem 
strange, at first sight, that any 
thing was attempted to be done in 
the way of producing cash-pay- 
ments. Why not let the thing go 
on? Why not even add to the 
quantity of paper money * Why 
not go on adding till the Debt was 
paid in paper not worth a penny 
in the pound ? This would have 
cleared the lands and houses and 
the labour of the mortgage on 
them. Aye; but in thus paying 
off the fundholders, the soldiers, 
the half-payy.the staff, the plac^- 
men^ the sinecure men and wo- 
men, the pensioners, the grantees, 
would all have been paid off in 
the same way ! Here are swarms ! 



Oh, no ! These rtusf ' have good 
money; attd yet it would- hofe 
been ]mpos^*bIe to pay them m 
good money, dhdto pay th^ fund- 
holders in worthless money. 

45. Then again, (here was the 
puff'out. It is impossible for any 
man not to see, that the thing can 
be destroyed, at aj^y time, at a 
very trifling expense. It fs mani- 
fest, that, in any future war, the 
enemy will puff-out the paper- 
money, if it still exist. These 
things have now been made so 
manifest, that it was resolved on 
to get rid of the danger by paying 
in coin. Hence all the new mea- 
sures. Had I not written about 
the puff'outy not a word should 
we have heard of cash-payments. 
It is I, who bave set all the Jew- 
poljticians at work to talk about 
exchanges and bars of gold. The 
Seat-holders are angry with the 
Bank because the Bank cannot 
pay ; but, the fact really is, that 
it is the Seat- holders who owe the 
amount of the Bank notes, and 
not the Bank. . The Bank is now 
proved to have acted merely as 
their tool. The Seat-holders 
would fain shake off the fund- 
holders ; but they cannot. Both 
must live, or die, together. It is 
extremely base, in those of them, 
who have now attacked the paper- 
system/ and ascribed it and its 
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,evUs to the Bank. . The paper- 
syj^tem arqse out of acts' of par- 
fiament; it has been carried to 
its present length by violations of 
law^ screened by acts of indem- 
Tdttf. And ,^ shall those very men , 
who committed those violations,' 
and wiio have no protection but 
those acts, which they themselves 
aslced for and voted for, now be 
allowed to bellow out against the 
*^ paper-lmbble/* as LordGftEN- 
viLLR calls it, and throw all the 
blame of that bubble upon their 
instruments of the Bank ? " These 
men now say, that the paper- 
bul?ble violates contracts, that it 
leaves no man any ihing to call 
his own, that it produces ruin in 
trade, that it- throws people outj 
of employment^ that it swells the 
amount of the pxjor-rates, that it 
violates the king's prerogative, 
and, in short, that it causes all 
sorts of mischief and all sorts of 
misery. Well ; very tr&e ; but, 
it was ereated by the very men, 
who thus complain of it. It was 
their own work. They ought, 
therefore, to abstain from blame, 
and to confine themselves to con- 
fession, repentance, and compen- 
sation, 

46, 1 was particularly disgusted 
with the speech of Loud Gren- 
TiLLE, who accused the Bank of 
preiumption in attempting to cause 



the Ministers to* nee' the* dsm^r 
that would arise frooi' (be f^ro- 
posed measures ; when it was no- 
torious, that he had been one of 
the most active in giving the Bank 
the power that it has exercised* 
He was co*operator with Pitt; 
and if Pitt himself had been alive^ 
he would have had just as good 
a right to accuse the Bank and to 
cry out against their mischievous 
bubble. 

47. One thing, however, you, 
surely, ought to gather from these 
confessions, recantations, and ac- 
cusations : namely, that the men 
who make them ought not to he 
truited again ; that, having, up to 
this timet adopted and acted upon 
measures the most mischievous 
and ruinous, they ought not now 
to be looked upon as wise men ; 
that their present measures ought 
not to be believed to be wise, un- 
til time have tried them. And, in 
the meanwhile, you ought, I think, 
to listen patiently to ME, who 
have called the thing a paper -bub- 
ble for many years ; who have 
been ascribing to it> for yearsj all 
the evils, which theafe, its authors, 
and supporters, now ascribe to 
it ; who laboured most lurduously, 
many j^ears ago, to put an end (o 
the base bubble^ when it might 
have been put an end to (in the 
way that I proposed) without 
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ijjmjinenti q^^b^ Mng^opi; and. 
ijf^o F^ «bu|L up in Newg^to two 
j^a% with a. ibonsand pounds 
fine f^nd seven jears recognizances 
' on my hefid, as a reward lor those 
ardw^ns labours ; for^ those were 
the writings, for which, in fact, I 
was punished, as was aUnost open* 
ly declared b^ Gbose, when be 
passed the savdge sentence. Sure- 
ly, 1 am now more worthy of at- 
tention and confidence than these 
raen, who now come forward with 
their projects about remedies for 
the evils. And, witb this my claim 
to att\?ntion and confidence clearly 
established, I declare their reme- 
dies to be '* wild and visionary^* 
foolish, and wholly ioefficient for 
any otber purpose than that ot 
creating misery, and, perhaps, a 
total overthrow of all the esta- 
blishments of the country; and, 
for the truth of this declaration 1 
appeal to /ime, to that trier of all 
opinions, which has so fully de- 
cided in favour of all my former 
doctrines and assertions, relating 
to tbjs momentous subject. 

48. LoBD Grenvillk, and all 
these newly- enlightened political- 
economists, see but onc'halfoi the 
subject. The cause of the evils 
is divided into two branches, clear- 
ly distinct from each other. Both 
are at work. They co-operate in

It would violate eontraiQ(#vi 
Now ruin lenders I then i:aip boci 
rowers ; distress thelaboiirers ; and 
make stagnations quite hideous > 
to behold. But, when specie r^« 
turned; when the bubble h§d/ 
burst ; when the paper was gome; 
then things would be rt§b( again# 
Prices wouldhave fallen in noni* 
nal amount ; but as the land and 
houses would have no formerly* 
fixed annuities to pay, the com- 
munity would not^ after the change 
were over, suffer from it. Tbus^ 
far, and no farther, the hole-dig- 
ging gentlemen see. They do not: 
look at the other branch of the 
caiisr, THE TAXES, that is to 
say, the claim of the fundholders, 
army, sinecure placemen^ pen- 
sioners, and salaried people of all 
sorts. The annual pay to all 
these is FIXED at so much ; suob 
a sum ; SO MANY POUNDS 
each ; and, therefore, these, bmng

60. Now, Sir, this branch of 
tbe cause of our evils the wise 
Qommittee appear never to have 
lodked at. Lord Grenville, for 
iiiitliince/ has, and has had for 
about thirty years, a sinecure 
place of ybttt* thousand pounds a 
yeVr. ThiB now takes about eight 
thousand bnshels of wheat to pay 
it; Ifthe paper-bubble burst; that 
18 to say, if the Bank pay in coin^ 
and if coin become the currency 
of tbe country, and that it must, 
in very great part, even before the 
Bank will dare to pay in coin; 
then it win take more than sixteen 
thmisand bushels of wheat annually 
to pay Lord Grenville's sinecure. 
His lordship now takes, in this si- 
necure, enough to suppoi*! about 
250 labourer's families ; and, then 
he would take enough to support 
5^ 9»ch families. So that this 
TflltiFn to cash-payments, this re- 
turn to ** our ancient and healthy 
'* state of currency," of which the 
profound Speaker talks, would 
be a most charming way to relieve 
the distresses of the nation ! Talk 
ol " wild and visionary schemes,*' 
indeed! Was there ever any

For, as your Royal Highness ^v# 
please to observe; neithei^ Loitf 
Grenvifle nor Mr. Speaker says b 
word about the towerhi} of sine- 
curesy or pay of any sort, that h 
to come out of the taxes. From* 
the bottom of ray heart 1 believe-, 
that no scheme, that ever came* 
into the head of man, sane or in- 
sane, was so completely wild, so^ 
ridiculously visionary, as that* 
which the Speaker of the House^ 
of Commons pointed out to your 
Royal Highness as worthy of your 
Royal approbation. 

51. Your Royal Highness will 
please to* observe, that the hole- 
digging gentlemen talked about 
the sacrifices that the nation must 
make, in order to get back to cask'- 
payments. They do not, I see, 
propose to make any sacrifices 
themselves, but would be gaining, 
as I have just pointed in the case 
of the noble Lord, who, at the 
end of 22 years, called the thing 
a paper-bubble. But, this point 
reserved to bait them with another 
time, they do, it seems, think, that, 
during the lime that we are re- 
turning to the promised land of 
cash-payments, we must experi- 
enice some 'distress. Now, why do 
tbe wiseacres think this ? What 
is their reason for thinking this ? 
I Why, they see, that, in order to 
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pay Hi easily tbe quftiHity of cireo^ 
lating medinm must foe lessened ; 
that prieea mmt fM ; that a ita^- 
nation will fake place ; that work- 
meo will temni emplo^ent. Very 
lyell, then, let us suppose, that we 
shall be/our years in reaching the 
promised land. The first year 
Lord Grenville will want, to pay 
his sinecure, ten thousand bushels 
of wheat instead of eight ; the next 
year twelve thousand 3 the third, 
fourteen thousand ; and the fourth^ 
sixteen thousand. It is perfectly 
true, and as manifest as seat-sell- 
ing, that we should, then, have 
some sacrifices to make during our 
journey to cash-payments. But, 
having reached the promised land, 
would our sacrifices cease ? "W hy 
should they, when every year 
thenceforth we should have to pay 
^xteen thousand bushels of wheat I 
Verily, Sir^ this is an enlightened 
set of men ! 

52. As far as I can learn, the 
journey to the promised land ap- 
pears to be pretty fairly begun at 
this moment ; for, we read^ that 
whole bands of hungry people are 
prowling about, in some parts of 
England^ in search of those who 
have more wheat than they want 
to eat themselves, and that others 
are petitioning to be transported ! 
While, on the other handj the 
balls, routs, and feasts, among 
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those wha live on- theb taxos, vore 
more Ireqnent and nnr^ briyiatibtu i 
and Bamptuoos tbaa feter^ lisBck/^ ^ 
be tbe effieets^ of tbe first tbtos^ 
montbs of the journey towafis the'- 
promised land^ what va^sy we'esc^' 
pect to see before the dose^f tkat 
journey 1 If the very first moivew - 
meat has produced petitions to ht 
transported, we may, by-and-by^ 
expect to see petitions to be 
hanged; which, 1 take it^ wUI 
meet with no obstacles in-theiD.: 
way, either from Sidraoatb'ior tba 
Speaker. 

53w However, I advise my eonn- * 
trymen not to petition to be hong^ 
ed or to be transported ; but, to 
remain ; to stick to tbe soil ,* and 
see the upshot. They haye^by tbe 
law of nature and by the law of 
the land, a RIGHT to demand 
relief out of the produce of Uie 
land. The Acts of Parliament, - 
which gave the Duke of Bedford 
bis right to possess Woobura, 
have the same foundation, and ae 
other, than those which give the 
poor and distressed a right lo 
relief from the land* tThey have, 
in law as well as in equity, a ckun 
upon aU the lands in England and 
Wales; and, are they to starve^ 
because paper^money malsers.itnd 
loan -people haire produced a 
stagnation of business and a want 
of employmettt? Tliey have a 
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rigfaiitD .tmcii and to live ja Engr 
landirtojcl^ I ' They hftye a right to 
a sufioietlcyiof food and raiment 
in exohdtige for their labour. They 
are .madj to iaboar. They aRk 
laboncand food in exchange; or 
landlo lalBionron; orre//c/"fr0ni 
those who possess the land. And^ 
if they can ohtain neither, they 
return to the state and the rights 
of natvxt. 

54. Yet, at a time like the pre^ 
sent, has. your Royal Highness 
beeQ:adYisedto-say, that there aie 
** MACHINATIONS " ou foot ; that 
there are *' disaffected^'' and that 
these have " projects ;^' and that, 
«* under pretence of REFORM, 
^< they have really no oth^r oh* 
*^ ject than the subversion of our 
*' happj^ constitution" 

55. There are more than nine- 
tenths of the able men in England 
who -wish, for * a Befm^m ; so that, 
if they did really aim at the sub- 
version' of the constitution, the 
constitution would not be in a very 
safe state. But, Sir, the real 
views of the Reformers are kept 
from your sight. However, as 
for myself, if I had no other view, 
it would be quite enough that I 
know, that, without a Reform, 
the destruction ef the paper-bubr 
ble will produce that very suhver-^ 
sian, the desire to effect, which

57. , Your Royal Highness 
adopts the idea, that the ** prO' 
jecti" of the Reformers are wild 
and visionary ; that, if adopted, 
they would not answer the end 
professed to be had in view ; that , 
Reform ^^ would aggravate the 
evils which it is professed tp re- 
medy." Now, Sir,' I think it ha^ 
been shown a thousand times over, 
that Reform, and Reform alone, 
can cure the evils.* But,- at any 
rate, the evils have not arisen 
through the advice, or measures, 
of Reformers. The evils are the 
work of the Seatholders. They 
have been engendered, fostered^ 
and brought to their present hor- 
rible magnitude, by Seatholders. 
Why, then, are you to conclude,

This will, probably, have Qo «fffft 
with the Seathold^s; Jbut> JSk, 
ought it not to have some effi^ 
with you ? 1 have been rights as 
to this matter hitherto. What^I 
have been saying, as to the na- 
ture and effects of the paper-sys- 
tem, is nou; said, almost in my 
own M'ords, by the SeathoWeis 
themselves; and, Sir, is it very 
great presumption in me to -say, 
that these my opinions,- as to tbejr 
remedy, will, in a short time, *be 
echoed by the same persons ? My 
letters to your Rqyal Highne^, 
published in March, contained 
lessons for Mr. Peel, Lord Ja- 
VERPOOL, and Lord Gbenvill^. 
Every one who read their speecbes^ 
said, that they had just cpnif, 
piping hot, from reading Lbtvi^ 
IL TO TB£ Prince. Indeed^ 8o'> 
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ittrtkgfcoih^lir^ experienced de- 
twte^b^dferiv* they are very shell- 
iiw^ pii^iwwJ. They are wholly 
^fil fo^fottti fi^fty p^an for extri- 
t^ing iHe country from its diffi- 
-i^Ul^s^ • Tbey are a sort of poli- 
iktll special-pleaders. They are 
^ivlrolly iiniit for the times and 
wholly unworthy of public confi- 
^nce. These men, with their 
assdciates, Sidraouth, Canning, 
and Castlereagh, thought, in 1817, 
that, id putting down my writings, 
Ithey were getting rid of their 
greatest, if not their only, danger. 
How busy they were in issuing 
circulars, in setting their Magis- 
trates to arrest venders, in cry- 
ing down ipy " trash." If tbey 
had been only half as assiduous 
in reading and studying that 
** trash," how much Hbetter it 
would have been ' for England at 
this day! 



Your Majesty will perceive, 
that I concluded this letter with 
observing, that, if your Ministers 
had read and studied my writings 
with attention, instead of endea- 
vouring to drive the writer from 
the face of the earth, the state of 
England would have been very 
different then from what it was 
that day. But, NOW then : 
what have they to say te me 
KO W ! All their measures have 



proved '«(bortiye$ - ^evesy ^sdUdlne 
has failed them; thejri ha^ibeen 
scourging thenatioii bydasaes^fiiir 
many, many, years pasi ; t jand 
now a general scourge seem»'tt> 
be prepared for the backs of the 
whole. During all this ttmtt; 
during all these many years, I 
have been forewarning . them ; 
upon every individual occasion, 
plainly and zealously forewant' 
ing them of the mischiefs which 
their measures wouM produce^: 
stage by stage, they have seen my 
predictions fulfilled to the letter, 
while, in every instance, they have 
despised my warnings. The last 
solemn warning but . one that I 
gave them, was in the winter of 
1824, when I told them, in 80 
many words, that they would cause 
a crash amongst the country 
banks, and plunge hundreds of 
thousands into ruin. They laugh* 
ed at me; they scoffed; they were 
sailing on, as they thought, on the 
tide of prosperity, not failing to 
make use of the name of Yoi^a 
Majesty to spread about eulogies 
on their acts ; but in a short time 
the crash came, and came, too^ in 
the very way that 1 said it would 
come, and buried thousands of 
thou sand^ of fortunes ; giving a 
blow to English commerce, which 
it ne ver can recover, unless Eng* 
land first undergo that sort of 
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I .. 
, diaqge, which your Majesty has 

^ bieen adyi^ed to look upon us as 

' traitors^ for wishing to see. 

One would have thought, that 
the terrible ruin of the late panic 
would have made these Ministers 
somewhat modest, and would even 
have induced the Parliament to 
listen to ray advice. Like PnA- 

' BAOH, conviction seemed only to 
harden their hearts. Again I 
Avarn them, and in words ad- 
dressed to themselves: I told 
them, that I knew, as well as I 
knew that the nature of fire was 
to bum, that, if they persevered.in 
the measure that they were then 
adopting, J.hey would bring new 
and still more terrible ruin upon 
the people. They did persevere, 
Ibey again scoffed at my advice : 
.they exulted in having adopted 
their measure ; but the ruin is now 
fast coming upon the country ; 
and now there appears to be no 
man of them left, who has the 
hardihood to say that he is capa- 
ble of suggesting a remedy to the 
evils. I know not whether that 
which I read respecting the ex- 
changes be true : I pay, compa- 
ratively, little attention to such 
points: I know that we are gra- 

' dually a;dvaQcing towards a most 
terrible <x)nyulsion, unless the 
(present system be at once aban- 
doned ; unless a remedy be speedily 
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adopted ; and I know t^at Ihat 
remedy cannot be ad optedf with- 
out a. reform _ of the Commons 
House of Parliament ; whicli re- 
form, your Majesty will please to 
observe, may fake place with in- 
finitely greater facility than the 
re-enacting of the Local ' Militia 
law, a^d of the putting of it into 
execution. It is not for me to 
trouble Your Majesty with a 
detail about debts and funds and 
taxes, and depreciation of money 
and exchanges : these are matters 
which are, compared to the great 
matter which is presented for the 
consideration of. Your Majesty, 
what the leaves and twigs are, 
when compared with the limbs and 
the trunk of the tree. But, it be- 
comes me' to state to your Ma- 
jesty, in terms the most explicit, 
ray conviction that the present 
difficulties must terminate, unless 
the measures which 1 propose be 
adopted, in a most dreadful con- 
vulsbn.

Sir — Your Correspondent Chry- 
sopHiLus, on tliis subject, puzzles 
me not a little by the mode he takes 
of proving that the market price of 
Bullion not being above the Mint 
price in the present state of the cur- 
rency is the very cause of fear, in 
reference to the unfavourableness of 
the Exchanges; though the contrary 
thereof appears to be what he 
combats. 

The first assertion is, that the 
Bank of England and the Country 
Bankers have injudiciously and un- 
justly, with a view solely to their 
own profits, again increased the cir« 
culating medium of England by • 
their unrestrained issues of paper, 
and that gold is thereby rendered 
the principal commodity exported, 
instead of manufac tures. 
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% to support these assertions, 
be takes tfie single instance of the 
average price of Wheat in July, 1826, 
at 56t, 6d., and in July, 182r, at 
60s. 4d., making the rise about 7 per 
cent., and inferring that thereby the 
circulating medium of England has 
been increased, or its value deterio- 
rated in that proportion. This ap- 
pears to me a very equivocal mode 
of proving so bold an assertion, and 
defective also in the extreme if the 
value onli/ he deteriorated. That is, 
it proves nothing. On such evidence 
the variation of every market in 
every v^'eek would, thus construed* 
shew a fluctuation in the currency. 
The average price of wheat for 60 
years preceding 1705 was about 
50s.,*. the average then of the cur- 
rency for that period was in this, way 
correspondent to it. Yet in the year 
1649 wheat was at 4l., and in 1654 
only I/. 6s.; the currency then 'must 
have diminished lamentably in five 
years; but we find in five years 
more, viz. in 1659, wheat had risen 
to 3/. 6s, 

It appears evident that this crite- 
rion of your Correspondent is ill- 
founded ; and if so, that his conclu- 
sions are not entitled to implicit 
credit. 

Let us now examine the soundness 

of the assertion, that bullion is the 
chief export instead of manufactures, 
the price being low here. If this 
were true, for be it remembered the 
fact rests solely on the assertion of 

* In -this way the currency of the 
periud quoted must have been only a 
sixth less than at present ! 



Chrysophilus, that ki, an ass^tijoa 
drawn by fnference horn errooeoii^ 
data, it must follow that a more pro- 
fitable, market for bullion exists 
abroad . No man would send bullion 
out of the country to get no better 
price than it will fetch at home. 
Well, then, allow it to be so profit- 
able, it must gradually get scarcer 
here, and therefore by the ordinary 
rules of Commerce increase in value 
till the export would cease to be pro- 
fitable. How are the plain facts? 
The standard Is still low— that is,, 
gold is not dear — the inference is, 
that there is no particular want of 
it; and the clear conclusion— that 
therefore your Correspondent is mis- 
taken in his proofs, which do not 
bear him out ; nor in the inferences 
drawn from them, which must stand 
or fall with the foundation whereon 
they are built. 

My own opinion differs from those 
of C, as will be manifest. Upon in- 
ference merely, and without possess- 
ing correct information, I should 
assume that the currency is not be-.. 
yond the legitimate demand for it— 
that the Bankers are not in fault on 
that score — that gold is cheap be- 
cause it is abundant — that it iS not 
excessively exported because its price 
does not rise— and that another solu- 
tion to the unfavourableness of the 
Exchanges remains to be discovered, 
if indeed they do not alter during the 
discussion, and baffle the best of 
such arguments by the perverseness 
of facts.

To 
put the Register at the high price, 
would make the dirainutioa of 
readers just amongst those dasses 
where I wish it not to take place. 
Ctiibs and societies would ta4e it 
at the shilling, just as freely as 
at the sixpence ; but, there «re a 
great number of very estimable 
persons, who take the Register 
constantly, who keep it^carefyiy, 
who have it filed regularly^ who 
have' the volumes bouod as ^y 
are completed ^ and these persona 
cantiot spare a shillt^, when the^ 
can* spore a sixpence. They wiU 
now hkve to spare seveurperice; 
but if a man live at a village, or, 
indeed^, in a country tovU).it now 
generally costst hm seven^penee 
before he aetuaHy gels ittnkr his 



last> but a mere trifle. The stamp. 
gives wings to the Register ; it- 
makes it fly, by the regular chan^ 
neloflhe postroffice, which^ as! 
hasre many times said^ though I 
have never received any favours 
from it, but the contrary,, while, 
others have been constantly re^ 
ceiving its favours, is, to my be- 
lief, the b^t conducted, establish^ 
meat in the world. I have writ- 
ten,, 1 am sujpe, more 4han five, 
hundred Registers, and sent the, 
manuscript by the post,- and,^ ne- 
ver, in. one single iostance, has 
there been miscarriage or delay. 
I have sent them from all parts of 
England, aod, I sent through the> 
English post<ioffice, about a hun- 
dred and twenty-five from Ame-i 
rjea.. I have oUten said, that this 
establishment was the only good, 
thing that Pitt ever did for the:

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country : this he did well : all his 
other schemes were schemes of 
destruction ; but I must not fail 
to add, that the inventor of this 
scheme met with a very inade- 
quate reward. 

The post- office will now carry 
the Register to men's doors ; it will 
take country readers completely 
out of the hands of little insolent 
extortioners, some of whom, and 
. particularly one some time ago at 
Winchester, and one more re- 
cently at Brighton, have been the 
abusers of the author, at the same 
time that they were the venders 
of his work. In my rural rides, 
1 have met with scores of persons, 
who complained of the irregularity 
with which they received the Re- 
gister, of the delays in its arrival, 
and of the high price, in some 
cases, charged by these venders. 
This has not always been the 
case, indeed, nor has it been the 
case generally, but it frequently 
has been the case. Another dis- 
advantage, and a very great one, 
was, that the vender in a country- 
town was frequently the informer 
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against those whom the parsons or 
borough-mongers disliked, their 
shops were the places to discover 
who it was that took the Roister, 
In most cases, I dare say, the 
venders treated such inquiries 
with the contempt and indignation 
that they deserved ; but, in some 
cases they did not ; but, on tlie 
contrary, apologised for what they 
were doing, on the score that they 
were booksellers^ and that they 
must sell what their customers 
demanded, or else they would 
lose their custom. In one case, 
the vender was a Methodist ; and, 
though he liked ihe profit, he gave 
a canting loan-monger of the 
neighbourhood, a list of all the 
farmers and others that took the 
Register. . Sometimes he ne- 
glected to fei it, altogether ; and, 
in short, he was a venomous spy 
for the borough-mongers. In one 
instance, on the contrary, when a 
parson threatened a very respect- 
able tradesman who took a parcel 
of the Registers to re-sell tb his 
neighbours; when the parson 
threatened this tradesman with 
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loss of his custom if he did not 
desist, the black gentleman met 



with stout resistance, and with a tages before. 1 did discover them : 



threat of an action for damages, if 
he^ in only one instance, attempted 
to put his threat into execution. 
But^ this was an independent man ; 
for he dared be so bold as this ; 
and under all these disadvantages 
the Register has had to work its 
way about the country, ever since 
the passing of the Six Acts. In 
one jnstance, a parson went to the 
window of a vender of the Regis^ 
ter, rapped at the glass, with his 
cane, and asked him how he dared 
put (hat up at his window for sale, 
he being a shoe- maker. He not 
only dared do it, but he dared give 
the parson a lecture, within the 
hearing of all the neighbourhood, 
such as he would remember to 
the day of his death. The stamp 
puts an end to all this work of 
spying. Any man may take the 
chbap Register, and have it 
brought to his door, without the 
borough-monger or the parson 
knowing any thing at all of the 
matter. 



I may be asked^ how I came 
not to discover all these advan- 



I had daily to lament them ; but, 
to set about such a change is some- 
thing of a task ; and I had always 
reluctance to do any thing that 
must necessarily cause a rise of 
price tb the main body of the 
readers of the Register. . Till I 
reflected and calculated a good 
deal, I saw no possibility of bring- 
ing down the price to the common 
newspaper standard. I do see 
that possibility now, without in- 
curring the risk of any great de- 
gree of diminution of profit to my- 
self; and, therefore, I have re- 
solved to do it. I shall retain the 
present form ; there will be one 
sheet instead of two^ but this one 
sheet will contain as much print 
as the two sheets did before, without 
lessening the size of the type. All 
my invention has been putH)n the 
rack for the purpose of filling up 
the two sheets : the columns have 
been narrowed and shortened"; 
the spaces between the lines have 
been widened, and the readers 
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hare been furnished with a mon- 
strous ptroportion' of what the 
, printers ludicrously call fat ; that 
is to say, paper with no print upon 
it, they being paid as much for 
the ^t as for the lean, measure 
for measure. The readers of the 
Register bpreafter, will, in the end, 
pay about the same that they paid 
before \ the paper- maker will lose 
half the profit that he had before ; 
the printer will not have half the 
work that he had before ; 1 shall 
not have quite so much profit as I 
had before ; and the loss of us 
three will go to the government, 
that is all. I should add, that the 
profit of the bookseller will be 
transferred to the newsman, upon 
the principle that turn about is 
fair play. At first, the circulation, 
owing to the confusion and negli- 
gence that will prevail, will be 
somewhat less than it was before, 
but^ in a short time, it will be 
greater than it was before ; and 
if it please God to give me life 
and health, that •* TORCH" 
which Canning said he would 
' extinguish for ever, will spread 
its rays wider than heretofore ,• 
wider than it did when the Act to 
extinguish it was passed. 

In order that the Register may 
save its readers the expense of 
purchasing other newspapers for 
tiie sake of getting at infonaation

A MERRY CHRISTMAS. 

This is a very good old saying. 
It was always a season of rejoic- 



ing; and, though that profligate 
poet, Churchill, sneers at the 
piety which shows itself, or which 
is accompanied by the eatings and 
drinkings of Christmas, it is a 
i^teiiy well known fact, Jhat, with- 
out good eating and drinking, or 
without a belly full of victuals, at 
least, there can be very little joy. 
If I were to say that I had done 
more than any other man in Eng- 
land to make a merry Christmas 
amongst the poor, and were to 
give no proof of what I said, no 
man would believe me ; yet, I be- 
lieve that I have done it, and I 
can say it with less constraint, be- 
cause the assertion is accompanied 
with not the smallest pretence to 
generosity or to charity; but, 
merely a pretension, and, I trust,, 
a fair one, to industry, to pains- 
taking, directed by justice and by 
a sound judgment. Some people 
laughed at the idea of the wheat- 
land of a whole farm being pre- 
pared for sowing by the spade 
My farm is not large. There are 
only about seventy acres of arable 
land. My *' wheat laine, " as the 
farmers in Hampshire call it, 
consists, this year, of about twelve 
acres ; but that is prepared for 
towing: it is all dug up, neatly 
an<} well ; and, I could prove, in 
the most satisfactory manner, that 
it has cost me less than a common 
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.^jlKoA ploNgluQg would ha^e coBi 
j'lnei To keep a team, strong 
''QOfMigh to .plough such land well, 
is.ottt of the question, upon a farm 
.df'so few acres^ aad in this part 
x>f ^the 'country. I ascertained 
. what the ploughing of an acre 
f would cost me by hiring; and I 
faave turned it over, nine inches 
dee^ (besides the removal left at 
bottom); 1 have, in short, turned 
the ninth inch up to the top, and 
I have moved the ground eleven 
inches deep, for less money ^per 
acre than it would have cost me 
. to have it ploughed. The plough 
might have gone seven or seven 
and a half inches down ; but^ then, 
observe, no plough -ever did or 
ever can bring . the bottom to the 
top, and put the top at the bottom. 
Then, four heavy horses must go 
fllong the empty space before the 
fulrrow be turned over. This 
8even«inch furrow, then^ k laid 
upon a thing as hard as four heavy 
horses can make it, each horse 
weighing more than half, a ton, 
and the ground upon which they 
•walk hai^ng been previously 
smoothed along by the sill of the 
plough. A man must be next to 
aa idiot who does not see the wide 
difference between such an opera- 
tion and thai of digging, which 
leaves the ground turned com- 
pletely upside down; which leaves 



it witliout any tmppliug b^ie^ 
it*^ to have" free commum^Miin 
with the atmosphere to a con- 
siderable depth, and which leafres 
all the little points, of 'the spits 
sticking up to be crumbled dotn 
by the frost, or, perhaps, dried by 
the wind. 

I am quite satisfied thattbistad 
will never forget this soit «f trei^- 
ment ; but, if there were no other 
motive ; if ploughing were as 
good as digging; and if it cost a 
little more, who is to estimated 
vast advantage to the wbi^eiMigh- 
bourbood of the &rm^ arising from 
the employment of the diggers. 
The tediousneas of theoparMim^ 
^re words found in the moi^tfas of 
some persons. My men were at 
work, altogether^ just^ix days and 
a half, and it would have kiUed 
any team of four hoirses, accom- 
panied with a man and a boy ; it 
would have left four big bones 
dead in the field to plough that 
piec^ of land, e^htinchesdse^in 
thespace of eight days, inshort, 
it would haye taken jne, with a 
team to plough it, twice the4me 
that I took in the digging of it, 
and there would have been the 
furrows, after all, and the egly 
unploughed comers, itttte irtfifw 
by theildes of the bedg«s ; ajid the 
pulling of the earth out, a bushel 
at a time stuck upon the plough, 
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>to be d^t>^ed upon Ihe head- 
lands 

Bat, the MERRY CHRIST- 
MAS : *what has this to do with 
that? If has this to do with it: 
that my ivheat-land sent home 
seventy-six men on Christmas- 
Eve, with two pounds of bread, 
-half a pound of cheese, andvtwo 
pounds and a half of meat,^ach ; 
not one raoFsel of which would 
any of those men have had, if it 
bad not been for my field. When 
they quitted wock, last Saturday 
week, they left about three acres^ 
or rather better; to dig 3 and, par- 
ticularly, a miserable head-land, 
along which had been carted, in 
the month of November, a linn- 
dved tons perhaps, or more, of 
mangel-wurzel. I should think it 
«iore likely- that there were a hun- 
dred and fifty or two hnndred tons, 
carted along that head-land. The 
wheels of the carts, though very 
broad^ had, in many places, sunk 
in more than a foot deep. The 
best team > that ever went into a 
field, would have merely poked 
this head-iand about. Nothing 
but taking np the ground bit by 
bit^ could have put it to rights. 
Here was a tough job to do> and 1 
was determined to have it all done 
on Christmas^Eve, wet-or dry : *so 
that, when the men led off on the 
Saturday above-mentioned, 1 told 



them thati would have nomocada^ 
till C hristmas -Eive^ ;for ' thaty as 
( was sure tobaveaneKtmordimavy 
good dinner mys^f ion Christsiaa- 
Day, so, I thought it but right that 
others .should share with, me^ if 
they would work with me on the 
day beibre that day. TheEef<»re 
I told them that, on that dajr^ 
wet or dry, or anything but hard 
frost, I was resolved to have the 
field finished, if men would come 
to do it ; and, if it were hard frosty 
that 1 had a couple of tremendous' 
heaps of earth, and manure of va- 
rious descriptions, ibr them ,to 
move. Luckily, the morning, was 
fine, audit did not rain till towAcds 
the middle of the day. It did rain 
about the middle of the day for a 
cotiple or three hours, while 1 was 
gone to see ** fauther GaUow^j " 
at the city Common«Council-man 
election. A part of them /g^ve 
out, in consequence of tlie wet, 
and a compromise was made with 
them, with the dinunution of half 
a pound of mutton : the others re- 
mained and finished the job« Jn 
the. whole, there were sevjMitj- 
six, and it is very 'Curious^ that 
while they were eating their al- 
lowances, or about the.same time, 
it pleased providence to rewio'd 
me by a dinner upon a sirloia of 
beef, which weighed, when it went 
down to the fire, precisely seventy- 
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six pounds. This was by no means 
a contrived coincidence of num- 
bers ; for the sirloin was cut off 
and prepared on the Sunday pre- 
ceding. 

The feelosophers may say what 
tbey will, and Mr. Brougham 
may publish silly pamphlets till 
the trunk-ibakers are tired, about 
the labouring man being refreshed 
by reading works on the sciences, 
and by intellectual feasts, when 
be returns from his labour ; but, 
the truth is^ that one pound of 
meat is more valued by such man 
and justly more valued, than all 
the books in the universe. Having 
mentioned Mr. Brougham, I take 
this opportunity of requesting a 
favour of him ; liamely, that he 
will be so good as to send to Fleet 
Street a small portion of those 
bales of waste paper that he must 
certainly have by him, as the result 
of his feelosopliical publications, 
and particularly his publications 
respecting " granny- schools " or 
'** dame '* schools, as I believe he 
calls them. The learned gentle- 
man may turn round upon me and 
ask why 1 do not stick to the *' best 
public instructors "; and may re- 
mind me that I promised that I 
would send each man home with 
one of ihese for the instruction of 
his family. I did so; but, the 
"best public instructor" gave 



way. I exhausted the whole, 
English and American, too, no^ 
leaving myself enough to light a 
pipe. I husbanded them with 
great care, too ; reserving the Old 
Times to wrap any part that hap- 
pened to be bloody ; and I have a 
few of old Anna's articles still left 
for tliat purpose ; but, the main 
store was gone before Chrislmas- 
Eve, and 1 was, as the old women 
say, in a peck of troubles. Most 
of the men had brought baskets or 
bags or handkerchiefs ; but I dit\ 
not like to expose the bread and 
cheese to come in contact with the 
meat ; and, wishing all to be clean 
and nice, I was, on the Saturday 
night before Christmas-Eve, in 
deep distress as to this article of 
paper. I thought of the Edin- 
burgh Reviews that fell to the 
lot of poor Mr. Constable and 
Sir Walter Scott ; but, alas ! 
( thought I ) they have been with 
the trunk-maker long ago. In this 
dilemma, I cast an eye, a sort of 
despairing and cruel eye at my 
library, just such as some novelist 
describes a starving man to cast at 
a butcher's shop. It was a lucky 
look; brought consolation in a 
moment, and made me the hap- 
piest man alive : for what should 
1 see, piled up upon the top of a 
great cup-board, but A WHOLE 
BALE OF PARLAMENTARY 
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PAPERS I I flew at . them, 
as a terrier does at a rat. 
They consisted of great books, 
in foolscap folio, the sheets of 
"which are so^yn together with a 
hot needle and a burning thread, 
as the women call it. 1 seized 
hold of one of the biggest ; lugged 
it out into the farm-house kitchen, 
called in a couple of men, set 
them down by the fire, with a 
table before them, gave them a 
candle, and showed them how to 
undo the celebrated works of the 
*^ collective wisdom." They very 
soon dispatched the job, and we 
had broad sheets prepared for a 
hundred men in half an hour. 
Now, I know that the reader will 
think I am about to stretch: 1 
know he will : but I declare most 
seriously, that the first book I laid 
my h^nds on, and I took the one 
that was at top, was the famous 
Report on Agricultural Distress f 
Then I became a little select, for 
the fun of the thing, and took Lord 
John Russell's Report on the 
Causes of the Want of Employ- 
ment. In both I had written with 
my own hand, a great number of 
mai^inal notes, which, if they 
. could read them^ would not fail to 
be entertaining to the eaters of 
the victuals. 

Now, Mr. Brougham, spare the 
works of this celebrated body, to 
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utter any thing tendings to bring 
whom into contempt, dooms the 
unhappy culprit to banishment 
fof life; Spare these works, g^Q^ 
Mr. Brougham, and send me a 
bale of your pamphlets, especially 
if they be printed in whole sheets, 
for, otherwise, they are trouble- 
some. Having this store of Par- 
liamentary Papers, I am in no 
fear of want : they would supply 
me for the digging of the 
whole of my farm twice over ; 
but I feel a reluctance to lay 
violent hands on such rare 
productions ; and it was, as I 
said before, with a sort of ferocious 
despair that I did it upon the oc- 
casion referred to. Send me, 
therefore, good Sir, a bale of your 
pamphlets. Read, they never can 
be, until common sense shall have 
been banished from England. 

Other opportunities will offer 
for further remarks as to a more 
general application of this scheme 
of mine. Suffice it for the pre- 
sen.t to say, that the success, I am 
sure, will be complete. Let it be 
ob8erved„that the labourers whom 
I keep in my house, have money 
every week, forming, in the whole 
year, as I calculate, about eight 
pounds^ and they have liberty to 
quit me at any hour that they 
please, being paid every Saturday 
night ; and then they are keepers 
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of "diidirown money, and can lay 
ir^out* ^irlrtii they like. Their 
mdBey . wiU' be eight pomids a 
year^ with boards lodging, and 
washing* in the, house. Let it be 
observed) also, that; to the occa- 
sional labonrers I say, or order \i 
to be said, every night: **Yeu 
***may come if you like,- on such 
" a day rbut^if you find work that 
" yott like better, go to that work 
'* and leave mine^ and that shall 
be no objection to your comfng^ 
at any other time. I do not 
• ** wish yon to look upon yoor- 
'* 'selves as being at all obliged 
**^to me: our contract has been 
"for this day. I have had your 
" labour : there is your reward, 
" and we are, towards one ano- 
" th^r, just as we were before the 
" day began.'' I never have had a 
single man to express discontent. 
I have 'never known even the 
name of any 'of these occasional 
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rica, while tbeiv were horseedo^ 
very little, or perhft[»; nolfaing, w 
the meadows hard by. Jt'fa«greatt 
mistake ta suppose, diat -maoaal . 
labour is either tedious or expot^ 
sive> if proper means be onphxyed • 
in the execution. In the' ^^ GoU 
tage Economy," I' madce moitian 
of mills for the grinding of floor, 
and particularly of Jt litllesleel 
mill which I had of Mr. Parkes 
in"Fencharch«>street. I then ob* 
served, that these mdls would he> 
very useful upon a sraali soale»^

the days of my diggings, I had^ 
on an average, to supply, inciod^ • 
ing my people at the fiiYm, and 
my :own fam^iily at Kensiegtaii^ 
about a hundred and ^iisJij pouadt .

hesfd any thing of them, all 
ddelare that a pound of it is worth 
twopound'of baker's bread; Hi/w 
mtfiy<nien, haiirmany poor men, 
might at this hour be enipl6yed 
in-this work of gl4nding and dress- 
ing! There is- no mystery in^ 
the thing: any two men can be 
taoght ati about it in a minute. 
The country, and particularly 
thft environs of London,' abound 
wilb ntien of property, who have 
themaans to set men to work in 
thisr way j th^ have the incli* 
nation, ninety- nine times* out of 
a hundred, to do good to the poor; 
and) how can they serve them^ so 
mnelt as in this way, of giving 
empkiyment adviuitageoa» to 
tbtttnselves, too^ observe. I am 
not- visionary enough to want to su- 
persede mills. I knew that the 
wiisd- and tUe water have been 
wisely called, into Jhe assistance 
of nMin ; but, it is to his aimtanoe^ 
and not to his sttarvation. In the 
couatry, where the business of the 
miller.andtbat of the farmer run 
hand*in*hand» itisanolber matter ; 
but, here^, where we have to pur^ 
cbase our flour loaded with the 
pn>fili of three or fouc interven* 
ing men^ why should notgentle- 



men, who cannot get jmn^ flour [ 
at any price, haveit made in their ^ 
own houses. Any oot-hotise witb ^ 
a clean floor answerflrtfae purpose* 
My mill is in my granary : at Ke»» 
sington it was in a house in the* 
garden. There are places about 
every gentleman's house, idl round 
this town. The expense of the 
mill is a trifle ; the expense of a 
flour-dresser a little more; the 
expense of the- grinding^ reckon<» 
ing that you have the bran, is n^cl ' 
to nothing at all ; and, two meO) 
while they are at the work> are^ in 
the dry and are well fed, instead of 
being shivering about the stfeeto 
half starved. I used to get my 
flour from a miller in the country, 
who is a very worthy man, and he 
charged me at (he lowest price ; bat 
stilly by grinding the wheat, I have 
my bread considerably eheaper 
than^ I could from his floar, whieh 
was of precisely the same quality 
as my own. Any gentleman yAiXi . 
has^ a mind to try this, will soon * 
And himself repaid by the sweet*^ 
ness of his bread, that^ is to say, if . 
he buy the best, wheat, which it is . 
always economical to do. The.. 
mill i» put up in the space ^ait 
hour, by any handy carpenter. It ; 
is fixed against a^ post in -the 
room; The milUmaker or his. 
men will attend^ and show any > 
tiody,- ia a few nuautes, how to 
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perform the whole thing, which, as 
I «aid before, has namjsterjin it. 
I have bought, this year, my wheat 
to grind into flour. But^ let anj^ 
reader be pleased to reflect on the 
monstrous folly of my sending 
wheat of my own growth from 
Barn-Elm to Uxbridge market, 
that being the nearest considerable 
corn-market; selling it there to 
some corn-dealer, to a certainty, 
he selling it again to some miller ; 
he selling it again to some Ham- 
mersmith meal-man, perchance ; 
the meal-man, after adding to the 
** waust improvements" (hat it had 
probably undergone in the hands 
of the trading miller, selling it to 
some baker at Hammefsmith, in 
whose hands it might, possibly, 
not escape other improvements as 
'* waust *' as the former ; and then^ 
at the end of all this, suppose me 
sending to Hammersmith to pur- 
chase bread thus '* waustly im- 
proved," and carrying within it, 
or, rather, making me leave be- 
hind it^ the profits of these four 
intervening men : suppose all this, 
and then you suppose no more 
than what is really generally the 
case in this country of miserable 
paupers and insolent idlers. Oh,no: 
that which I and nfy family eat in 
the shape of breads shall be made 
into that shape on the spot on 
which the wheat shall grow. Thus 



it is in America, observe. Them 
are no hand-mills, that I know of, 
in that country ; but the wheat or 
the rye or whatever it may be, is 
carried by the farmer to the mill 
and brought back in flonr : there 
are no middle men to have profits 
out of it : no money passes: part 
of the corn is given for the grind- 
ing : and, .so it wa# in England, 
to be sure, until these wretched 
times^ when it has become the 
fashion for I'armers wives and 
daughters to drive the household 
work out of the house, that they 
may have time for their novels, 
their music and the rattling of 
their tea- tackle. At any rate, 
as the great cry is want of em- 
ployment, I here practically 
show to gentlemen of real huma- 
nity, and not the sham stuff about 
liberality and philanthropy, how 
they may add to the meals of the 
labouring people, to a very great 
extent, at any rate.

I am this day taking up (I 
believe) not much short of a mil* 
lion of trees hy the hands of six- 
teen Englishmen, boarded and 
lodged in my iarm-house, and 
about thirty Englishmen, Irish- 
men, and Scotchmen promiscu- 
ously, who, in these short days, 
give me llieir labour in exchange 
(or 2 lbs. of bread, such as every 
one of my family eats, and such 
as the ladies and gentlemen, of 
two gentlemen's families, have 
requested the favour to be sup- 
plied with. It IS, indeed, the 
very bast bread I ever tasted, 
made from flour ground by my 
own men in one of Mr. Parkb's 
most useful little steel mills ; but 

from wheat for which I gave at

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tbe bam door seven shillings and I marched off, as soon as they were 
sixpence a bushel, while ihe ave- apprized of the conditions t aod 
rage price oF >vheat is less than that all the Englishmen stuck 
six shillings. Besides these 2lb& dose to the stuff, and the whole 



of breiul per day, I give thes^ 
" ftfli^yf," as the Americans very 
correctly call them, half a pound 
of good sound Cheshire che^e, 
and 2 lbs. of mutton or perk, just 
as it may suit me, taking t^ 
whole sheep or whole pig pro- 
miscuously, but keeping all the 
heads and feet and shanks for 

myself. 

I began to put this system in 
operation yesterday morning (3rd 
December) at Kensington. Fif- 
teen sons of the ''sister kingdom'' 
came in' to render me their assist- 
ance, and they were followed, in 
a short time afterwards, by Eng- 
lishmen who are absolutely in 
want of food. The sons of St. 
Patrick had not, it seemed, been 
duly apprized) nor any of them, as 
Aiey said, of the specie of reward 
ihey-were to receive tor their help. 
It Is curious to observe, that nine 
out of the fifteen Irishmen, actu- 



marched off at night, with the fmit 
of then* labour wrapped up ia an 
American " best public mstruc- 
tor.*' Oh! how it would havegW" 
dened the heart of Mr. BsoffoaUi, 
to see them trudging off ja their 
rags, delighted, as he would baie 
supposed, with the ^^ antulkotiooal 
raparst** that they were about to 
enjoy ; and how glad was 1 to be 
able, consistently with my o^ 
interest too, to send home to a 
good supper of bread and meat, a 
score of my countrymen, to whom 
I had been obliged to make as 
advance upon their bread and 
cheese, in order to enable them to 
tug on till night, thooghj ^ 
knows, that night was bnt a few 
hours distant from the morning* 
The reason alleged by die Irish- 
men for wanting part of the pay- 
ment in money, was, that they bad 
RENT to pay : just so, said I; 
and that is just the very reason

quite enough. They have no in- 
fernal conceit and pride to get 
over ; they look upon the most mi- 
nute part of your instruction, as 
being of some importance ; their 
ploughmen's or ploughboy 's habits 



I may think it necessary. The 
reader will see, that I have iq^ro- 
duced into this list, one of the 
Birches, which I lately observed 
were all too small for sale this 
year. When I came to examine 
them, 1 found that there were some 
of the White Birch that were quite 
big enough for transplanting into 
a little nursery. These, therelbre, 
though there are but few -of tbem, 



common price of forest trees, 
though I have so few : first come, 
first served ; and those who cannot 
have them this year, can, if they 
choose, have them next. . 

I think it necessary to repeat 
the remark, that, to save the trou- 
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hU of much writing, 1 have num- 
bered all the Trees and Shrubs; 
and also the Apple Trees; but 
that these numbers do not follow 
one another regularly, having 
been made to correspond with, or 
rather to Indicate the several 
sorts of Trees and Shrubs, at the 
tfm6 when I sowed the seeds of 
them ; and I was obliged to place 
the numbers regularly after one 
another in mj List, according to 
the drder In which I received the 
seeds. But, any Gentleman may 
save himself the trouble of writing 
the name of any Tree or Shrub, 
^ud just u^e the number instead : 
for instance, if a Gentleman want 
" Deciduous Cyprus," and want 
a hundred of them, he writes in 
his list, 100 of No. 10, and so on. 
With this preface, which I have 
not been able to make so clearly 
explanatory as I should wish, 
without taking up more of the 
time of the reader than he may 
be desirous to bestow upon such 
a subject, I shall now insert my 
List. 
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FOREST TREES. 



No. 1. Locust. (Pseudo Aca$ia^) 
1st Class, 10«. for 100. 
2d Class,* 8«. — 100. 
3d Class, 6«. — 100. 

I had divided the Locusts, in 
my list of the other day, into Jive 
classes; but, upon taking them up, 
1 find that they cannot, consistent 
with any reason or utility, be divid- 
'^d into more than three classes. 
The prices of the five were, 10*., 8s., 
6i., 4s., and 2s., making an average 
of 6s, I now divide them as above, 
and the average is still the same. 
There are very few really weak 
plants this year. Those of the third 
class are short, and a few of them 
weak; but, they will make very 
fine plaiiffe next year. The other 
two classes may go into plantations 
directly, and will beat any trees of 
double their height. The biggest 
arc the best, to be sure ; but the 
2d class will do very well. I would 
recommend the 3d class to be put 
into a Nursery in a Kitchen Garden, 
for a year, rows at 2 feet apart, and 
plants at six inches. Any one who 
disposes of a plat -of ground thus, 
and cuts the trees off at an inch 
from the ground, in May, or before 
mid June, will be surprised at the 
coppice that he will have in the 
Autumn. But weeds must not be 
suftered to choke them in May, 
June and Julv.

I have many thousands of the plants,

Virginiana.) 5j. for 100. 

These, from which come the wood 
to make the pencils with, and which 
wood is as durable as the locust, !»re 
as difficult little gentlemen as a man 
woidd wish to have to do xvith. God 
knows how many kegs of ihe seeds 
I have sown, but at last I have got a 
good lot of them. They are like, in 
point of size, a seedling'fir tree of the' 
spruce kind ; and i tlare say ^eat 
care must be taken in the transplant- 
ing of them ; but they are hard/^ 
after they have taken root, and even 
more hardy than the Scotch fir, ^Wle 
their wood is so preciously valiiablei 
The word Virginikna, inserted in the 
Botanical name, would induce the 
reader to believe^ that they arc a na- 
tive of only the warmer partsof Ame- 
rica. The fkct is this, that, when 
American trees and shrubs were first 
introduced into England, Virginia, 
which took its name from that most 
chast£- ^reqtiird ♦* good olU 'Betfey,'" 
who used to hang her loving subjf3cts? 
if they refused to be evidence against 
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v»h6 Used to make their bodies, some- 
^[||€9 -liinc^er '«nd soniciinies shorter 
by the raek; ^Kirgwiia.'wus, fora loog 
tifeacj, the oBfy-parfr of North Ame- 
rica^ which !i^as at all familiar with 
Eiigl^hnien, who, indeed ^ for some 
tinie> calkd the whole country Vir- 
ginia. Hence, the boianists clapped 
the various I^tin dedinations ot the 
iftLme Vli^inia, to the end of all the 
platnts brought from any part of that 
country ; but the Hed Cedar is as 
much a. native of New Jersey, the 
state of New York, all the states to 
the North of it, as far as New Hamp- 
shire^ and covers the barren parts of 
lAng I&land, as thickly ai> ever it co- 
vered any of the parts of Virginia. 
These tr^es grow u(ion the very poor- 
est of soU on Lon^ Islaml, and there 
th» seeds, from which L raised these 
trees, were gathered. The young trees 
come up from, the seeds droppincr 
upon tlie ground. The wopd is well 
known hom its red heart and famous 
duraHlity ; and it is curious enough 
•to be worth observation, that, in tlie 
long continuance of snow during the 
winter, it is the general practice to 
chop off loads oi the boughs, which 
are then in their deepest green, to 
bring them in as food for sheep. I 
kept ^ more than a hundred sheep 
during the winter, principally upon 
cedar boughs^ and the leaves of the 
Indian corn ; and kept them very well 
tpoi and I never had a sheep die all 
the time I was in Long Island. Now, 
I do not recommend any body to pur- 
chase these little things ; and I have 
no experience to guide nie as to the 
facility and difficulty of making them 
take root when they are transplant- 
ed ; but I have no doubt of being 
enablei to transplant them wiili suc- 
cess; and if I do not sell ibem, I shall 
trans-plantxhem all in the spring. If, 
bowerer, I keep them another year, 
the price must be double at least. 

No. 10. CvPHESs Deciduous. 
(Cupresms diHidta ) iOs. for 
100. 

This,, ncjct to the Occidental 
Plane, and the White Pine, is the 



biggest tree that the world. has. ever > 
seen ; and c^ertainiy it is one of-the^ 
most beautiful. The leaves Are- 
somewhat like those of an evcrn; 
green cypress, butthetbrstaohen gie^ 
out horizontally, like -tliose. of jau 
Spruc« Fir ; and when the branel^esf 
aie loaded with leaices, they Ivam^f 
dewn from the point. When creei^ 
the tree is singidarly beautiful, but 
still moie so, when it begins to 
change from a green to a reddish 
hue. There is one at Barn Elm, 
which is about fifty or sixty feet 
high, straight as a line, and the- 
leaves of which are still hanging, on,. 
as indeed they are upon these litJtlc 
plants of mine. They are very easy^ 
to transplant; and if a clump wpre^ 
to be made of them without any 
other trees amdngst them, many of 
my plants might go into plantations 
immedialely. They should not be 
sliadcd by other , trees ; biit if they 
were to stand in a rich nursery fot^ 
one year, and were properly taken 
care of, they might take thoir chance^ 
in any plantations.. I do not know 
the price of these things in the nuiw» 
series, but if any one can get tUenv 
tliere for as many shillings as I ask 
pence, he may, i suppose, tliink 
ihem cheap. ^ 

No. 12. Honey LocysT. (Oledit" 
sia triacantkos.) 4i. foir 100. 

In my former list, published on. 
the tenth of November, I put these 
at six shillings a hundred; but I- 
wish to make them cheap enough 
to be planted for liedges, for which 
they must be the very best trees 
that ever grew. About six hundred 
of them, in two rows, at a foot apart, 
the plants eighteen inches apart in 
the row, and a plant in ono row 
com'uig opposite tne interval in the 
other row, the plants well cultivated 
and kept clean for two years, and 
all cut down nearly to the ground . 
the second year alter planting, 
would, at the end of the fourth year, 
make a fence that no animal, either 
upon two legs or upon four, wonld 
ever dare to face. A rat mightcrcep 
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under at the bottom, and possibly 
*4 VsiBit, by removing the earth a 
little,' biit nothing can face the 
A6mSof this^^^e, wilh which the 
branches arc so tliickly beset, and 
which, the principal thorns of the 
'three (for they come in threes) being 
an inch and a half long, are, without 
any exaggeration, as sharp, and much 
■ stronger than a needle. It is inipos- 
* sible lor art to fofm any thing more 
acute than the point ; and no ordi- 
nary man could ever break the ripen- 
ed thorns with his fingers. The thorns 
are frequently made use of in Ame- 
rica in the mending of harness, or in 
such like ways. Besides this, the 
fiwt growth of the tree and the 
great Dfeiuty of its foliage, which is 
precisely like that of the Mimosa or 
Sensitive Plant, only upon a larger 
scale. The tree grows to about forty 
or fifty feet high. Its wood is of a 
deep yellow, very close texture, must 
be valuable for any cabinet-work ; 
but Michaux, though he says it is 
good and durable, says it is inferior 
m point of durability to the Locust 
or Pseudo Acasia. 

No. 17. White Beech. (Fagus 
Sylvcslrifi,) 

No. 18, Red Beech. {Fagus 
Ferrvginea, Each 4». for 
400. 

These seedlings ought to go into a 
nursery for a year. They are little 
things, but a little higher than ours 
o;enerafly arc the first year, owing, 
however, perhaps, to the excellence 
of the ground in which they have 
been sown, and to the very great care 
which has been taken of tliem, in 
common with the rest of my plants. 
They have no other peculiar merit 
that I know of, in England, than 
that thev differ from each otJier in 
appearance as trees, and. that both 
diner somewhat from our Beech. 

Nol9. Black Walnut. {Jng- 
lans Nigra,) Ss, for 160. 

In my former list, I have put four 
•hillings against these ; but^ as we 



are now to have gold in earnest ; as 
" worthless rugs " are soon to disap- 
pear, I shall be content with thr^e 
ahiUings, particularly as these things 
are raised wiih great facitity, as rough 
cultivation silt nces for them, and as 
they are attended with con]j>aratively 
littlfe trouble, from the beginning to 
the end. They may all §o into 
plantations at once, the main root 
shortened to five inches in length, 
and the fibres tipped with a sharp 
knife. The size of this tree is im- 
mense; but it is greatly given to 
branching out at a little distance 
from the ground. I had last year a 
plate, representing the trunk of one 
of these trees, that grew in the State 
of New York, twenty-six feet in cir- 
cumference at the base, and very 
Uttlc smaller at twenty feet from ihe 
ground. The wood is blacker than 
mahogany, but not so bright. It is 
a solid durable limber; and isnsed, 
Michaux tells us, as knees in the 
building of ships, the timber being 
fully as strong as ordinary oak; and 
the numerous limbs of the tree ren- 
det them peculiarly apt for the fur- 
nishing of these knees. 

No. 20. Hickory. (Jnglans To* 
mentosa,) 48, i'or 100. 

This tree is of very slow growth 
for the first two or three years. If 
they are to be planted amongst other 
treeg, they must have a year in a 
good nursery, else they will be over- 
shaded and kept down. When once 
they begin to start off. they get on 
apace, and make a very oeautitul tree 
of the heigbt and size of an ordi- 
nary beech. The wood is made use 
of for all purposes where toughness 
is required, and pliability at the same 
time, in which last respect it sur- 
passes even the White Oak. They 
are more difficult to raise from the 
seed than the Black Walnut, and the 
nuts are not so easily obtained. 

No, 21. Persimon. (Dmpiros 
Virginiana,) 4s. for 100. 

Here is another Virginiana! Though 
the tree grows here and there io all 
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parts of the country, during the' 
stfet:ch from north to south. It does 
not attain a greater height than 
forty or fifty feet in general, bears a 
sort of ])Iumb, a little smaller than 
the gTTcen gage plumb, and of a red- 
dish colour. MicHAux calls it the 
American Lancevscood. And he says, 
that in the southern States, where 
the rest of the woods have been, cut 
down, the Persiraons have always 
been preserved. He praises even the 
fruit. At any rale, it is a very beau- 
tiful tree, and wiih proper pruning, 
would grow up in a handsome shape, 
and sumciently quickly. He says, 
that it is used by turners for large 
screws, and that the negroes employ 
it for wedges, in splitting the trunks 
of trees; and he particularly observes, 
that h is better than any other wood 
in America, as shafts for chaises and 
poles for coaches. 

No. 22. Wild Black Cherry, 
(Cerasus Nigra^ Virginiana.) 
35. for 100. 

Another Virginiana, which shows, 
by the bye, what a folly it is for men 
to give names to things, before they 
really know any thiilg about tlie 
matter. Long Island, and parts much 
more to the north, >are well set with 
these trees, I had one, which was 
more than 90 feet high, standing" at 
the side of 'my house in Long Island. Ih'e thing general; and. to make it 



mense quantities, from a ^ght of 
sixty or seventy feet. The tree, UJ{e 
the flickory, though not so'nxi|chrfp» 
goes on but slowly for a year or t^p; 
but, then mounts at a great rate pro- 
vided only it be not put under ^e 
shade of other trees. The trees should 
stand pretty close together, i/i one 
and the same plantation, exclusive of 
all other trees. These that I have 
ought to go into the nursery for one 
year: they are very easily moved; 
very seldom fail ; and will, like Other 
trees, move better the second time 
than the first. I put these at 4«. a 
hundred the other day ; but, foresee- 
ing that LoED GoDERicn will never 
again dispense " worthless ra^" 
from the portals of an ancient but co»- 
stitutional monarchy^ I am induced 
now to sell them at three shillings a 
hundred, though the devils do lie 
two years in the ground, and though 
they have for two years past played 
me the trick of not coming up at all. 

No. 30. Catalpa. (Bignonia 
Catalpa,) 4*. for. 100. 

I should suppose that while I offer 
these plants for less than a halfpenny 
apiece, though these, which I now 
happen to have, have been once re- 
moved^ no nurseryman can or ought 
to sell them under a shilling apiece ^ 
if for so little ; my object is to make 



I saw one more than one hundred 
feet high, which had a hole in its 
trunk, where a limb had been blo^vn 
off, cut down by a farmer, for no 
other purpose than that of getting 
at the honey of a swarm of wild bees, 
that had made their combs in its 
trunk, and which had collected to- 

§ ether for him there, a couple of 
our barrels full of wax and lioney. 
The Americans are a very gentle and 
compassionate people ; but they have 
no mercy on either trees or bees. 
The wood of this cherry is red , or 
at least of a pale red. It is beautiful 
in the making of furniture of all 
3orts ; it is very beautiful in its fo- 
liage, and still more so in its fiower, 
ivhich hangs down sometimes in im- 



general, it must be sold at a cheap 
price. The tree thrives in the coldest 
parts of the United States ; it gets to 
a considerable size ; its wood is yel- 
low, and is, I believe, as durable as 
that of the Locust, but it cloes not 
grow so fast, and does iu>t attain 
to any thing near the size of the 
Locust, though it sometimes rises 
to the height of foi'ty feet or 
more. It is valuable, where Locusts 
are to be had as an ornamental 
tree : the leaf, which is very- large, 
and of a fine pale green, keeps its 
freshness all the summer long, aiid its 
fiowers are much more beautiful than 
those of the horse chesnut, and hang 
from the branches in the most ele- 
gant manner. From a want of a 
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||no«)eflgeof thi& mature of the tree 
in its Jis^nraf size, it ha$ generally 
b^en plante<l io Kngtand ts a mere 
^ruby and of cmrse kw \Ar\td tinder 
the shade of loftier trees^ or has been 
]^e{kt cut. down to preveat its rismg 
above Laurels, lilacs and Guelder 
]U>setr and| of course, has very sel- 
dom cone into bloom; bnl where- 
erer it has had a fair chance, it has 
grown and blown as well here as in 
America. There is one at Hampton 
Cknirt, which was full of bloom this 
year« I have seen but one other this 
summer, which was also full of Moom, 
and that stands in the parish of T'ul- 
bam, near a genteel house, a little 
further on from Walham Green to 
Fulham, than the end of the road 
tumingdown to Parson's Gre<n. 

Ho. 14. Whitr Birch. (Betnla 
populifolia,) 4«. for 100. 

X had, before, given a statement of 
my situation, with regard to this tree. 
I .thought, that alt the plants were 
too small for sale; but in taking 
them up for the purpose of trans- 
planting, I found that there were a 
few ibat would do very well. The 
root is ten times as big as theplant : 
it should be cut oft' with a sharp knife, 
so as, to le&ve it about three or i'o^ur 
inches long, ^t into a lUtle nursery, 
the side shoots pruned off during the 
summer, and in the fall, each will be 
a little tree, from two to three feet 
high. All thatis so well known about 
the hartiiness of our own Birch, ap- 
plies to all the birches of America, 
which, as Miller observes in his 
famous book, besides being far nrore 
beautiful than ours in colour as well 
as in form^ grow to a much greater 
size, form an erect tree like a beech, 
and,! as Miller. «ays, grow faster 
and are more tough for hoops and 
such like purposes, while the trunk 
is very far trom being despicable, 
when used as timber. One of the 
^eat qualiiies of the Birch is, that 
It is, I believe, the very earliest of 
all deciduous trees in putting tbrth 
its leaves in the spring, and it pre- 
serves those leaives till. very lata in 



the fell. For many jieats, I ob-> 
senred (so true is nature) that tf^i^ 
pheasants never began to ^ow *rtft' 
we could see the Birch leaves frotfi 
the distance of a quarter of a mile. 
The Birch will grow in any la*id ; 
on a sand bank, in a swamp, in 
clay, and in gravel; and, as far 
as I have observed,' every where 
equally fast. 

No. 117. Water Locust. (G/c- 
ditsia numosperma,) bs, for 

100. 
There is a mistake about the prtee 
of these in the last list I have very 
few of them ; they are a variety of 
the Locust, but with a smaller 
ftower, aiKl a shorter seed pod. 

No. 25. Sassafras. (Laurus Sas*' 
sajras.) Is. each. 

Nolwiihstanding we are swe U> 
have gvlJ^ I canivot bring myself to 
lower the price of tl^se ; for, I apa 
very sure^that all that I have, would 
not, at a price of a shilluig apiece, 
re^my me for my outgoings^ in my 
endeavours to introduce this tree 
into common cultivation in Eiigr 
land. 1 have said enough alKHit. 
this tree before, and do not like to 
repeat it here; but I must say that 
it would l>e a greater acquisition to 
the country, than aUnostaay other 
tree, except the L(jcust, the Black 
Wahiut, the White Oak, the Ashca- 
and the Elms. 

No. 2. WmTE Oak. * (Querelas 

Alba.) 4s. for 100. 

The qualities of this tree have 
been so often mentioned by me, tliat 
I need say noihing about thenihere. 
These seedlings are the tallest'I exex 
saw, and I^ am sorry to s^ty I have 
but very few of them. They have, 
in general, made a second shoot, 
three or four inches lon^. Few as 
they are in number, I wul not rai^e 
the price ; but when tliey ate gone^: 
1 cannot make more of them. 

No. 84. Live Oak.- (Quercus F£- 
rensi) 10». for 100. 

This is what vre call the EvergreeSh 
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0»k, ami what the Americans call\l 
tbcilaiye Oak, because it i? green dr 
oitvp When crther oaks^havt no l^ves, 
and look as if they were dead. Ac- 
cordM#g to MjcttAi^x's account, and 
according to my own observation, 
the tr^e grows jost as well here, and 
attains;, as great assize, as it does in 
America, where, as ho justly ob- 
serves, it very much^ resembiies in 
shape a good large, short-trunked 
apple tree, sending forth limb upon 
limb in every dirtection, each limb 
rivalling the trunk in point of size. 
'Bhii"shiij»e of itS' limber renders it 
peculiarly fit for knees in ship build- 
ing ; and as to durability, it is abso- 
lutely imperishable. I have a^piece 
of Live Oak now, which my corre- 
spondent assnres me has been stand- 
ing out of doors, or rather lying upon 
the ground in a ship-yard in New 
Y^erk, for more than 50 years. Hence 
it is, that all American ships, that 
apc advertized for SALE, are posi- 
livelj asserted to be built of Live 
Oak and Cedar, two sorts of trees, 
whkjh, if the very last of them were 
Cttt down in the country, would not 
make the tenth part of the ships, 
which have been asserted to consist 
of tliem ; besifi^ which,' the Live 
Oak is as heavy as Lignum Vitse, if 
not heavier; a species of lying, how- 
ever, which we cannot regard as a sin 
of a very d^e\t die, when we recollect, 
that the cheese which comes from 
Stilton would, very likely, in one 
year, if it could be turned into brick 
or stone, build the houses of a parish 
more populous than Stilton. That 
this very hardy and beautiful ever- 
green, which, if the trees be planicd 
pretty closely and pruned up a little, 
will attain the height of forty or fifty 
fc'et, is as hardy as an'English Oak, 
and will grow as well in this climate, 
any body may be satisfied, who will 
go and look at the Live Oaks in Kew 
Uardens, or at Good Wood, in Sussex. 
Why not make a plantation of them, 
and of them only ? What a beautiful 
thing on the side of a hill; ami they 
will grow on any soil; andMicHAUX 
^ays, that the more they get -of the 



sea breeze^ the Irefter; frbffl H^gfi 
breeze, it is well knovmV t^ii: oak£ 
flinch in thettfost dorti^picuoftirS' maii-' 
ner. My plants ai*e' seefdHii^s^' and 
ought to go into a ttitrsery foi*aS yea!r, 
but not more. I have but ver^ feU^ 
comparatively, with the afeorns t 
sowed ; and at the above pric^ t 
shall hardly make both ends meet. -

No. 40. Pric«lyAsh. (Frawi- 
ntis Ontus Amtricana.) 4rf. 
each. 

I know nothing of this shrnb, ex» 
cept &om the description I have had 
of it. Its leaves arejugt iika those? 
of an English ash. It rises with a 
long slender stem, with hardly any 
branches, and has, it seems, flowers 
at the end of the shoots. Its stem is 
prickly, like that of the dog-rose. It 
is a plaguing thing enough, and has 
laid very sulkily three years in the' 
ground, but h.is grown pretty freely 
this summer, and is to all appearance 
a fast-growing thing. 

No. 45. NfiTTLBWToOD.' (Celtis 
OccidentaHs.) 4d. each. 

This is a 'very rare shrub in the 
country from which i^ comes ; it is 
of tlie tallest order, and grows very 
fast. The Canadian French call it 
bois inconnu or unknown wood. 

No* 47. Staff-tree. (Celastru*^ 
Scandeiis.) 4d. each. 

' I do not know any thing' about it^ 

No. 48. Clbthra AtSNtrOLiA^ 
4d, each. 

No.' 49. JuDAS-TREB. . (Cerm.) 
4d.e9ich, 

No. BO. BiGNomA RADtCANs; 
4d, each. 

Tliis last is the American tram- 
pet- flower, that creeps up walls and 
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iMmses^ that produces lai^ and fine 
blossomSy Fcaembling somewhat the 
mouth of a trumpet, and that is more 
ornamental than almost any thing 
that covers walls or sides of houses 
It wants no nails or shreds, but sends 
&9 claws into the bricks or stones 
und shifts for itself.

I know not 
whether the wood l)e worthy of this 
appellation ; but I am sure the seed 
is, for it must have two years in the 
ground, and even then it comes up 
with great reluctance. 

No. 58. Symphonia bacbmo&a. 



4c/. each^ 
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I know nothing about this shrub, 
only that it is a fast grower, and that 
its seeds lie two years in the ground 

No. 61. Dog Wood. {Cornus 
Florida.) 4d. each. 

I have formerly said enough about 
this very early and l)eautiful shrub, 
which would be in full bloom here, 
in the month of March. A mortally 
troublesome fellow, coming up the 
second year, just soon enough lor our 
frosts to ^ive it a nip. I thus lost 
full five-sixths of mine this year. 
Those that remain are very fine 
plants, and their leaves, as red as 
blood, are yet hanging on them. 

No. 66. Fox-grape. {VitU VuU 
pina.) 4c/. each. 

I have said enough of this before. 
Well calculated to creep up and co- 
ver over stunted old trees, in any 
soil. 

No. 67. Ptrus Arbutifolia. 
4d. each. 



This is a very fine shrub, it being 
already a foot high. Its seed lies in 
the ground two years; but thea 
conies up very well. 

No. 89. Sour Tupelo. (Ny$8a 
capilata.) 4c/. each. 

No. 90. Large Tupelo. (Ift/ssa 
grandidvntata,) 4d. each., 

These are tall, beautiful decidu- 
ous shrubs, that attain a considie* 
rable height, and that grow very 
fast. They did not come up till last 
spring, and are now of a good heights 

No. 97. Black Gruii. {Nyua 
^ylvatica,) Ad, each. 

A taller shrub, MicuAvai says, 
than either of the Tupelos. Some* 
times it rises sixty or seventy feet, 
with a trunk twenty inches in dia^ 
meter; the leaves are five or six 
inches long. He represents the wood 
as of great utility fur cogs and naves 
of small dimensions, on account of 
its being so difficult to split, for which 
reason, it is used by shipwrights for 
the caps of masts, and for blocks, 
whenever it can be got. The quantity 
wanted for these uses in America is 
so great, that the occidental plane is 
generally resorted to for blocks, it 
being equally difficult to split ; but 
being lighter, it is not so good for 
ship blocksas this^ BlackGum. I have 
found it an extremely difficult gen- 
tleman to bring out of the ground 
when it got in it. 

No. 87. Red Bay. (Lanrus Caro' 
linienm.) 4c/. each. 

This is an evergreen, which the 
Americans caU Red Bay, on account 
of the colour of its seed. This laurel 
rises, Michaux says, to the height 
of sixty or seventy feet, with a trunk 
sometimes twenty inches in diameter. 
I have found them sufficiently diffi- 
cult to raise, and my correspondent, 
found it still more difficult to get the 
seed. The plants are very fine, al- 
though not large, as indeed seedlings 
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cannot very well be. I never saw any 
oiiQ «f tiiKm in England. 

No. 71. Althea Frijtex. 4s. for 
100. 

That is to say, as my readers 
know very well, less than a halfpenny 
a-piece for a shrub, the leaves of 
which have not, even to this day, 
dropi^ed off*, or have but just dropped 
off, and which I saw in full bloom, 
within this month, at Mr. Mal- 
comb's nursery at Kensington. The 
beauty of the shrub may be easily 
guessed by his having- selected a 
patch of it to plant just by the side 
of the turnpike road, to attract the 
attention of the lovers of shrubs. 
His appeared to me, to be about 
four years old, and as a nurseryman, 
he ought to sell every one of them 
for as much money as I sell a hun- 
dred of mine ; but my object is, to 
make the cfultivation i of them gene- 
ral, in England ; and" I am enabled 
to sell at the price I do, from the 
facilities I have of obtaining the 
seed, and with regard to other cir- 
cumstances connected wiih the 
rearing of the plants. I would re- 
commend to purchasers to put my 
seedlings into a nursery for a year, 
and then plant them out. In clumps 
of low shrubs this surpasses almost 
any thing I know of. It removes 
well, it grows fast, and is, in every 
respect, a most beautiful shrub. 
The money for them is really not 
worth naming ; but still the great 
numbers make them amoimt to 
something.

£xi)erience has . taught me, ^that 
there is a ^ener^l error* prevailing as 
to the cultivation of this almost only 
garden-vegetable that I ever cat, or 
think worth eating. There is Such 
a fuss about making Asparagia beds, 
and about managing -tl^m^ £atverj 
few people, comparatively, have the 
plant at all ^uand gci^MwisXaiKbthejr 
are hi the right of it) would make 
oneMievey 'that tliey are not-lo-be 
,g;otten, except by a sort of xonjuora- 
ition. The tact is, Ihitt the ^mmt^^ 
asr hardy .as. any weed that ever grew. 
It ,will grow in any soil, and ak^ be

fore, the tieeper the ground is trench- 
Td and the bettei' it is, the better the^ 
plants will grow. If joii want the 
Asparagus with loi»g white shanks^ 
with a httle tip of red at the top, you 
BHist lay a goud4eal of earth upoD the 
crowns, for the shoots to come up 
throiiijh. But, the plant does nor re- 
quire this ; and it;yiints no co^^iug over 
in the winter, nor any care of the kind. 
— ^The history of those that I shaH 
sell this year will show. the nature of 
the plant as to haxdioess.*— We diig 
up the seedlings last year, and put 
Ch^in n^Q mats, in order to count 
them and pick ou t the best. The 



refuse were flung * a heap in the 
gairden, like a heap of the roots of 
fcouch-grass. There they lay from 
December till April, when, having 
occasion to remove them to the 
dungiiYll, in order to sow the plat 
- on which tViey lay, I perceived 
that they were not only alive, 
but th^t their little buds were 
(tctually beginning to start ! Oh, oh ! 
Said I, no wonder that the Yankees 
have such plenty of Asparagus 
without covering and without beds : 
things do not want bed and blan- 
kets, if they can lie out of doors at 
this rate. — ^The heap went to the 
dunghill: but, when we had done 
sowing the tree-seeds (which occu- 
pied all the ground), we went to the 
dunghill, took a parcel of these as- 
paragus, and planted them in alleys, 
between some of the beds of tree, 
seeds. Here they had to stand walk- 
ing and trampling Upon by the per- 
sons (not very ceremonious) who iiad 
' to weed the beds many times during 
the summer. And yet, of thousands 
of these plants, thus treated, I do not 
believe that any died. Their stalks 
were, at last, very nearly as high as 
those of asparagus generally, when 
old; and, if they were tb remain 
where they are, I have no doubt of 
their producing asparagus of a tole- 
rable size, next spring. — This is quite 
enough to show, that we have been 
in great error as to the cultivation of 
this plant. The ground ought to be 



rows a foot apart, and the plants

Between every /bar rows, there shouU 
be an alley of twvfiti, to walkn), to 
cut the asparagus without treadii^ 
upon the crowns-; and, if you Afraiw 
long white shanks^ the eM'th should 
be thrown on the rows out of these 
alleys. The ground shouid beiprJi^ 
up in March, and be kept quite clean 
all summer; but, there necds^Mo^^N 
vering, and no fuss, — If the soil be 
bad at bottom, day 4>r chalk or zra* 
vel, the plants will give out, when 
they reach it^ HsSe seme mere 
ready to succeed them, then, in ao-» 
otl^er «pot; aufi when that wears 
out, take another. — A drill, a rod 
lonp:, will (if the seed be gooid) give 
plants enough for a new plantation i 
thw may, the next year, be trans- 
planted in pretty close rows, and the 
next year they will be, as mine are 
now, nt for tinal planting out.
